ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

According to custom, we have assembled in the 
council chamber for the purpose of organizing and 
property inaugurating the municipal government for 
the year 1878. Under our system of political 
affairs it is necessary to affiliate with one or 
another party, yet after the strife and smoke of an 
electoral battle clears away, we should remember 
we are but servants of the whole people, and that 
the oath we have taken is no unmeaning cere- 
mony, but is a pledge before God and man that 
we will discharge the duties incumbent upon us to 
the best of our abilities. 

I trust each subject to which your attention 
may be called will receive careful deliberation, and 
be acted upon in such manner as shall, in your 
judgment, conduce to the best interests of the city. 
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SCHOOLS. 


The value of an education cannot be over 
estimated, and in the matter of educational priv- 
ileges for our youth we cannot become too much 
interested. While it is one of our duties to 
appropriate the fund for the support of our schools, 
its disbursement is under the direction of another 
branch of the government, which will, doubtless, 
use its powers with discretion. There have been 
six new rooms opened during the year, owing, in 
part, to increase of number of scholars, and in 
part to the change of residence of pupils. The 
total amount of appropriations for the year 1877 is 
$142,653.83, and the amount expended is $127,- 
691.23, of which $93,057.76 was paid for salaries 
of teachers of the day schools. The expenditures 
for evening schools were $4,060.77, and for draw- 
ing, $3,160.46. The whole number belonging to 
the schools is nearly 8,000; average attendance 

5 . 74 1 * 


SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


We have at present forty-one school-houses — 
one high, eight grammar, and thirty-two intermc- 
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diate and primary. There have been built during 
the past year two houses, one situated on Dover 
street, at a cost of $7,509.2 2, the other on London 
street, at a cost of $3,063.63. An addition has 
also been made to the house on West Sixth street, 
at an expense of $3,038.03. The necessity of a 
new building in ward live is somewhat felt, one 
school now holding its sessions in a dwelling-house. 
The expenditures have been nearly $7,000 less 
than in 1876. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

During the past year there has been erected a 
commodious and substantial building in ward four, 
combining an engine house and ward room, at an 
expense of $17,784.97. Much credit is due the 
committee on lands and buildings for their selection 
of site, as well as for the thorough manner in 
which the work was executed. The engine house 
on Middlesex street and the ward room on South 
street have been sold for the sum of $5,715, thus 
making the true cost of the change $12,069.97. 
During this year, so far as I can learn, there will 
be no demand for any outlay in this department, 
except for repairs. 
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WATER WORKS. 

This subject is one of importance, as a full 
supply of pure water is inestimable in its benefits 
upon the community. It is needful for the sanitary 
condition of our city as well as useful for domestic 
purposes. The extensions of mains during the 
year have proceeded as fast as the desire for them 
has been manifested and the state of the appropri- 
ation would allow. There have been laid the past 
year nearly 15,971 feet of mains, thus making the 
total number of feet laid 289,586, or 54 84-100 
miles. In addition to the above there have been 
laid about 4,000 feet of mains less than four inches 
in diameter. The most important line which has 
been laid is that to Middlesex village, a distance of 
4,450 feet. The length of service pipe laid during 
the year is 13,310 feet, making the whole number 
laid 181,531 feet, or 34 38-100 miles. There have 
been put in the past year 320 services, making over 
4,400 services now in use. The number of takers 
is at present over 10,000. The receipts for water 
during the year amount to nearly $96,000, which 
shows an increase of nearly $4,000 over the previ- 
ous year. It was recommended by my predecessor 
to the council of last year that the pipe be extended 
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to the city farm. The number of takers beyond 
the point to which the pipe is now laid would be 
but three or four. The length of the extension 
would require 1,800 feet to the entrance of the 
farm, for which twelve inch pipe should be used in 
anticipation of the building upon the land which 
lies between these points. The distance from 
Chelmsford street to city buildings is some 700 feet. 
The cost of the extension, including gates, hydrants, 
&c., would be nearly $4,600. I think the safety of 
the city property and the comfort of the inmates 
would make this a judicious expenditure. There 
are portions of our city which cannot be supplied 
under the present system. I refer to parts of 
Centralville and Belvidere. It is for you to con- 
sider whether the income from such sources will 
admit of the expenditure of such a sum as would 
be needed for the construction of a high service. 


SEWERS. 

The extension of water pipes necessarily creates 
a demand for sewers, and petitions have been 
numerous for their construction. So far as the 
appropriation will allow, I think where a large 
majority of inhabitants of thickly 7 settled localities 
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desire it, the prayer of petitioners should be 
granted. There have been laid during the past 
year 8,479 °f brick and 10,660 feet of pipe 

sewers, or 3 62-100 miles. 

STREETS. 

The expenditures in this department are con- 
stantly on the increase. There was no appropri- 
ation made the past year for paving, but during 
the present year I respectfully recommend that a 
portion of the sum appropriated for streets be 
expended for that purpose as a matter of economy.' 
From my own observation I am in favor of the 
use of the small granite blocks as being the least 
expensive and most durable. It has been sug- 
gested that a portion of Gorham street be paved 
this year, from Union street to Davis’ corner, which 
would require nearly 8,000 square yards, at a cost 
of about $14,000. I desire to call your attention 
to the railroad bridge on said street, which is con- 
sidered one of the most dangerous places in our 
city, and I trust some action will be taken upon 
the matter. The lines of Chelmsford street having 
been defined from Thorndike street to a point near 
Ilale street, a distance of 2,420 feet, it will be 
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deemed necessary to cany the project to comple- 
tion. The number of miles accepted during the 
year 1877 is 2 21-100 miles. The number of 
miles of streets widened is 6-10 miles, -or 3,173 
feet. The amount of edgestone laid is 4,544 feet, 
and 6,063 square yards of concrete. A much 
needed supply of gravel has been secured by a 
purchase in Centralville. A stable has been built 
for the accommodation of the teams belonging to 
the city, at a cost of $22,487.80, including sheds 
and other buildings. The stable and land formerly 
occupied on Western avenue have been sold for 
the sum of $7,825. 


STREET LIGHTS. 

This department seems to be in good condition 
and has cost the past year $19,443.67, which 
includes the lighting of streets and public buildings. 
The whole number of lights is six hundred and 
eighty-eight, there having been added twenty-six gas 
and twenty-five fluid lights. Whether the present 
svstem of lighting* is the best that can be devised 
is for your consideration. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

I can speak in satisfactory terms of this depart- 
ment, much praise being due its members for the 
prompt service which they always render when 
occasion requires. There has been a change made 
in this department the preceding year by the intro- 
duction of two horse hose carriages. The number of 
hose carriages drawn by hand is five. I submit for 
your consideration a suggestion which has been 
made to increase the number of horse hose car- 
riages, thus lessening the number drawn by hand. 
This would create additional expense and demands 
careful consideration. The cost of this department 
for the past year was $41,968.50, an increase of 
$3,650.34 over that of the year 1876. I would 
recommend that the vacancy, which has existed in 
the Board of Engineers since the resignation of 
Charles H. Arlin, be filled, and as at present no 
member of the board is a resident of the western 
section of the city, which includes wards four and 
five, I deem it proper that such appointment should 
be made from that locality. 
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POLICE. 

An efficient police force is one of the necessary 
departments of every well regulated municipality, 
and I have no hesitation in saying that in this 
respect we compare favorably with our sister cities. 
At present the force consists of fifty-one officers 
exclusive of the Marshal, of which fourteen are 
placed upon the day force. If some plan could be 
adopted whereby officers could be accommodated 
with means of procuring lunch without repairing to 
the station, thus leaving the city partially unpro- 
tected, I am convinced it would meet the approval 
of a large majority of the citizens. The expendi- 
tures for the year were $52,523.56. 

LICENSE LAW. 

This subject is one upon which there has been 
in the past, and it would seem there must be in 
the future, much discussion and strife. Whatever 
may be the difference of opinion regarding the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, experience proves to us that 
the- traffic will be, to some extent, engaged in; 
therefore it remains with us to determine as to 
the best method of dealing with this question. 
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I desire to recommend a departure from the present 
system of carrying out the provisions of the law, 
by bringing to your notice section twenty of 
chapter ninety-nine, of the acts passed by the legis- 
lature of 1875, which is as follows: 

* P The powers and duties given to, and imposed 
upon the mayor and aldermen of cities, by this act, 
may be exercised in any city b}^ a board of license 
commissioners, if the city council of such city 
shall so determine* and such board shall consist of 
three inhabitants of said city, to be appointed by 
the mayor and confirmed by the city council thereof, 
and shall hold office until the first day of May 
next after their appointment, or until their successors 
arc appointed and confirmed, and shall receive such 
compensation as the city council shall determine.” 

I trust, after due deliberation, this recommenda- 
tion may meet with your approval; if, however, it 
should be deemed inadvisable by you, those upon 
whom shall devolve the duty of granting licenses 
should exercise the utmost care and judgment. 
There have been issued the past year two hundred 
and thirty-five licenses, an increase of eighty-five 
over the number granted in 1876. The amount 
received for licenses last year was $35,200, one- 
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fourth of the same being paid into the state 
treasury. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 

At the recent state election the citizens of Lowell 
were requested to vote upon the adoption or rejec- 
tion of an act passed by the last legislature in 
relation to boards of health. The act was accepted; 
therefore it becomes the duty of the Mayor and 
Aldermen to organize the board, but the city council 
will be called upon to determine what compensa- 
tion, if any, shall be given for services rendered. 
The expenditures on the health account have been 
exceedingly small, except when we have been visited 
by an epidemic, and I trust that the acceptance of 
the act and formation of a board of health will not 
materially increase the expense. 


COMMONS. 

There is nothing which adds more to the beauty 
and attractiveness of a city than its public parks 
and squares. The committee on commons for last 
year should be commended for the care and good 
judgment evinced in this department, and I trust 
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the same course will be pursued this year. The 
appropriation for the past year was $3,000, being 
somewhat larger than in previous }'ears, as it was 
considered necessary to purchase a horse lawn 
mower and other implements for the care of the 
grounds. 


BURIAL GROUNDS. 

During the past year these grounds have been 
improved under direction of the Mayor. Avenues 
have been graded and graveled, fences repaired, and 
the ground designated as number three has been 
enlarged by the purchase of about seven acres of 
land on the westerly side. That the interest thus 
manifested has been appreciated by the owners of 
lots is shown by the increased care and attention 
which they have given to the beautifying of the 
same. 


LIBRARY. 

For a detailed statement of the condition of the 
city library I would refer you to the able and com- 
plete report of the board of directors. I desire to 
endorse the recommendation made in the report, of 
making the library free to all residents of our city. 
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There would seem to be no objection to this 
change as regards the safety of the volumes, judg- 
ing from the report of losses for the past year, 
which was only ten volumes. A small appropria- 
tion would be needed each year should the recom- 
mendation be adopted. The subject of a reading 
room has been broached in the past, but owing to 
limited accommodations, at present it would seem 
to be impracticable. The number of volumes in 
the library is 19,360. 


THE POOR. 

The expenditures in this department for the past 
year were $41,446.09, which sum is nearly $4,000 
more than was expended in 1876. The amount 
paid for out-door relief was $8,286.09. The cos ^ 
for the support of the inmates of the city institu- 
tion was less than for some years, being about 
$1.21 per week for each person. There has been 
an addition made to the buildings which provides 
for the adult male inmates. In bestowing charities 
upon the poor some method should be adopted 
whereby every case should be investigated. Too 
much importance cannot be attached to this, for 
while we should sympathize with and readily assist 
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the worthy poor, we should be unwilling to 
encourage those who by their own choosing and 
evil ways are dependent upon the charities of the 
city.

You will observe that there was a reduction of 
the city debt of $20,000, and I trust the policy 
of the government of this year will be to still 
further reduce the indebtedness. There becomes 
due this } T ear the sum of $17,500 of the cit} r debt, 
for which the bequest of the late Jonathan Tyler 
of $10,000 as a perpetual loan, will in part provide. 
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APPROPRIATIONS. 

As has been the custom, there has been pre- 
pared a table of appropriations and balances for the 
year 1877. I have one recommendation to make 
in this connection, which is that the several com- 
mittees will see that the expenditures are confined 
within the limits of the appropriations, and that in 
no case shall the expenses of any department 
exceed the amount appropriated lor that department 
by the city council.

These qualities 
will be called into exercise, and may none of us 
shrink from performing our each and several duties 
in a faithful and conscientious manner, ever looking 
unto Him who alone can bestow the strength and 
guidance which is needful in governing all the 
affairs of life. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


1. In the month of January joint standing committees shall 
be appointed as follows : 

A Committee ox Accounts, 

A Committee ox Claims, 

A Committee ox Commoxs, 

A Committee ox Fixaxce, 

A Committee ox the Fiee Depaetmext, 

A Committee ox Laxds axd Buildixgs, 

A Committee ox 3Iilitaey Aefaies, 

A Committee ox Peixtixg, 

A Committee ox Edecatiox, 

A Committee ox Steeets. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three mem- 
bers of the Common Council, except the Committee on Streets, 
which shall consist of two Aldermen and fire members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, select 
its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be chair- 
man ; of the Committee on Finance, the member first named in the 
Common Council shall be chairman ; and in all joint special commit- 
tees, the member first named in the board where the business origi- 
nates, shall be chairman, and shall call the committee together. 
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4. The reports of all committees signed by a majority of the 
members, shall be made to the board in which the business referred 
originated. 

5. ISTo committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be specially 
referred, to report thereon within five weeks or ask for further time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed Ordinances ; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — “Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Lowell, as follows.” 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall be 
considered in three several stages. It shall first be read for informa- 
tion, and the question shall then be on ordering it to a second read- 
ing, but if it has not previously been in the hands of some joint 
committee it shall first be so referred. When reported back, the 
recommendations of the committee shall first be acted on. If it 
shall then be ordered to a second reading, it shall next be examined 
by a standing committee of that board, who shall see that it is drawn 
in proper form. When returned by such committee, the question shall 
be on ordering it to be enrolled. If so ordered, it shall then be sent to 
the other board, where the same order of proceeding shall be observed. 
When it has been ordered by both branches to be enrolled, it shall 
be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, and shall be by 
him submitted to the proper committee of that board, to ascertain if 
it has been correctly enrolled. If so reported the question shall be 
on passing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it shall be signed by 
the President of the Common Council and be sent to the Board of 
Aldermen, where it shall take a like course. If passed to be ordained 
in that board, it shall be signed by the Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, and be sent to the Mayor for his approval. 

9. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in which it 
is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it to a second 
reading. If so ordered, the question shall then be upon its passage. 
If passed it shall be sent to the other board, where the order of 
proceeding shall be the same. When passed by both boards, the 
resolution shall be enrolled by the Clerk of the Common Council, 
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and when found correctly enrolled as provided in the case of an 
ordinance, it shall be signed by the President of the Common Council 
and the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and be sent to the 
Mayor for his approval. 

10. Joint orders shall require but one reading,- and when 
adopted shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except when 
they relate to a question of a convention of the two branches or the 
election of any officer. 

11. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may not 
pass through all its stages in the same day. 

12. Every appropriation of money exceeding fifty dollars, shall 
be by resolution. 

18. Each board shall transmit to the other all papers on which 
any ordinance, joint resolution or order shall be founded; and all 
papers on their passage between the two boards shall be under the 
signature of their respective clerks, except ordinances and joint reso- 
lutions in their last stage, which shall be signed by the presiding offi- 
cers. If papers come before either board which have been duly 
acted upon in either board, the presiding officer shall so state without 
reading the endorsements of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 

14. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 
compact hand, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 
ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 

15. When either board does not concur with the other in any 
ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such non- 
concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

16. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may appoint a 
Committee of Conference. Such committee shall consist, in each 
case, of three members who support the vote of their own board. 
These two committees may meet jointly or separately, and a majority 
of each shall decide its action. 

17.. No committee shall enter into any contract with any of 
its members, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of, any article 
therefrom. 

18. No chairman of any committee shall audit or approve any 
bill or account against the city, for any supplies or services which 
shall not have been ordered or authorized by the committee. 
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19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City Council 
shall be written in a fair hand, without endorsement, except in case 
of the introduction of an order. In such case the member introduc- 
ing an order shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back of 
the order. All other endorsements upon the back of papers shall be 
made by the clerks, and the clerks of the boards respectively shall, 
on seasonable notice, make copies of any papers to be reported by 
committees, at the request of the respective chairmen thereof. 

20. jNo business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
Convention, except such as shall have been previously agreed on, 
unless by unanimous consent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, no 
subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any object, unless 
provision for the same shall be made by a specific transfer from some 
of the appropriations contained in the annual resolution, or by ex- 
pressly creating therefor a city debt; but no such debt shall be created 
unless the resolution authorizing the same pass by the affirmative 
votes of two-thirds of the whole number of each branch of the City 
Council, said votes to be taken by yeas and nays.* 

22. In ballotings in joint Convention, blanks shall not be 
counted. 

23. Either board may propose to the other a time to which 
both will adjourn; and neither shall adjourn without giving notice 
to the other of its intention. 

24. These rules may be suspended for a specific purpose, or 
amended, whenever twenty-two members of a joint Convention of 
the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint order to that 
effect shall be passed by the votes of six members of the Board of 
Aldermen and sixteen members of the Common Council. 


^Chapter 165 of the Acts of 1S61, relating to appropriations for the providing of arm- 
ories for the use of military companies, for the celebration of holidays, and for other pur- 
poses of a public nature, requires a vote of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council present and voting by yea and nay vote, and limits the amount in any one 
year to one-fiftieth part of one per cent, of the valuation. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take the 
chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows : 


First — Reading the journal, if it be a regular meeting, of the last 
regular meeting and all subsequent special meetings. 

Second — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth — New business, which unless otherwise ordered will take its 
place at the foot of the Orders of the Day. 

Fifth — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business of the 
last previous meeting, papers from the Common Council and 
such matters as have been introduced as new business. By 
a vote of six members, any matters in the Orders of the Day 
may at any time be taken up for immediate consideration. 

3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, subject 
to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise to put a ques- 
tion. He shall allow debate on a question until the vote has been 
declared, but not on the verification of a vote ; and on the demand 
of two members shall take every vote by yeas and nays. 

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer shall 
receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special assignment, to 
lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely. These several motions shall have prece- 
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clence in the foregoing order, and debate upon any of them shall be 
confined to the actual motion and shall not go into the merits of the 
main question, except on amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to lay 
on the tabic, any member voting with the majority may move a re- 
consideration to be acted upon at the same meeting. Any member 
voting with the minority may move a reconsideration to be acted 
upon at the next meeting, which latter motion shall have priority if 
made before the motion first mentioned shall have been decided. 
No motion shall be twice reconsidered. 

6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking but by a 
call to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall there be 
any conversation among the members while a paper is being read 
or a question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate he shall rise 
in his place and respectfnlly address the presiding officer, shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate, and avoid personality. 

8. In the month of January, the following committees shall 
be appointed: 

A Committee on Bills in Second Reading, 

A Committee, on Enrollment, 

A Committee on Licenses, 

A Committee on Lighting Streets, 

A Committee on Police, 

A Committee on Sewers, 

A Committee on Repairs of Streets, 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 


The Committees on Licenses, on Police, and on Sewers shall 
consist of three members each ; the other committees shall be com- 
posed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on all 
questions, and not to leave without permission if his presence is 
necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare for the use of the Board a copy of 
the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list of matters 
laid on the tabic or postponed to a day certain. 
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11. When a reference is proposed to more than one committee, 
the question shall first be upon a standing committee of the board, 
then a special committee, then a joint standing committee, and last, 
a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever two- 
thirds the members present may so vote, but a motion to amend 
shall not be made and finally acted upon at the same meeting.

RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 




1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 
appointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and within 
ten minutes (or sooner if a quorum be present) he shall cause the 
roll to be called and the names of the absentees recorded. Before 
proceeding to business, he shall cause the minutes of the preceding 
meeting to be read. In the absence of the President, the oldest 
member present shall call the Council to order, and preside until a 
President pro tempore be chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that 
purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Council by any member. 

3. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, or to put 
a question, but may read sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes; but if a vote be doubted, the 
President shall, without further debate, require the members voting 
in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand until they are 
counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substitution 
shall not extend beyond an adjournment; and when out of the chair 
the President may express his opinion on any subject under debate, 
and he shall not resume the chair while the same question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which they 
are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its natnre; 
except that in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be first put. 
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7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be disposed 
of by a vote of the Council, unless the mover withdraw it before a 
decision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; that and the 
motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall the main 
question be now put?” It slndl only be admitted when demanded 
by a majority of the members present; and, until it is decided, shall 
preclude all amendment and further debate of the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon the 
request of one-third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the Council, he shall rise in his place and respectfully 
address the presiding ofiicer, confining himself to the question under 
debate, and avoid personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his .name, but 
may be described by the place he sits in, or such other designation 
as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but 
by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any member, in speak- 
ing or otherwise, transgress the rules of the Council, the President 
shall, or any member may, call him to order; in which case the mem- 
ber so called to order shall immediately sit down, until the question 
of order is decided. If the decision be in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not 
proceed without the leave of the Council. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question, without obtaining leave of the Council. 

16. Whilst the President or any member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the President 
or any member require it. 

18. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, 
to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
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indefinitely; which several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they are arranged ; and no motion to postpone or 
commit shall be allowed twice in the same day, in the same stage of 
the ordinance or proposition. 

19. A motion for the reconsideration of a vote shall be open 
to debate, but such motion shall not be considered unless made by a 
member voting with the majority, or unless notice thereof be given 
at the meeting at which the vote passed, in which case the motion 
shall be made at the next meeting after; and only one motion for 
the reconsideration of any vote shall be permitted. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a question 
is put shall give his vote nnless the Council, for special reasons, 
excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of an amendment. 

22. All motions and reports may be committed or recommitted 
at the pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when the 
sense will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected to, 
it shalbbe determined by a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, nnless 
three-fourths of the members present consent thereto, nor shall any 
rule or order be repealed or amended, without one day’s notice being 
given of the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the whole 
Council concur therein. 

26. All committees, except such as the Council determine to 
select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than two 
committees at the same time, or be chairman of more than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Council, 
shall be presented to the President, or by a member in his place, who 
shall explain the subject thereof, and they shall be taken up in the 
order in which they were presented, unless the Council shall other- 
wise direct. 
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29. Standing committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : 


On Bills in Second Beading, 

On Enrollment, 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Council 
without special leave, except the Committee on the Second Reading 
of Bills and Ordinances, and the Committee on Enrollment. 

31. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except 
the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the person 
first named shall be chairman. In election of committees by ballot 
when a chairman is not specially chosen, the person having the 
highest number of votes shall act as chairman, and in case of an 
equality in votes between two or more members of a committee, the 
members thereof shall choose a chairman. 

33. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All ordinances before being read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and Ordi- 
nances, and after being reported upon by said committee, shall be 
again read, after which second reading, the question shall be on 
passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or author- 
izing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading 
the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered, and 
determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but by 
permission of the President. 

37. All committees of the Council shall consist of three mem- 
bers, unless a different number be specially ordered. And no report 
shall be received from any committee, unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled ; and all reports shall be in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Council, to 
whom any subject may be specially- referred, to report thereon within 
five weeks, or ask for further time. 
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39. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and pro- 
ceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted resolutions ; 
shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers submitted to the 
board, only by their titles, or a brief description of their purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written ballots, and 
blanks shall not be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of 
its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record of 
committees who may require that service ; and on the appointment 
of every standing committee a book for records shall be provided by 
its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk shall have the custody of 
all minutes by him kept ; and the records of the several committees 
shall be open to the inspection of the members of the City Council.

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ORDINANCES 


No. 1. 

An Ordinance to Amend Section 11 of Chapter xvi of 
the Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

That Section 1 1, of Chapter xvi, of the Ordinances of the City 
of Lowell, be and the same is hereby amended, by adding the fol- 
lowing words at the end of said Section : 

No person not licensed as aforesaid shall employ or use any 
wagon, cart, truck, sleigh, sled or other vehicle which may be neces- 
sary for the conveyance from place to place within the city, for hire, 
of any wood, coal, lumber, stone, brick, sand, gravel, clay, dirt, 
rubbish, goods, wares, furniture or merchandise.

No. 2. 

An Ordinance Amending an Ordinance. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Loioell, as follows : 

That the last two lines except the first word in said lines in 
Section 11, Chapter 16th, be stricken out, and the following lines 
inserted, viz : 

The west side of the west end of Jackson Street, from the 
head of said street to the branch track of the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad.

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No. 3. 

An Ordinance Fixing the Time for Establishing Salaries. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

The salaries and compensation of city officers shall be estab- 
lished in the month of February or March in each year, after the 
year 1878, and any change made in any existing salary shall take 
effect upon the first day of April following ; and no change of sala- 
ries shall be allowed in any year after the passage of the resolution 
establishing the same for that year ; and the salaries or compensa- 
tion fixed for the payment of the said officers, shall be in full for all 
services performed by them by virtue of their offices ; and all sums 
of money by them received from ar*y and every source, in discharge 
of said services during any quarter of the fiscal year, shall at the 
expiration of said quarter be by them paid over or accounted for to 
the City Treasurer. 

Section 7, of Chapter 23, of the Ordinances, is hereby re- 
pealed.

“No Assessor of Taxes shall assess in the same ward for more 
than two consecutive years.”

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter XVI of the Ordinances.

Chapter Sixteen, of the Ordinances of the City of Lowell, is 
hereby amended, as follows : 

In Section 9 by striking out in the third and fourth lines the 
words, “ The east side of Dutton Street, from Market to Merrimack 
Street,” and inserting in place thereof the words, “ The north side 
of Merrimack Street, from Anne to Dutton Street,” and 

In Section 11 by striking out the words, “Market” and “ Paw- 
tucket” in the eighteenth line, and inserting in place thereof the 
words, “ Merrimack ” and “ Western,” provided, however, that the 
number of carriages or vehicles allowed positions on the stands 
named in this ordinance shall be limited so as not to interfere with 
public travel or safety, or with persons having business at the Mer- 
rimack Street Depot, and the City Marshal is hereby authorized to 
limit the number of carriages or A^ehicles allowed places on said 
stands or any part thereof.

REPORT. 


As Michael Angelo looked upon an unsightly 
block of marble, he cried out, w There is an angel 
imprisoned there/ 5 and to work he went with chisel 
and mallet, and by and by, lo! the angel came forth; 
and the statue remains to this day the admiration of 
the world. To unfold it to the admiring gaze of 
the lovers of art, cost very many tedious da}^s of 
incessant labor in chiseling and polishing. It required 
for the master-workman a soul-artist, one whose spirit 
was so full of enthusiasm over his subject that he 
was willing to forego all the privations and discom- 
forts necessary to gain his desired object. The treas- 
ures of earth lie concealed in its deep recesses. If 
we would possess them we must delve for them. 
Earnest, patient, persistent toil will alone reveal them 
to us. Laggards never obtain them. Knowledge 
is a pearl of great price. To obtain it costs some- 
thing. The student ambitious to possess it must 
work for it. He rises with the lark; the hours of 
the day are diligently improved; he consumes the 
midnight oil in poring over his favorite books; he 
endangers health, and even life itself to gain the 
coveted prize. The charms of music which so 
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delight and transport us are only brought forth by 
the most diligent and incessant labor. Everything 
worth the possessing costs in time, in labor, in patient 
and persistent effort. 

The public schools are not simply play-houses, 
where parents send their children to avoid their an- 
noyance at home. It is here that they are to begin 
the great battle of life. It is here that they are to 
form habits of promptness and industry. If careful 
training has been imparted to them in the school- 
room and good habits have been formed, they will 
cling to the individual in after life, becoming a part 
of his nature. Hence the importance of good schools, 
good teachers, good training. It is not merely for 
storing up so much useful information for future use; 
but it is in addition to this, for the forming of good 
habits and laying the foundation for a good character, 
that the State furnishes such ample school privileges. 

The schools are not places for finishing an edu- 
cation, but are rather aids in opening the door to 
the great field of knowledge which lies all unex- 
plored beyond, and inviting the youth to enter and 
pluck the golden fruit in after years. Those who 
have faithfully improved these privileges in the past, 
can to-day testify to the rich rewards they have 
reaped, as fruits of their labors and self-denials. They 
have happier homes, and are better neighbors, because 
they have learned to regard the rights of others. 
They have happier children at their firesides, for 
they- have surrounded them with an atmosphere of 
culture and intelligence. They have more of the 
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comforts and enjoyments of life, because skilled labor 
is more liberally rewarded than unskilled labor. 
The great body of our citizens are coming more and 
more to appreciate the advantages which our schools 
afford to the individual, and through the individual 
to the State. 


TEACHERS. 

The elements which go to make up a successful 
school are many; but furnish everything else com- 
plete — elegant school-houses, modern books, and all 
other first-class appliances — and neglect to provide 
a good teacher, and you have a combination almost 
useless. The teacher is the central star in the con- 
stellation. He should have a thorough general 
education, not only in the branches usually taught, 
but in literature and science. He should have an 
aptness to impart instruction, and to manage boys 
and girls. He should be conscientious and upright 
in all his relations to the pupils, standing in loco 
parentis , with charity to all and malice toward 
none. He should be thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of his mission, and enthusiastic in his work. 
It has been said that the teacher is born, not made; 
that skill in teaching is a gift of Nature; that it is 
an art not to be obtained by any process of training. 
There is some truth in the statement, but it is 
found mixed with a large amount of error. 

The hare is swift of foot, but the tortoise fre- 
quently outstrips him in the race. The race is not 
to the swift, nor the battle to the strong. Earnest, 
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patient and persistent efforts will overcome the 
greatest obstacles. A man who is of sound body, 
with a strong will and ambition to excel, is bound 
to succeed, whatever be his occupation. If it be 
teaching, and he has a natural tact for it, so much 
the better. On the other hand, if he has all the 
requisite qualifications and neglects to use them, or 
abuses them, what does it avail? Excessive eating 
and drinking may destroy his usefulness as a 
teacher, entailing upon him dyspepsia with all its 
distressing symptoms. Let him enter the school- 
room with an engorged stomach and you will find 
him either irritable and petulant or dull and stupid. 
His duties call for the exercise of faculties un- 
clouded by the effects of narcotics or stimulants. 
His duty to the scholar has not been fulfilled by 
simply hearing his recitation and ascertaining that 
his lesson has been learned. He is to present the 
truth in an attractive way, so that the child will be 
eager to know something more than the dry details 
of the text-books. The talk and explanations of 
the teacher constitute the golden hours, the true 
teaching, the high culture, the harvest season of the 
class. He is to impart moral lessons from geomet- 
rical figures, anatomical specimens, fruits of the 
earth, the ocean of air which surrounds him, the 
ocean of water which covers the earth, and from 
the inhabitants of land and sea, both animal and 
vegetable. He is to open to their admiring gaze 
the microscopic world with all its infinite variety of 
form and color, showing how exquisitely God has 
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fashioned the tiniest of his creatures, and how per- 
fectly each is adapted to the element in which he 
lives, and to the end for which he was created. 
So may the teacher’s mind turn the universe into a 
text-book. 

Some teachers by their very presence do more 
to educate the child than the best efforts of others. 
By directing the child’s mind in the right channel 
he determines his future course. We should not 
think of employing a man educated to the farm, 
to make or run a locomotive, or to act as a cashier 
in a bank. One acting effectually in any capacity, 
demands an education for his particular profession. 
How much more then should the teacher, who is 
to stamp indelible impressions upon the immortal 
mind, be educated for his profession. That which 
is considered a hard task under an indifferent teacher, 
becomes an agreeable pastime under one who is 
filled with a love for his work. Interest kindles 
interest; zeal begets earnestness; enthusiasm is con- 
tagious. Soldiers animated and inspired by the 
zeal and courage of their commander, brave dangers 
and gain victories, when without such a commander 
defeat would be certain. 

Experience is one of the great requisites for a 
good teacher; and while we should prefer such 
teachers in all cases, we cannot always command 
them. Our best course, then, is to select such as 
have the other requisite qualifications, and seem to 
possess the elements of character which may serve 
as a foundation upon which to build. Opportunities 
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are afforded the Committee for making fitting selec- 
tions from the list of temporary teachers, of which 
there is usually an abundant supply. 

An indispensable requisite then to a successful 
school is a first-class teacher. The best are the 
cheapest. Such teachers cannot be obtained with- 
out ample remuneration for their labor. If their 
services fail to be appreciated and properly remun- 
erated here, they will seek positions in other places 
where the laborer is esteemed worthy of his hire. 
The salaries of teachers as well as of persons in all 
the professions, calling for years of preparation, and 
involving a large expenditure of time and money, 
should be largely in excess of that of unskilled 
laborers. We pay a good servant girl for house- 
work, four to five dollars per week, and the item 
of board will count an additional four dollars. 
Our female teachers receive twelve dollars per 
week after the third year, commencing with eight 
dollars the first year, which we should say is none 
too much, considering the time and money spent in 
preparation for their calling. Most of the teachers 
whose services have been secured for the past few 
years, have spent from six to eight years in prep- 
aration at our High and Normal Schools. Forty 
years ago the salaries of clergymen and men in all 
the liberal professions were less than they are 
to-day, and much less was demanded of them. The 
same is equally true of teachers. The cost of 
living also has largely increased. Teachers who 
hire their board are obliged to pay from four to 
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six dollars a week, while thirty years ago it would 
not have cost more than half that sum. The 
committee are of the opinion that it is the best 
policy and cheapest in the long run, to pay fair 
salaries and to employ the very best teachers; and 
that economy practised in some other direction 
than that aiming at the very vitals, will be genuine 
economy. 

PARENTS. 

The State may furnish model school-houses, as 
regards ventilation, admission of light, healthfulness 
of location, with modern seats, blackboards, globes, 
maps, charts, etc., in fact all the most improved 
paraphernalia belonging to the school-room. The 
teacher may be surrounded by apt scholars, who are 
quiet and peaceable in their dispositions, and yet the 
school not be a success. One of the main-springs 
of action lies back of all these. The parents and 
friends of the children should be friends of the 
school. By their more mature age and experience, 
they are better qualified to appreciate the impor- 
tance of an education. They should know more of 
the trials and vexations, the cares and responsibil- 
ities of the teacher. They should understand that 
time wasted is an irreparable loss; that habits of 
promptness and punctuality in attendance at school 
are to exercise a controlling influence upon the 
habits and character in after life; that a quiet 
submission to the discipline and authority of the 
teacher, is preparing the child to submit in after 
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years to the laws of the government under which 
he lives and of which he forms a part, and that 
his relations to the teacher and scholars, if properly 
met, will furnish important aids in enabling him to 
live peaceably with all men, and to act well his 
part in the great drama of life. 

"Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,” is a 
command as applicable to-day as it was nineteen 
centuries ago. The welfare of society and the 
elevation of the races hinge on that simple com- 
mand. Parents should comprehend its value and 
be anxious to have such principles inculcated by 
the teacher. Instead of fault-finding and carping 
criticism, there should be a harmony of thought 
and action. Parents are sometimes thoughtless of 
the injury they inflict upon their children and the 
school by a habit of fault-finding in the presence 
of their children concerning rules of the school 
and the management of the teacher, oftentimes 
ignorantly, but sometimes with eyes open to the 
results that are sure to follow, just as we find men 
carping at the laws under which they live, forgetful 
of the protective benefits they receive from a good 
government. There is a common interest which 
binds teachers, scholars and parents together; each 
should look to the welfare of the other, assisting 
to lighten each other’s burdens and to relieve each 
other’s cares. So will our schools confer upon 
the child the benefits intended by the laws of the 
State. 
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SCHOLARS. 

The difference between a good and a bad boy 
is as great as the difference between light and 
darkness; and yet the bad boy fails to see it in 
that light. He cannot understand why he should 
be selected as the victim to receive punishment for 
all the sins of omission and commission, perpetrated 
in school. He keeps a sober eye on the teacher, 
while the other is bent on mischief. With one 
hand he holds his book attentively before his eyes, 
while with the other he warns the boys in his 
immediate vicinity to look out for breakers. He 
wonders how it is that the teacher’s watchful eyes 
are ever upon him; how it happens that no act 
of his can escape the teacher’s vigilance. He 
feels much abused because his misdeeds are always 
detected and punishment follows. Fortunately for 
our schools the percentage of this class of scholars 
is small. 

On the other hand, a very large percentage of 
our scholars are faithful in their duties, punctual in 
their attendance, and correct in their deportment. 
Such scholars are an ornament to the school; they 
give it tone and character, helping to elevate its 
standard, to encourage the teacher, and fulfilling 
the brightest anticipations of their parents. 

How to manage the unruly boy in such a way 
as to make the most of him, is an important ques- 
tion. He is usually full of enterprise, fertile in 
expedients, and possesses elements of character which 
if properly developed would make him a useful man. 
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He may richly deserve the oil of birch, and yet it 
may prove the poorer remedy in his case. Kind 
treatment, with a feeling on his part that the teacher 
is his friend and is laboring for his welfare; some little 
kindness shown him or some favor asked of him, to 
show that he has the teacher’s confidence, and that 
something good is expected of him, will oftentimes 
win the boy and change his entire character. It is 
the teacher’s province to try various expedients in 
the management of such a boy. Sometimes one 
course, sometimes another, will answer the purpose. 
More frequently the rod is the very least effectual of 
all the remedies. If it be used let it never be done 
in anger; it should rarely be used in haste. The 
transgressor will often acknowledge the justness of 
the punishment, if he has a chance to* cool down. 
And if he does not and the school does, a good 
moral effect is produced. Children love justice as 
well as mercy. It is better not to attempt to sub- 
due than to leave the work half done. You get 
his pity in addition to his ill-will. 

The relation of teacher to tax-payer is a mutual 
relation; the teacher doing a work which is all 
important to the interests of the State, and through 
the State to the individual. Education guarantees 
property and protection to property; ignorance breeds 
vice, crime, anarchy and ruin. Hence we find the 
tax-payer interested in our public schools and ready 
to supply the resources for sustaining them. We 
have then*on the one hand the teachers, as a class 
laboring faithfully, diligently and efficiently in the 
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performance of their daily tasks, looking after the 
moral, physical and intellectual wants of the chil- 
dren- interested for their welfare in school and out 
of school; interested for them as little children, as 
those who are soon to be our young men and 
women, as those who are to bear the trials, burdens 
and temptations which are to beset them on every 
hand, and all the way through life. They feel the 
importance of giving them a start in the world in 
the right direction, knowing that " as the twig is 
bent the tree is inclined.” They are morally certain, 
that without proper culture and training, many of 
these little ones are sure to go to destruction, while 
on the other hand, if from day to day the principles 
of morality, truth and justice are instilled into their 
minds, it is as morally certain that they will grow 
up to be ornaments to the society in which they 
live, and pillars to the government of which they 
form a part. On the other hand are the tax-payers, 
who are interested for the welfare of the State and 
each individual member thereof. As they appreci- 
ate the value of an education, and the duties and 
responsibilities of the teacher, they, as a class, pay 
their money freely and liberally for the support of 
the public schools. They regard teaching as a pro- 
fession; and as the legal, medical and clerical call- 
ings are entered upon by the most proficient, through 
thorough preparatory schools, so they consider teach- 
ers who have been educated with reference to their 
calling, at some institution supposed to impart prac- 
tical knowledge in the divine art of unfolding the 
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immortal mind, better adapted to that work, and 
deserving of more ample remuneration for their 
labor. 

There are, it is true, here, as in every commu- 
nity, a select few who are entitled to the name 
grumble r. It matters not what is done, nor how it 
is done, nor who does it, we hear the same response 
from them. To their mind the superintendent of 
streets spreads his gravel too thinly, or, what answers 
their purpose just as well, too thickly. He repairs 
this street when he should have done that , and 
whichever way he turns, he should have gone in 
the opposite direction. The superintendent of public 
buildings comes in for his share after the same 
style, and so on through the list. When the public 
schools come in for their share it is about after this 
manner. " The High School is a fraud, since so 
few are admitted , 55 or, " because it is overcrowded . 55 
"The teachers are too old , 55 or "too young . 55 The 
school sessions are " too short , 55 or " too long , 55 etc. 
Everything is done on the principle of " heads 
I win, tails you lose . 55 It is difficult to compre- 
hend the purpose of the Divine Architect in the 
creation of the confirmed grumbler. But as he has 
created flies, mosquitoes, hornets, together with various 
other insects, reptiles, etc., inhabitants both- of land and 
sea, whose usefulness in the material world we are 
unable to comprehend, it is but fair to conclude that 
if we had the wisdom of the Creator, we should 
know the use for which the grumbler was made. 
Still, notwithstanding these, to us, incomprehensible 
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objects of creation, the earth continues to perform 
its annular and diurnal motions; night succeeds day; 
spring, summer, autumn and winter come in their 
accustomed order and regularity, and the public 
schools of Lowell continue as a whole to prosper 
under their very faithful and efficient board of 
teachers. 

The subject of physical training has not received 
the attention of late which its importance demands. 
Some years since light gymnastics were practised 
in all our schools. The rules of the School Board 
in regard to physical training remain now as then, 
but they have become nearly a dead letter. We 
recommend that, particularly in our primary schools, 
exercise in free gymnastics be practised daily, at 
least twice; in other words that the rule of the 
Board be enforced. Some of our primary teachers 
who have lived up to the rule, can give a good 
showing for their labor to-day. We believe that it 
has benefited the scholars in these schools, relieving 
them of the tediousness of long sittings, developing 
their muscular powers, and enabling them to per- 
form their mental tasks more easily and more 
satisfactorily. 

The subject of ventilation has not been over- 
looked during the past year. The school-houses 
were never in better condition as regards all these 
modern conveniences that conduce to health than 
they are to-day. Some of our school-houses have 
very little, in fact almost no yard room. There 
should be with every school-house ample yard 
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room, for vigorous exercise when the pupils are 
out of doors, so that after their few minutes 5 recess 
they may return to the school-room with bodies 
more erect, with ruddier faces and with more active 
minds. 

The statistical information of the schools for the 
past year, together with much other valuable matter, 
will be found in the report of our faithful and 
efficient Superintendent. We believe that the pro- 
ficiency of our schools is due in a great degree to 
his valuable services. A teacher by profession, of 
long years of successful experience in our schools, 
he seems to know just what to do and how to do 
it. We believe the money expended in the city 
for education is much more wisely and judiciously 
expended on account of his services, than could be 
done under other circumstances.

NOTES. 

As compared with last year, the valuation is larger by $9,268. 

The number of polls is greater by seventy -one. 

The number of children between five and fifteen years of age is greater by 
one hundred and forty. On comparing Wards we find that the number in Ward 
One is seventy-two less; Ward Two, one hundred and fifty greater; Ward 
Three, twenty-five less; Ward Four, ninety-two greater; Ward Five, sixty -four 
less; Ward Six, sixty-eight greater, than last year. 
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From these figures we might infer that the population of the city is about 
53,000, as estimated ; that quite a large part of the population is migratory; and 
that the average number of pupils belonging to the schools would exceed by a 
hundred, at least, that of last year. The fact is, however, that the excess of 
pupils belonging over last year is only nine. An explanation of this will be 
given in that part of this report which relates to Attendance. 

The number of schools is greater by five, and as a consequence, the number 
of teachers is greater by five. It must be considered that the five schools have 
been opened at different periods during the year, and at the date of this writing 
are considered as divisions of other schools previously established, and the 
teachers of them as assistants only. 

So, too, in reckoning the average number of scholars belonging to each 
teacher and the average cost of each scholar for instruction only, the assistants 
in the primary schools will be reckoned only for the time they have been 
employed as such. 

The amount paid for instruction in the day schools is greater this year than 
last by $2,389.40. This is owing partly to the employment of assistants in some 
of the primary schools, but chiefly to the increase in the salaries on account of 
length of servic^. Of the one hundred and fifteen female teachers employed in 
the Grammar, Primary, Intermediate and Mixed Schools, ninety-nine have 
served more than three years and are receiving the maximum salary, $600. 

The expenditure on account of the Evening Schools is less than last year by 
$972.73.’ 

The Drawing Schools expended $315.04 more. 

The expenditure for books furnished children of indigent parents, and books, 
charts, &c., furnished schools, including Mill School, is larger by $1,297.84, 
nearly double that of last year. 

Paid to janitors more than last year, $1,290.25. 

The fuel cost about $800 less. 

Water cost $263.37 more. 


SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

The number of school-houses belonging to the chy is 
forty-one, three having been erected during the year. 

That on Dover street is situated about midway between 
Westford and Branch streets, and was built for the accom- 
modation of children living west of Loring street. The 
exterior of the building is of peculiar finish and causes it 
to be much noticed. It is the finest of the two-story 
wooden Primary school-houses and is a credit to the archi- 
tect and the builder. It stands on a lot of land which 
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has a frontage of one hundred feet, and a depth of two 
hundred feet. Its interior is similar to that of the Pri- 
mary school-houses built within the last five years, except 
that the light is admitted only through windows on oppo- 
site sides of the room. There are no windows in the 
back part of the room. 

The house on West Sixth street is joined to that erected 
four years ago, so as to form with it a T. The lot con- 
tains 12,715 feet, and being quite deep (175 feet) this 
plan was adopted for convenience as well as cheapness. 
Should the building, which has by this arrangement lost 
the windows in the back part of the room, be found to be 
deficient in light, another window may be made in each side. 
The building joined to the first is sufficiently lighted, having 
six windows — three on the north side, two on the west, and 
one in the southwest corner of the room. 

The house on London street is a one-story building, and 
its interior differs from the others only in the division of 
the space between the entrances into two large closets, for 
clothing. These closets may in case of emergency be 
made into a very convenient recitation room by removing 
the partition between them. 

This house was built to accommodate the scholars south 
of the railroad bridge on Gorham street. The passage 
under this bridge has always been dangerous, and the parents 
of the children who were obliged to pass through the 
arch in order to reach their schools on Carter street, peti- 
tioned the Board for relief. The petition was duly consid- 
ered, and the Board asked the City Council for a new 
school-house in that section of the city. The ready 
response of the Council to the request proved its reasona- 
bleness, and the house was erected in accordance with the 
plans accepted. The lot of land upon which the house 
stands is about one hundred feet square. 
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The cost of these buildings, including the land, was as 


follows :

The ventilation is " Robinsonian,” and is the only thing 
about the buildings that there is any doubt about. 

During the vacation, the attention of the Superintendent 
was called to the meagre provision made in the High school- 
house for the classes in chemical analysis. The matter was 
brought to the notice of the Board, and the High School 
Committee were instructed to investigate and report as early 
as possible. On examination of the premises it was found 
that no satisfactory improvement could be made without a 
considerable outlay of money, and as the appropriation for 
school-houses would be nearly exhausted by the expendi- 
tures incurred in building the new Primary school-houses, the 
Committee reported progress, and the matter goes over to the 
next Board. The rooms now used for laboratory purposes 
are small, and so located that the gases generated in them 
are diffused through all the rooms in the building. I am 
unable to say that the health of the pupils is endangered by 
inhaling the gases, but to visitors the smell is very offensive, 
and only becomes bearable when they know what causes it. 
The study of chemistry, especially in the laboratory and 
under the guidance of a skilful teacher, like Mr. Lord, is a 
very attractive as well as an important one, but with the 
limited space now devoted to the laboratory many are deprived 
of its privileges. I consider the subject of sufficient impor- 
tance to recommend that it receive early attention, that 
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definite action may be taken in season for the beginning of 
the next school year. 

At the beginning of the year, by consent of the chairman 
of the Committee on School-Houses of last year, I was per- 
mitted to make an experiment in ventilation in the Bartlett 
school-house. It was supposed to be ventilated upon the 
Emerson system, and as the air in the several rooms was 
almost at all times offensive, the inference was that the system 
was bad. Before accepting as conclusive the reasoning, I 
ordered the old air-flues to be removed and their places sup- 
plied by new ones of about five times the capacity of the old. 
On tearing away the old flues it was found that one of them 
went to the ceiling only and was not connected with the 
outside air at all. The openings of the others were necessa- 
rily small, and it was plain that by them little air would be 
removed from the rooms under the most favorable circum- 
stances. The new air-flues were made large ; one opening 
only at the bottom was made in each, of the dimensions of the 
bottom of the flue, which could be closed by a sliding door. 
The opening, however, was not to be closed at all during 
school hours. No change was made in the ventilators on the 
roof of the building. The experiment proved a success, and 
I consider the Bartlett school-house the best ventilated of the 
Grammar school-houses, excepting the Green. 

With comparatively little expense the other Grammar 
school-houses may be as well ventilated. 

The boiler in the Colburn school-house was reset in the 
vacation and the steam-pipes re-arranged for the better warm- 
ing of the rooms in the northwest part of the building. The 
boiler of the Mann school-house was, at the same time, 
moved to the centre of the cellar. 

The out-house in the rear of the Yarnum school-house, 
which for several years has been at times a nuisance in the 
strictest sense, was taken down in November, and a new one, 
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with all the conveniences that water and drains could supply, 
was erected about four rods further to the north. By locating 
it there, the play-ground for the boys on the south of the 
building was considerably enlarged, and that on the north 
side scarcely lessened appreciably. Alderman Barker, chair- 
man of the Committee on Lands and Buildings, deserves the 
thanks of this Board and of all the citizens of Central ville for 
his prompt action, when the necessities of the case were 
brought to his notice. 

Primaries One and Three, on Kirk and Lee streets, occupy 
the same rooms as last year. The quarters are much too 
narrow for the accommodation of those schools, and as it is 
absolutely necessary that there should be schools in that 
section of the city, it would seem to be the part of economy 
to devise some means by which the property that was 
purchased for school purposes should be used for school 
purposes, or disposed of and the avails, or part of them at 
least, devoted to furnishing suitable accommodations for those 
schools. The city is paying what is equivalent to a rent of 
six hundred dollars for the poorest school accommodations 
we have. 

The other school-houses to which the attention of the 
Committee is called, are that on Church street, and that on 
Charles street. This latter house is in a bad condition and is 
like a child left to itself. Nobody takes any pride in it and 
few seem to respect it. I wish to commend to the consideration 
of the Board these two school-houses above all others. 

Early in the year the attention of the Board was called to 
the condition of the school-house cellars and yards, and the 
Committee on School-houses bestirred themselves to make a 
thorough investigation into the matter. It was found that 
many of them needed renovating, and orders were given 
accordingly. Large quantities of decayed wood and debris 
were removed and the cellars made clean and tidy. 
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During* the summer vacation the janitors were employed 
in whitewashing the ceilings and walls of the cellars of their 
school-houses. The expense of doing this work was charged 
to the appropriation for schools. 

As there has been some misunderstanding in regard to the 
responsibilities of janitors, especially in the matter of man- 
aging the fires, it may not be out of place here to state that 
the janitors are responsible to the School Committee alone for 
the proper discharge of their duties. Under the direction of 
the Board, the Superintendent of Public Buildings has the 
immediate supervision of them. The Superintendent of 
Schools has been instructed to look after the manner of heating, 
to see that all the school-rooms are warm enough for comfort, 
and that no harm shall be done to the stoves, boilers or steam- 
pipes from following the directions of inexperienced men. 
Hitherto the advice of practical firemen, and men thoroughly 
acquainted with the business of heating by means of steam, 
has been followed, and as all our firemen are believed to be 
competent, I have full confidence to believe that they are 
aware that the best way to subserve their own interests is to 
look carefully after the interests of the city. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

This school has been under the charge of Mr. William' A. 
Lang, the very efficient and accomplished chaplain of the 
institution at the City Farm. I can add nothing to the com- 
mendations of others. His methods of teaching are excellent, 
his discipline firm yet conciliating, and his influence powerful 
for good. 


MILL SCHOOL. 

A Mill School was opened in the Mann school-house in 
July, and after a short time moved to one of the rooms 
in the Worthen-street school-house. Miss Nellie MacDonald 
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was the principal. Miss Rosalie T. Burns assisted. The 


following is the report of the principal : 

Length of school, 45 days. 

Number of different scholars, ....... 78 

Average attendance, 28 

Under ten years of age, 12 

Over ten years of age, 66 


An assistant was needed in the school because of the great 
variety of attainments. They had been members of many 
different classes in the Grammar and the Primary schools, and 
one teacher could not give them the attention they needed. 
The benefit to be derived from such a school during the long 
summer vacation is not yet fully appreciated. 

1 advise that next summer another school be opened, 
either in the Lyon-street school-house or in one of the rooms 
on Fayette street. A more extensive advertising of the 
school among the scholars of the other schools, would be 
likely to call the attention of parents of children who work 
in the mills to the benefits that would follow from attending 
it, and T think that much more good would result from them. 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

The number of Primary Schools is the same as last year, 
fifty-nine, with the addition of five rooms during a part of the 
year. 

On account of the crowded condition of the schools, 
No. 2 had an assistant for five and one-half months ; No. 10, 
six months; No. 13, one month; and after the opening of 
the school on London street, December 3d, which was ‘com- 
posed of scholars before belonging to Nos. 13, 20, and 57, 
these schools are credited with an assistant, one month; No. 
16, two months; No. 19, four months; No. 48, one month; 
No. 49, six and one-half months; No. 50, six months, and 
No. 55, four months. 
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A part of the time the assistants have occupied separate 
rooms. The assistant of No. 2, on School street, has 
occupied one of the rooms in the dwelling-house north of it, 
three months ; the assistant of No. 49 occupied the Howard 
Mission school-house on First street six months and a half. 
Though occupying two separate rooms, the reports have been 
united and appear as one. It will be seen on examination 
that the schools that have required assistants on account of 
numbers are in Ward One, on Race street (most of the 
scholars being French children from "Little Canada” in Ward 
Five) ; Ward Two ( Central ville) ; Ward Three (Charles 
street) ; Ward Four (Branch street) ; and Ward Five (near 
School street). 

All the assistants have proved acceptable to the teachers 
and scholars where they have taught, and so far as my 
observation extends, have been successful. At the beginning 
of the new year they will be on the same footing as the other 
teachers. They will be classed in the new list of schools as 
follows : 

Primary No. 60, on West Sixth street, Miss Boardman, 
teacher, lower grade, containing the 4th, 5th and 6th classes. 

Primary No. 61, on West Sixth street, Miss - Brown, 
teacher, upper grade, containing the 1st, 2d and 3d classes. 

Primary No. 62, on Dover street, Miss Horne, teacher, 
ungraded, containing six classes. 

Primary No. 63, on Pace street, Miss Miller, teacher, 
grade not yet fixed. 

Primary No. 64, on London street, Miss Brady, teacher, 
ungraded, containing six classes. 

Primaries 60 and 61 occupy the old building on West 
Sixth street ; Primaries 48 and 55 were moved into the new 
building in the rear. 

These four schools were divided so as to nearly equalize 
the numbers in each school. A few of those attending on 
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First street were sent back to No. 49, oil Fourth street. 
The greater number, however, went to West Sixth street, and 
with some of the scholars of No. 55, formed No. 60. 

Temporary arrangements similar to those last year, were 
made in May, with No. 16 on Fayette street, and Nos. 19 and 
39 on Charles street. 

A part of No. 16, under Miss Hill, the principal, moved 
into the hall of the Primary school-house on High street, the 
remainder being left under the charge of Miss Kohawn. A 
part of No. 19 also moved with their teacher, Miss Smith, to 
an unoccupied room in the Lyon-street school-house, and the 
remainder, with the scholars of No. 39, were formed into two 
divisions, one of which, the lowest, was placed under the 
charge of Miss Brady. 

The arrangement in Fayette street continued only to 
the close of the term. 

At the beginning of the term in September Miss 
Haggett, teacher of Primary No. 14, resigned, Miss Hill 
was transferred to her place, and Miss Kohawn was 
appointed to No. 16. Miss Mansur, teacher of Primary 52, 
did not return to her school on account of ill health, and 
her place was tilled by Miss Burns for two weeks. Before 
the close of the two weeks, information was received of 
the death of Miss Mansur. By agreement of the sub- 
committees, Miss Day, teacher of No. 37 on Fayette street, 
was transferred to No. 52, and Miss Whitehorn was 
placed in charge of No. 37. At the meeting of the Board 
held the last of the month, the above arrangements received 
the sanction of the Board. 

In the latter part of October, the sub-committee of the 
Charles-street schools deemed it expedient, on account of the 
large number of scholars attending those schools, to repeat 
the arrangement of the previous year, with this difference : 
Miss Sargent, teacher of the lowest grade, retained the fifth 
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and sixth classes, and Miss Alice T. Owens was placed in 
charge of the third and fourth classes. Owing to the resig- 
nation of a teacher in the Edson School, in November, the 
sub-committee, who was also sub-committee for the Edson 
School, obtained leave of the Board to make, in conjunction 
with the Superintendent of Schools, such change of teachers 
of his schools as he might consider to be for their best 
interests. After careful consideration, it was decided to 
promote Miss Smith, teacher of No. 19, to the vacancy in 
the Edson School, and to appoint Miss Rosalie T. Burns 
temporary teacher of that part of No. 19 occupying a 
room in the Lyon-street house. This action of the sub- 
committee w-as sanctioned by the Board at their meeting in 
December. 

Primary No. 50, in the Franklin school-house, reported 
seventy-two scholars present during the first week in April. 
An assistant was at once placed in the school, and shortly 
after a room was procured in Highland Hall and fitted up for 
the temporary accommodation of the classes taught by the 
assistant. This little school remained there until July. 
Before the commencement of the term in September, it was 
learned that the room was needed for other purposes and 
could only be retained at a high rent. It was therefore given 
up. The two teachers worked together in one room con- 
taining about eighty scholars, until the organization of the 
new school in Dover street the third of December. 

All the new schools opened during the year were needed 
in consequence of the large number of scholars in the schools 
from which they were oflshoots, except that on London street, 
which w r as demanded by parents who considered that their 
children were every day running serious risks in going under 
the arch-bridge to the Carter-street schools. 

The average number of scholars belonging during the 
term ending December 22d to the several schools which have 
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been relieved by the establishment of new sehools, was as 
follows: No. 10, on Raee street, 122; Nos. 48, 49, 55, in 
Centralville, 232 ; No. 50, in the Franklin sehool-house, 82. 

The number of seholars examined by me in July, and 
promoted to the Grammar schools, was six hundred and forty- 
three. On the whole they were very well prepared. The 
largest number sent from a sehool (No. 36, Mrs. Beard, 
teaeher) was fifty-eight. I have never heard better reading 
in that school than on the oeeasion of my visit there in July. 
I eonsider the faet worthy of speeial mention because of the 
excellence of the examination, apart from the additional fact 
that every member of the school was promoted. The 
school is the highest of the three grades grouped on Cabot 
and Raee streets, and the sueeess of Mrs. Beard refleets 
the highest eredit upon the other teaehers of the group, 
Miss Kidder of the middle grade, and Miss Neal of the lowest 
grade. 

Honorable mention might be made of many of the other 
sehools and of their teaehers if it were desirable. The 
sehools are generally in very good condition . 

There has been but one resignation, that of Miss Haggett, 
during the year. There has also been one removal by 
death. 

Miss Mansur, teaeher of No. 52, was first eleeted in 1870. 
The school of whieh she had eharge oeeupied the old ward- 
room in Fayette street, from whieh plaee it was moved to the 
upper room of the new Primary sehool-house on High street. 
Whether in the dull, uncomfortable quarters on Fayette street, 
or in the new, spaeious, and pleasant rooms on High street, 
she was the same eheerful, amiable, faithful teaeher. She 
had, by her gentle yet firm discipline, endeared herself to the 
children whom she taught, and to whom she made school-life 
pleasant. A wide circle of friends will long cherish her 
memory. Her death was a loss to the city. 
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INTERMEDIATE AND MIXED SCHOOLS. 

Tliere is nothing specially noteworthy to be said of any 
one of these sehools. The first oeeupies an anomalous 
position, the others are but little different from what they 
were before the annexation of parts of Chelmsford and Dracut 
to the eity. The teacher of the Intermediate struggles 
bravely against many discouragements. The teachers of the 
Mixed Sehools enjoy the protection of the truant officers, and 
feel the security of continuance in offiee during good behavior, 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

These schools are under the eharge of the same teaehers as 
last year with only two exceptions ; Miss Paulint, of the Edson 
School, resigned the latter part of November, and Miss Hill, 
of the Green Sehool, was elected in July to fill a vaeaney in 
the High School. Miss Smith, of Primary 19, was transferred 
to the vacancy in the Edson Sehool, and Miss Jennie M. 
Keese was appointed to fill the vaeaney in the Green Sehool. 
Early in the term, the principal of the Green School was 
granted leave of absenee on aeeomit of ill health, and Miss 
Keese was appointed temporary principal during his absenee. 
Miss Keese discharged the difficult duties of her position with 
marked ability, and secured the good will of the scholars 
and her fellow teachers by her excellent taet in managing. 
Mr. Fisk returned to the sehool the first of December. 

The chief need in the Grammar Schools, I think, is a 
reorganization of the classes. The number of Grammar 
rooms in the different sehools ranges from nine in the Edson 
School, to five in the Mann ; the average number belonging, 
from four hundred and thirty-seven in the Edson, to one hun- 
dred and sixty-six in the Mann ; the number reeeived from 
the Primaries, from one hundred and forty-three in the Edson, 
to fifty-one in the Franklin, while the length of the school 
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course and the number of classes, is the same in all the 
schools. In a school of four hundred the average number 
to a class would, in theory, be fifty ; in a school of one 
hundred and sixty, the average would be twenty. Teachers 
find it difficult to arrange their classes in the existing state 
of things, and though they mean to follow closely the course 
of study, they often find themselves without a particular class, 
perhaps the sixth, perhaps the eighth. Indeed, after the first 
five months of the year, there is no eighth class, if the course 
of study has been followed. The subject is of importance 
enough to call for careful consideration. 

The diploma question has, it is hoped, been settled by the 
revision of the Rules for examination of candidates for admis- 
sion to the High School, which are here introduced : 

"The Superintendent of Schools shall twice during the 
school year, in the months of January and June, prepare a set 
of ten questions in each of the following studies : Arith- 
metic, grammar, geography, history and spelling, to be 
answered in writing by the pupils in the principal’s class in 
the Grammar Schools. The questions shall be the same for 
all the schools, and the examination shall take place at the 
same time in the different school-rooms, under the direction 
of the sub-committec, or some person appointed by him not 
connected with the school. At the close of each examina- 
tion the papers shall be returned to the Superintendent of 
Schools, for correction by the teachers of the High School. 
The Superintendent shall also, in the month of June, examine 
the above classes in reading, and instruct the teacher of pen- 
manship and drawing to furnish him the rank of the above 
pupils in his special studies, which rank shall be fixed by 
examining the writing and drawing-books of the above pupils 
for the year, and shall form part of the qualifications for 
admission. The standard for the last two named studies 
shall be of equal value. At the close of the second exam- 
ination the Superintendent shall prepare a list of those 
examined, with their rank, and report the same to the High 
School committee, who shall recommend to the full Board that 
all those who have received such a rank as they (the High 
School committee) at the time shall deem it expedient to fix, 
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shall be admitted to the High School, said rank to be used in 
granting Grammar School diplomas. 

" Diplomas of graduation, signed by the chairman of the 
Board, sub-committee and principal of the school, shall be 
awarded at the close of the school year to those pupils of the 
principal’s class who have, in the opinion of the sub-com- 
mittee and master, properly completed the prescribed course 
of study, and who have obtained an average of seventy per 
cent, (to be recorded daily by the teacher) in their studies for 
the year, whose deportment has been generally satisfactory, 
and who have also obtained the rank fixed by the Board for 
admission to the High School.” 

It is not claimed that the operation of these rules will 
altogether prevent cramming, but as the daily record of reci- 
tations is to enter into the account, we are led to expect a 
more regular progress in the different studies during the year 
and more satisfactory results at the close. 

The number of scholars admitted to the High School last 
July was one hundred and sixty-eight, one hundred and sixty- 
one of whom entered. A few, every y£ar, pass the examina- 
tion, not intending to connect themselves with the school. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

The course of study for the school was revised at the 
beginning of the year and may be found in the appendix. 
The cause [of the revision was a complaint that too great 
an amount of study was required of the pupils upon their 
first entrance into the school. It was decided to remove 
natural history from the first half of the first year and to 
substitute in its place, twice a week, easy exercises in punctu- 
ation, use of capitals, spelling, and, in general, whatever will 
enable a pupil to write correctly and properly a note or 
letter, or any of the " business forms” used in practical life. 
The text-book selected is Quackenbos’s First Lessons in 
English Composition. It was believed that these exercises, 
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requiring little study, would be of great benefit to the schol- 
ars, in a department in whieh something has heretofore 
appeared to be much needed. 

Mr. Chase, in a note containing the above, also observes 
that the change by which the sessions of the school begin at 
half past eight o’cloek and close at one o’eloek the year round, 
proves very satisfactory, and the time is so economized that it 
is believed there has been no loss in the effieieney of the 
instruction or the progress of the pupils, while much has 
been gained in the eomfort and health of the pupils and intlie 
eonvenienee of the families to whieh they belong. 

The number of scholars in the sehool at the elose of the 
year was three hundred and and twenty-six, twenty-five larger 
than last year. 

The number of graduates in July was sixty-one, as 
follows :

Honorable mention was at the same time made of James 
F. Sullivan. Subsequently a committee appointed by the 
Board to inquire into the rank of young Sullivan, reported the 
result of their investigations and recommended that he be 
awarded a special medal. The report was accepted and the 
recommendation adopted, and the medal when completed was 
transmitted to him. 

The examination for admission to the school took place on 
the fifth of July, at which time one hundred and eighty-four 
candidates appeared. One hundred and sixty-eight were 
adjudged qualified, and one hundred and sixty-one entered the 
school. Of this number one hundred and forty-seven are 
now members. 

It was feared that the large number admitted in July 
would prove too many for the capacity of the building, but 
practically very little inconvenience has been felt, and the 
hall, although much diminished in size by cutting oft" from its 
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east end space for two school-rooms, still accommodates com- 
fortably the whole school as it assembles every morning for 
devotional exercises. 

Miss Julia S. Bennett resigned her position in July, and 
Miss Ida A. Hill, first assistant in the Green School, was 
elected to fill the vacancy. Miss Hill, after a short absence 
in November, resigned her situation. Her term of service in 
the High School was short, but she expressed, in her note 
of resignation, her appreciation of the courtesy uniformly 
extended to her by her associates in the school and by 
the members of the Board, and it was only in obedience 
to a higher call that she was induced to give up her situation. 

Mrs. Alice J. Chase, a former teacher in the school, 
supplied the place of Miss Hill until the last meeting of the 
Board in December, when she was elected to fill the vacancy. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The per cent, of attendance this year is 91.4; last year, 
91.1. 

The average attendance, however, was not as large as 
might be expected from the increase in the census. This 
fact is accounted for in several ways ; first, by the operation 
of the rule of the Board requiring the teachers to forbid the 
attendance of children from families where there is a case of 
diphtheria or scarlet fever, until all danger from infection has 
passed. Secondly, in consequence of the continuance of dull 
times, more children have been employed in the mill because 
their parents could get no employment. The number of mill 
certificates given by the teachers this year is five hundred and 
fifty-nine ; one hundred and twenty-seven larger than last 
year; third, the act relating to the employment of children in 
manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establishments allows 
children over fourteen years of age to work without certifi- 
cates. The consequence is that parents and children have 
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learned that fourteen years of age is the limit of bondage. 
After having reached that age they are beyond the control 
of the school authorities. Consequently they cannot be 
retained in school without their consent bejmnd that time, and 
in the opinion of the truant officers they may spend their 
time on the commons or in walking the street, with impunity. 
It is the opinion of the truant officers, and it is my own 
opinion also, that if the law were changed so as to require 
attendance at school during three months in the year, between 
the ages of ten and fifteen, and attendance during the 
remainder of the time when not employed in the mill, except 
for causes satisfactory to the Board, there would be less 
loafing upon the streets and better attendance with better 
results in the schools. There are many arguments that could 
be urged in favor of a change in the present act, but I think 
it sufficient here simply to refer to the matter, and to suggest 
further action during the session of the present legislature.

These special permits were given to the children of poor 
parents who were without any other means of support than 
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the earnings of their children. The truant officers say " that 
on examination of these cases we found some of the families 
so destitute that we extended the permits of fifteen of the 
children after the original had expired. 55 

EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN, ETC. 

In the month of November, one of the State detective 
force visited some of the overseers in our mills for the pur- 
pose of inquiring into the enforcement of the act relating to 
the employment of children, and he afterwards called upon 
me. He informed me that he had been detailed to visit this 
city to ascertain whether the act was properly enforced ; that 
he had examined the special permits and the regular certifi- 
cates , and he declared that overseers who employed children 
upon the strength of either were liable to prosecution. The 
opinion of the State Attorney was that the act approved 
March 16, 1876, repealed the provisions of section one, chap- 
ter forty-one, of the General Statutes, in the spirit of which 
the permits had been granted, and that the phrase "under 
teachers approved by the school committee 55 in the act now 
in force required that every certificate should receive the 
endorsement of the Superintendent of Schools. I imme- 
diately went to Boston and interviewed the State Attorney 
and the Secretary of the Board of Education. They were 
of the opinion that the permits were illegal, and that the 
certificates signed by the teachers required my endorsement. 
On returning I consulted the City Solicitor, George F. 
Richardson. By his advice the matter was brought before 
the Board at the last meeting in December, and the following 
resolution was passed : 

Resolved, that the teachers of the public schools, either 
elected or temporary, be and they hereby are approved for 
the purpose of giving certificates of schooling to children 
desirous of obtaining employment in manufacturing, mechan- 
ical or mercantile establishments.

Orders hare been given to the truant officers to give no 
more permits. 

The act approved March 16, 1876, is here given : 

AN ACT 

Relating to the Employment of Children, and Regulations 
respecting them. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives , in 

General Court assembled , and by the authority of the 

same , as follows : 

Section 1 . No child under the age of ten years shall 
be employed in any manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile 
establishment in this Commonwealth, and any parent or 
guardian who permits such employment shall for such offence 
forfeit a sum of not less than twenty nor more than fifty 
dollars, for the use of the public schools of the city or town. 

Sect. 2. No child under the age of fourteen years shall 
be so employed, unless during the year next preceding such 
employment he has attended some public or private day school, 
under teachers approved by the school committee of the place 
where such school is kept, at least twenty weeks, which may 
be divided into two terms, each of ten consecutive weeks, so 
far as the arrangement of school terms will allow" ; nor shall 
such employment continue unless such child shall attend 
school as herein provided, in each and every year ; and no 
child shall be so employed who does not present a certificate 
made by or under the direction of the school committee of his 
compliance with the requirements of this act ; provided , how- 
ever, that a regular attendance during the continuance of such 
employment in any school known as a half-time day school, 
or an attendance in any public or private day school, twenty 
weeks, as above stated, may be accepted by said school com- 
mittee as a substitute for the attendance herein required. 

Sect. 3. Every owner, superintendent or overseer in any 
establishment above named, who employs or permits to be 
employed, any child in violation of the second section of this 
act, and every parent or guardian who permits such employ- 
ment, shall for the first offence forfeit a sum not less than 
twenty nor more than fifty dollars, for the use of the public 
schools of such city or town. 
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Sect. 4. The truant officers shall, at least once in every 
term, and as often as the school committee require, visit the 
establishments described by this act, in their several cities and 
towns, and inquire into the situation of the children employed 
therein, ascertain whether the provisions of this act are duly 
observed, and report all violations to the school committee. 

Sect. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Approved March 16, 1876. 

EXAMINATIONS OF TEACHERS. 

Two examinations of candidates for certificates of qual- 
ifications to teach have been held this year, in consequence 
of a vote of the Board in September, that no teacher shall 
be employed in the Evening Schools who has not received a 
certificate of qualifications after regular examination. 

It was hoped that all those teachers who for several years 
had been employed in the Evening Schools, would present 
themselves for examination, but many of them failed to 
appear and their places have been supplied by others. The 
Committee on Revision of the Rules purpose recommending 
that hereafter three grades of certificates be granted ; the 
first to male teachers of the High and Grammar Schools ; the 
second to the female teachers of the High School ; and the 
third to female assistants in the Grammar Schools, and 
teachers of the other grades of schools, including the Evening 
Schools. 

This recommendation will come before the next Board, 
probably at its first meeting. 

CHANGE OF BOOKS. 

At the meeting of the Board in September, the question of 
a change of reading books was referred to the Committee on 
Books, who carefully considered the matter, and the same 
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month reported in favor of substituting the Franklin series of 
Hillard’s Readers in the Primary and Grammar Schools, in 
place of the old Hillard series. The Franklin Fifth had been 
in use for several years, and on examination it was thought 
that the whole series was so far superior to that in use in the 
schools as to warrant an entire change. The matter received 
the attention its importance demanded ; several meetings were 
held by the committee having it in charge, who finally made 
their report to the Board at the meeting held October 29th. 
The Board took action the same evening and the change of 
reading-books was authorized. 

Chapter 47, section 3, of the General Laws passed by the 
legislature of 1876, provides that if a change is made, " each 
pupil then belonging to the public schools and requiring the 
substituted book, shall be furnished with the same by the 
School Committee, at the expense of said town or city,” and 
chapter 24, section 1, of the General Laws passed by the leg- 
islature of 1877, adds, " on giving up a copy of the superseded 
book in condition fit to be used.” So far, the only books 
changed are the first four of the series. The arrangement 
made with the publishers gives the city the privilege of 
exchange till the first of February. The expense to the city 
cannot be ascertained exactly until a settlement is made in 
February. 


EVENING DRAWING SCHOOLS. 

The term for these schools commenced November 13, 1876, 
and closed March 29, 1877. Miss Helen W. Wright was 
principal of the department of free-hand drawing and practical 
design. She was assisted by Miss Nellie Whittier in the 
class of practical design, and by Misses Hulda J. Leavitt and 
Ella Green in the free-hand class. 

The classes were somewhat larger than last year; the 
attendance was about the same. 
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The improvement in the work finished during the term 
was very marked ; not over a dozen pieces having been 
rejected of the whole amount from the class of practical 
design, and a very small amount of that from the free-hand 
class. The drawings made from the flat were unusually good ; 
and those from objects much better than before, and show the 
result of the study of the preceding year. The number of 
drawings and applied designs from the class in practical 
design was five hundred and eighty-two, being somewhat 
larger than for the term of 1875 — 6. The number of 
drawings from the free-hand class was three hundred and 
eighty-three. 

The class in crayon shading was under the charge of Miss 
H. J. Leavitt. Instruction was given to this class in the 
afternoons, and forty-two fine specimens of the work were 
furnished by the class for the exhibition of drawings held in 
Huntington Hall in May. 

Mr. Frank M. Howe, of Cambridge, a practical architect, 
was principal of the architectural classes. He was assisted by 
Messrs. Foster, Cutler and Farnham. 

The work done by these classes was on the whole much 
better than that of the preceding year, and this was especially 
true of the advanced class. In both classes more drawings 
were made, not only as a total, but as an average for each 
pupil, and a greater interest was manifested in the work by 
both classes. The records of 1875-6 show four hundred and 
four drawings made by both classes. Those of 1876-7 show 
five hundred and thirteen drawings by both classes. 

Course oe Instruction. — The course of the beginners’ 
class was similar to that of the preceding year. The pupils 
worked from large diagrams, carefully figured and represent- 
ing plans and various matters of construction, detail, etc. 
These they reduced by means of scales and figures to their 
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proper and natural dimensions,, and reproduced them in pencil 
on their own paper. 

It was intended to make this course as complete as 
possible, and the plans and details used on the diagrams were 
those of a small wooden house to cost about $4,000. Had 
there been sufficient time in the course, each pupil would have 
made sufficient drawings to have built the house, but as the 
total number of hours is but eighty, it was necessary to curtail 
somewhat in this regard, and use only those of most interest 
or importance. 

As a rule the scholars understood their work, as each 
lesson was prefaced by an explanation and there was 
abundant opportunity for asking questions. 

After the explanations and descriptions of the diagrams 
by Mr. Howe, the work was left in the care of the assistants, 
and to their faithfulness and attention, Mr. Howe reports, 
much of the success of the winter’s work is due. In the 
advanced class no such regular course of instruction was 
adopted, but each pupil was given work and materials accord- 
ing to his own ability, experience and requirements. The 
main point of the scheme was to give the class instruction in 
architectural drawing of a higher sort, and to teach them the 
use of the pencil, pen and brush, as applied to architectural 
rendering. 

This was done by use of small diagrams and copies in ink 
washes, and fragments of architectural details rendered in 
color and ink ; of course those pupils having the most experi- 
ence doing the most difficult work. 

The interest of the class was abundantly shown by their 
work, and the quality will speak for itself. 

In addition to the above, during the latter part of the 
course Mr. Howe introduced the subject of perspective, 
giving a short explanatory lecture on each occasion and a few 
simple problems in perspective construction. 
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One of the evenings of the course was devoted to an 
explanation and illustration of the international or metric 
system of weights and measures, which both classes attended, 
and to which the members of the other evening classes were 
invited. 

The Machine Classes. — Mr. Kirkley Hyde was princi- 
pal of this class. He was assisted by Messrs. Cutler, Stephens 
and Mansfield. 

The usual course followed in teaching beginners in this 
department was adopted. To those ignorant of drawing, the 
time was at first spent in instruction upon the several parts of 
the machine. Those who understood the machine devoted 
more time to learning to draw. The subjects of the course 
are to be found iii almost every machine shop in the city, and 
every apprentice who has had six months’ experience is 
familiar with them. The classes were united during the study 
of the problems in geometry ; afterwards the advanced class 
took up the regular course, which was spur and bevel 
gearing. 

The attendance upon all the classes in the several depart- 
ments was, so far as it could be found, very good. As much 
of the work was done at the pupils’ homes and not returned to 
the school until finished, it would be impossible to give an 
accurate return of the attendance. 

The number of drawings accepted in 1875-6 was three 
hundred and fifty; in 1876-7 five hundred. 

I am indebted to the principals, Miss Wright and Messrs. 
Howe and Hyde, for this part of my report, nearly, all of 
which is extracted verbatim from very full reports sent to me 
by them. 
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Summary. — The school for the season of 1876-77 num- 
bered about two hundred and seventy-five students, divided 
into the following classes : 

Architectural Classes — Beginners and Advanced. Frank 
M. Howe, teacher ; Messrs. Foster, Cutler and Farnham, 
assistants. 

Machine Classes — Beginners and Advanced. Ivirldey 
Hyde, teacher; Messrs. Cutler, Stevens and Mansfield, 
assistants. 

Free-Hand Classes — Model and Outline. Miss H. W. 
Wright, teacher; Misses Leavitt and Green, assistants. 

Practical Design Classes — A. and B. Miss H. W. 
Wright, teacher; Miss H. A. Whittier, assistant. 

Class in Crayon Shading. Miss H. J. Leavitt, teacher. 

Forty lessons were given in each of the above classes, 
commencing November 13th, 1876, and ending April 1st, 
1877, and the following is the amount of accepted work 
accomplished :

Evening Schools: 


To the School Committee of the City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen : Herewith is submitted the Report of the 
Committee on Evening Schools for 1876 and 1877. 

The interest in this grade of schools is increasing yearly, 
as is shown by the average attendance, and the application of 
the scholars to their studies while in the school-room. 

The system of admitting by certificates, introduced within 
the last year, has had a good effect on the schools. By this 
method we can exclude all who do not fulfil the requirements 
of the law. The power to grant these certificates should be 
placed in the hands of the Truant Commissioners, as they 
possess better advantages to decide whether an applicant is 
eligible or not. 

The opening of an Evening High School in the fall of 
1876 was an experiment. It has been a success, and will, no 
doubt, become as permanent as the other branches of the 
evening school system. When this school was first opened, 
there were no females attending ; to-day there is about an 
equal number of males and females. If the school should 
increase for the next year or two as it has for the last season, 
we shall be obliged to employ additional teachers. 

There is quite an improvement in the order and government 
of all the schools, compared with that of last year. A few 
years ago it was necessary to have a police officer detailed to 
preserve order, but to-day we dispense with his services ;

this is due to the teachers and sub-committees attending to 
their duties ; there is no reason why we cannot have as good 
order here, as in the day schools. 

The school-rooms are not of the best. The Evening 
School Committee have complained repeatedly of this, but, as 
they are the best the city can furnish at present, we must 
submit. In regard to the schools in the ward-rooms of Wards 
Three and Six, when they have to vacate for caucuses and 
elections, a number of pupils do not return. We think this 
may be somewhat remedied, by opening the schools in Octo- 
ber instead of November, and closing a month earlier. We 
would then have these schools better organized, and not so 
liable to be affected by these interruptions. 

The attendance is so irregular in this class of schools that it 
is difficult to estimate the cost of instruction for each pupil. 
By consulting the records, we find the approximate cost of 
each pupil to be $3.14. The following is the attendance of 
the different schools.

Report on Music. 


The study of Music during the year has been marked with 
progress, and has given satisfaction to the committee having it 
in charge, as well as to the general public most intimately 
concerned. The scholars throughout our schools have dis- 
played and developed an aptitude in learning the musical 
terms and characters, which is very encouraging, especially 
among the primaries and lower grammar classes. As a rule, 
in all grades, the scholars are ready and anxious to learn, 
provided the teacher is in full sympathy with the study. 
Whenever there is unwillingness, indifference or stubbornness 
on the part of scholars to engage heartily in this branch of 
public instruction, it is not very difficult to trace the cause, 
which is found in most cases in the lukewarmness of the 
principal or teacher in charge. Not that such are in direct 
antagonism to music as a study, but that they regard it with 
so little favor, and put so little heart and energy into the 
teaching of it, that the scholars soon learn that so far as the 
principal is concerned they may neglect the lesson with 
almost entire impunity ; and so when the music teacher comes 
to hear them sing, he soon discovers that there is a lack of 
something, somewhere. We are glad to say that such schools 
and such teachers are very few amongst us ; and yet one such 
is too many. It is here that the special order passed by the 
School Board in September, 1869, instructing all regular 
teachers to devote their entire time and attention to the pres- 
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ervation of order and the general assistance of special teachers, 
during the special instruction by such teachers, should be 
enforced. Even since the recent vote of the Board directing 
the Superintendent to see that there was full compliance on 
the part of the teachers with the order, there are still some 
few who fail in the performance of their duties in the matter, 
and the effect of this neglect is apparent in the failure of the 
scholars to show favorably with other schools. On the other 
hand, wherever we find the principal or teacher in charge 
giving his earnest attention to the music lesson, and entering 
into the full spirit of the occasion, such a school never fails to 
show to the best advantage. In order that there may be 
uniformity of results and success in this study, in the schools, 
your committee would insist upon a strict enforcement of the 
order heretofore referred to, on the part of each and every 
teacher. It will be observed in these remarks that the 
faithless few are in a measure cautioned and reproved at the 
expense of the faithful many ; and your committee know that 
the full Board expects every employe in our public schools 
should have as much comparative enthusiasm for one branch 
of study as for another, so that each school may compare 
favorably with others of equal grade in each and every study. 
We believe and know that when the teacher is interested, 
enthusiastic and determined, the scholars will catch the 
enthusiasm, and will respond earnestly and heartily; whereas 
an easy-going, good-natured teacher, willing, yet unconcerned 
so far as his own efforts go, that his scholars give a good 
music recitation, will have such an adverse influence, that all 
former teaching in other rooms will soon be wellnigh lost. 

Your committee arc aware of instances of a class of boys 
going from the teacher under whose instruction they had 
always made a good record in music, to another grade under 
another teacher whose faculty for teaching music was not 
equal to their former one. The boys soon discover this, 
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and finding that their teacher cannot lead them, all of a 
sudden make up their minds that they will not sing, notwith- 
standing the persevering efforts of their teacher to induce 
them to do so. We believe a remedy for such cases would be 
a strong application of downright earnestness and authority on 
the part of the principal, or failing that, let the sub-com- 
mittee of that school take the matter in hand, and see that the 
rules governing our schools are properly carried out, relating 
both to scholar and teacher. And in this connection we would 
remark what in substance lias before been recommended by 
the Committee on Reports, that the School Committee inform 
themselves more thoroughly of what is going on inside of our 
school-buildings by more frequent visits to their various 
schools, and learning by personal observation what otherwise 
they cannot fail to be in almost utter ignorance of. If the 
teacher feels that he is well seconded by his committee, it 
is our opinion that these little ripples on the general smooth 
surface of the waters would not appear. 

Gentlemen of the Board will please understand that these 
exceptional remarks, as to the general progress of music in 
our schools, have no application whatever to the Primary 
Schools, all of which are doing very well. Your committee 
are satisfied that a more general interest on the part of friends 
and parents, manifested in more frequent visitations of the 
schools, would well repay them. They would be interested in 
observing how readily and correctly so large a number of 
children in one room can distinguish between musical tones, 
reading the octaves nearly as easily as they do the alphabet ; 
able also to name and write the different musical letters, 
syllables and characters more correctly than will the average 
adult singer. 

A somewhat new method of teaching has, during the year, 
been tried among the lower Grammar and Primary Schools, by 
which the scholars of each room arc divided into three or four 
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sections or choirs , so-called, and each section made to sing by 
itself, thus acquiring confidence to give the proper tone and 
becoming accustomed to their own voices, and therefore less 
dependent on others to assist them. The children are, as we 
all know, always fond of something new, and they like the 
name of choir, as it seems to be quite an incentive to many of 
them to endeavor to make their choir the best one in the 
room. 

There is a general hearty co-operation between the musical 
director and the teachers of our schools, and a ready willing- 
ness on the part of all to place this branch of study on an 
equal footing with other studies, so far as the time devoted to 
it will allow. 

Mr. Willey has striven earnestly and diligently to 
accomplish more work this year than ever before, in not only 
introducing new methods to attract and interest the scholars, 
but has also had a larger number of schools to visit than at 
any previous year. His executive ability has been pretty 
severely tested, but he has proved equal to all requirements. 
He is well aware that he cannot accomplish satisfactory results 
in our schools without the ready assistance he at all times 
receives and expects from the teachers. 

Your committee are pleased to say that, with only one or 
two exceptions, there is a very decided improvement in all the 
schools since last year. Some of the schools which then dis- 
played considerable indifference in studying music, are now 
among our most reliable ones. This is due in most cases to 
newly awakened energy and effort on the part of teachers 
in charge, and is very encouraging to the scholars, who 
almost invariably show their readiness whenever they see 
a determined earnestness on the part of teachers. It is 
gratifying to note that in all such cases there is an endeavor 
on the part of scholars to acquit themselves as favorably as 
possible. 
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So far as we can learn there is but little opposition to this 
branch of study in our schools, as compared with former 
years ; certainly there is none inside of the school-houses, on 
the part of scholars, except where the teachers are remiss in 
their duties. 

Each of the Primary Schools has been visited by some 
member of the Music Committee during the year ; or rather 
an assignment was made during the summer by which each 
member agreed to visit certain schools, and if they fulfilled 
their promises, every school received a visit from some 
member of the committee. 

All the Grammar Schools have also been visited, most of 
them at least twice by your committee, as also the High 
School, in which excellent w r ork is being done, if one may 
judge by the very satisfactory manner in which the songs 
are there rendered. The principal in charge is very efficient 
and watchful in seeing that every scholar is giving close atten- 
tion to the lesson, and thus everything here always moves 
smoothly and harmoniously. 

The High School scholars gave their usual exhibition, 
musical and literary, at the close of the school year, and it was 
very largely attended by an interested and appreciative 
audience. 

At the annual examination of the Primary and lower 
Grammar classes, the public showed a largely increased 
interest over former years, there being a very large attendance ; 
and in the evening concert, given by the advanced Grammar 
classes and High School, Huntington Hall could not contain 
the crowd seeking admittance. By actual count of the admis- 
sion tickets, it was the largest audience that has ever been 
gathered on any similar occasion. From these facts, together 
with the very general interest now developed in all our 
schools, with only an exception here and there, the inference 
to be drawn is, that music has become a permanent study, the 
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withdrawal of which we believe would he regarded by both 
parents and children as a public calamity. 

The singing-books used in the schools are the same as have 
been used for the last five years. There was a movement 
looking to a change in the text-book of the High School last 
summer, but it was not carried out, as under the statute law 
relating to change of school-books it would have involved 
considerable expense to the city. In the interests of economy 
therefore, it was thought advisable to wait awhile. Your 
committee would recommend a favorable consideration of the 
matter at an early day. 

In closing this report, your committee commend the 
faithfulness with which Mr. Willey has always attended to his 
duties, and believe his endeavors, so successful in the past, 
will be a guaranty of what he will try to accomplish in the 
future. Hoping that all our teachers, both the willing and 
the few hitherto unwilling, will work together with him in 
united, earnest, harmonious efforts, your committee respect- 
fully submit this report.

ENGLISH COURSE. 

First Year. First Half — Algebra, Ancient History, Drawing. Second 
Half — Algebra, English History, Natural Philosophy, Drawing. 

Second Year. First Half — Geometry, Physical Geography, Natural Phi- 
losophy. Second Half — Geometry, Chemistry, English Grammar. 

Third Year. First Half — Arithmetic, Astronomy, Physiology. Second 
Half — Rhetoric, English Literature, Political Science or Botany. 
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Fourth Year. First Half — Intellectual Philosophy, English Literature, 
French, German or Latin. Second Half — Botany, Political Science, French, 
German or Latin. 

Composition, Declamation, Beading and Music, are required throughout the 
course. Trigonometry, Surveying, Geology, Book-Keeping, Analytical Chemis- 
try, Greek, Latin, French and German, are optional studies. An optional study 
may take the place of any English study. 

Each scholar is expected to pursue three regular studies, but is allowed to 
take a smaller number when health demands it, and to remain, as a member of 
the school until all the studies of the course are completed. Not more than 
three regular written examinations are permitted during each half-year. 

CLASSICAL COURSE. 

First Year. First Half — Latin Grammar and Leader, Greek History, Alge- 
bra, Drawing. Second Half — Latin Leader, Caesar, Loman History, Algebra, 
Drawing. 

Second Year. First Half — Caesar, Physics, Chemistry, Geometry. Second 
Half — Caesar, Ovid, Greek Grammar and Lessons, Latin Composition. 

Third Year. First Half — Virgil, Greek Leader, Physical Geography, 
Arithmetic reviewed, Logarithms, Latin Composition, Greek Composition. 
Second Half — Virgil, Greek Leader, Ancient and Modern Geography, Algebra 
and Geometry reviewed, Latin Composition, Greek Composition. 

Fourth Year. First Half — Cicero, Ovid, Homer, Latin Composition, Greek 
Composition, French or German. Second Half — Cicero, Homer, French or 
German, Latin Composition, Greek Composition, review of course. 

In the Classical Course, the same rules obtain as in the English Course, in 
reference to studies pursued throughout the course, the number of daily recita- 
tions and number of written examinations.

CHAPTER III. 

REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOLS, SCHOOL TERMS, 
ELECTION OF TEACHERS, AND THEIR DUTIES. 

Section i. The school year shall commence on 
the first Monday in September, and close on the 
third day of July. 

Sec. 2. The following holidays and vacations 
shall be granted : Thanksgiving Day and the re- 
mainder of the week ; the week which includes 
Christmas; New Year’s Day; the twenty-second of 
February ; Good Friday and the day following ; 
Fast Day; Decoration Day; the week following 
the first Saturday in April ; and every Wednesday 
and Saturday afternoon. 

Sec. 3. The school hours for the Primary and 
Grammar Schools, throughout the school year, shall 
be from half-past eight to half-past eleven o’clock, 
A. M., and from two to four o’clock, P. M., with 
the exception of Intermediate School' No. 1, Primary 
No. 31 and the Reform School, for which special 
hours may be prescribed by their respective Sub- 
Committees, provided that in the two former the 
length of the daily session be not diminished.

It is recommended that ordi- 
nary ventilation be secured by small openings on 
different sides of the room, rather than by large 
ones upon the same side. At recess and at the 
close of each session of the school, the teachers 
must make it a part of their duty to thoroughly 
renew the air of the room, and having done so, to 
see the room properly closed. Any deficiency in 
the means of heating or ventilating, they are to 
report promptly to the Superintendent, and also to 
their Sub-Committee. 

Teachers shall punctually observe 
the hours appointed for opening and closing the 
schools. The school-rooms must be opened and all 
the teachers (principal and assistants) be present 
fifteen minutes before the time fixed for the com- 
mencement of each session, to admit the scholars 
as they arrive and prevent disorder.

a sacred regard to truth, love to their country, humanity, and 
universal benevolence, sobriety, industry and frugality, chastity, 
moderation and temperance, and those other virtues which are 
the ornament of human society, and the basis upon which a 
republican constitution is founded ; and it shall be the duty 
of such instructors to endeavor to lead their pupils, as their 
ages and capacities will admit, into a clear understanding of 
the tendency of the above-mentioned virtues to preserve and 
perfect a republican constitution, and secure the blessings of 
liberty, as well as to promote their future happiness, and also 
to point out to them the evil tendency of the opposite vices.

familiar with them, and shall allow all visitors to 
freely consult the same.

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CHAPTER IV. 

REGULATIONS OF THE SEVERAL GRADES OF SCHOOLS. 

Section i. The public schools of the city shall 
be divided into the following grades, viz : Primary, 
Grammar, High and Evening Schools. There may 
be, when deemed expedient, Intermediate and Mixed 
Schools. 


I. PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

Sec. 2. No child under five years of age shall 
be admitted to the Primary Schools. 

Sec. 3. Scholars shall be instructed in the 
Alphabet, Reading, Spelling, Punctuation, Nu- 
meral Letters, the Multiplication Table, Mental 
Arithmetic, Enunciation, the Definition of words, 
terms and phrases, Writing and Drawing by the 
use of slate and blackboard ; together with singing 
and such general exercises as will interest and profit 
them. In each school a few minutes should be 
devoted at every session to singing, physical exer- 
cises, lessons on objects, etc. 

Sec. 4. The teachers are enjoined to maintain a 
mild, but firm, and equal government ; to allow fre- 
quent changes of posture, and such alternation from 
study to rest and from one recitation to another as 
will best promote the health and comfort of their 
pupils. In the graded schools, where the classes 
are large, it is recommended that they be so 
divided as to consist of not more than fifteen pupils j 
and that the pupils shall not be kept standing more 
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than fifteen minutes at any recitation. The teachers 
shall endeavor to inspire their pupils with a love of 
learning and truth, and to train them in habits of 
prompt and affectionate obedience.

The prin- 
cipal shall have the supervision and control of the 
whole school, and with his first assistant shall 
instruct the first division. All changes from room 
to room shall be made by the Sub-Committee or 
Superintendent.

The Superintendent of Schools shall s |^nm iai 
twice during the school year, in the months of Jan- 
uary and June, prepare a set of ten questions in each 
of the following studies : Arithmetic, Grammar, 
Geography, History and Spelling, to be answered 
in writing by the pupils in the principal’s class in 
the Grammar Schools. The questions shall be the 
same for all the schools, and the examination shall 
take place at the same time in the different school- 
rooms, under the direction of the Sub-Committee, 
or some person appointed by him not connected 
with the class examined.

No person shall be admitted to the 
Evening Schools under the age of fourteen years, or 
who is at the time attending any public day school. 
The books used and the studies pursued in the Pri- 
mary and Grammar Schools shall, as far as practica- 
ble, be adopted in the Evening Schools. 

Sec. 26. The principal teacher of each school 
shall keep a record of the name, age, residence and 
attendance of the pupils under his or her charge, 
and shall report each month to the Superintendent 
of Public Schools the whole number of pupils, with 
the average attendance for the month, together with 
such other information as may be required. 

Sec. 27. A teacher may discharge a pupil for 
disobedience or improper conduct, with the consent 
of the Sub-Committee having charge of that school, 
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and shall communicate to the principal teachers of 
the other Evening Schools the names of all pupils 
thus discharged. 

Sec. 28. The salaries for this grade of schools salaries, 
shall be established annually by the School Com- 
mittee, at the same time as other salaries are under 
these rules required to be fixed. 

V. INTERMEDIATE OR MIXED SCHOOLS. 

Sec. 29. The School Committee shall decide, intermediate 
by majority vote, what schools shall be designated Schools - 
as Intermediate or Mixed Schools, and prescribe 
the salaries of the teachers. The same rules shall 
be applicable to them as to Primary and Grammar 
Schools.

RESOLUTION 

ESTABLISHING THE SALARIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
CITY OF LOWELL FOR THE YEAR 1878. 


RESOLVED, by Ike Board of Aldermen and. Common 
Council of Ike City of Loivell, in Cify Council 
assembled, as follotos : 

The Salaries of the several City Officers for the 
year beginning on the first Monday in January, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight, shall be as 
herein mentioned ; to be paid monthly, unless herein 
otherwise ordered. 

Section 1 . The salary of the Mayor shall be at 
the rate of eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 2. The salary of the City Clerk shall be 
at the rate of seventeen hundred and twenty-five 
dollars per annum. 

Sec. 3. The salary of the City Treasurer shall 
be at the rate of twenty-four hundred dollars per an- 
num for performing the duties of City Treasurer and 
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SALARIES. 


Collector of Taxes. He shall annually give a bond in 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars, with good and suffi- 
cient sureties satisfactory to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
for the faithful performance of his duties, and to account 
for all sums of money received in the sales of Water 
Bonds and the collection of Water Rates, and in the 
capacity of City Treasurer and Collector of Taxes, and 
shall also render an account annually of all moneys in- 
vested by him in the City of Lowell Water Loan sink- 
ing fund. 

Sec. 4. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall 
be at the rate of fourteen hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 5. The salary of the City Solicitor shall be 
at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, which 
shall be in full for all services rendered the city. 

Sec. 6. The salary of the Civil Engineer shall be 
at the rate of twenty -four hundred dollars per annum, 
which shall be in full for services as Civil Engineer 
and Engineer of the Water Board, and he shall devote 
his whole time to the service of the city. He shall 
be allowed such assistance as the chairman of the Joint 
Standing Committee on Streets, the chairman of the 
Joint Standing Committee on Sewers and Drains, and 
the chairman of the Lowell Water Board may determine. 

Sec. 7. The salary of the City Physician and Su- 
perintendent of Burials shall be at the rate of seven hun-

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died dollars per annum, which shall be in full for all ser- 
vices rendered the city, and he shall furnish all medi- 
cines used by him in performing the duties of his office. 

Sec. 8. The salary of the Librarian of the City 
Library shall be at the rate of eleven hundred dollars 
per annum. 

Sec. 9. The salary of the Clerk of the Common 
Council shall be at the rate of two hundred dollars 
per annum. 

Sec. 10 . The salary of the Messenger of the 
City Council shall be at the rate of one thousand 
dollars per annum. 

Sec. 11. The salary of the Measurer of Wood and 
Bark, in the rear of the Market House building, shall 
be at the rate of six hundred dollars per annum ; 
and he shall account for all fees received by him in 
his official capacity, shall pay the same into the treas- 
ury monthly, and at the same time make a report of 
the amount so paid to the Auditor of Accounts. The 
salary of any additional measurers of wood and bark 
shall be at such a rate as the Mayor and Aldermen 
may from time to time determine, provided that the 
same shall not exceed the amount of fees received. 

Sec. 12. The salary of the Pound Keeper shall 
be at the rate of twenty-five dollars per annum. 

Sec. 13. The Joint Committee on Accounts, and 
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SALARIES. 


Joint Committee on Finance may provide such clerical 
assistance in the offices of the City Clerk, City Treas- 
urer, Auditor of Accounts, Librarian of the City Li- 
brary, and Assessors of Taxes as they deem necessary, 
the expense thereof to be charged to Reserved Fund. 

POLICE. 

Sec. 14. The salary of the City Marshal shall be 
at the rate of sixteen hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum ; and he shall furnish a horse and carriage for 
the use of the Marshal and his deputy. 

Sec. 15. The compensation of the Deputy Marshal 
and Captain of the Night Watch shall be at the rate 
of three dollars and twenty-five cents per day each. 

The compensation of the regular Day Police shall 
be at the rate of two dollars and seventy-five cents 
per day. 

The compensation of the Night Police, and ail other 
Police officers shall be at the rate of two dollars and 
seventy-five cents per day. 

Sec. 16. All fees received by the officers men- 
tioned in the two preceding sections, for attendance as 
witnesses, or for any other service in an official capa- 
city, shall be paid by the officer receiving the same, 
to the City Treasurer, and said officer shall, at the 
same time, report to the Auditor of Accounts ‘ the 
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amount thus paid, Provided , however , that said officers 
need not account for any fees for travel and attend- 
ance before the Supreme Judicial and Superior Courts, 
as witnesses. 

Sec. 17. The Standing Justice of the Police Court 
of Lowell shall be paid at the rate of one hundred 
dollars per annum, for receiving complaints, issuing 
warrants, and trying cases under the Forty -Second 

Chapter of the General Statutes, or any subsequent 
Act, or Ordinance, concerning truant children and ab- 
sentees from school. 

SUPERINTENDENTS and INSPECTORS. 

Sec. 18. The salary of the Superintendent of 

Streets shall be at the rate of seventeen hundred dol- 

lars per annum. The city shall furnish a horse and 
carriage for his use. 

Sec. 19. The salary of the Superintendent ot 

Public Buildings shall be at the rate of fourteen hun- 
dred dollars per annum. The city shall furnish a 
horse and carriage for the use of himself and the men 
under his charge. 

Sec. 20. The salary of the Superintendent of the 
Water Works shall be at the rate of sixteen hundred 
and fifty dollars per annum, and he shall furnish a 
horse and carriage for his own use. 
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SALARIES. 


Sec. 21. The salary of the Superintendent of 
City Scales shall be sixty per centum of the fees 
received by him per annum, and he shall settle with 
the Treasurer monthly, and at the same time report 
to the Auditor of Accounts the amount paid to said 
Treasurer. When lie and the Measurer of Wood and 
Bark are one and the same person, he shall receive 
one hundred and fifty dollars per annum, and pay over 
to the City Treasurer all moneys received for fees. 

The salary of any additional weigher of hay and other 
articles shall be at such rate as the Mayor and Aider- 
men may from time to time determine, provided that the 
same shall not exceed the amount of fees received. 

Sec. 22. The salary of the inspector of Milk 

shall be at the rate of twenty-five dollars per annum. 

Sec. 23. The salary of the Fish Warden shall be 
at the rate of twenty-five dollars per annum. 

Sec. 24. The salary of the Sealer of Weights and 

Measures shall be at the rate of four hundred dol- 

lars per annum, and all fees received by him shall 
be paid to the City Treasury monthly, and he shall, 
at the same time, report to the Auditor of Accounts 
the amount of such payment. 

Sec. 25. The salary of the Secretary of the 

Board of Overseers of the Poor shall be at the rate of 
eight hundred dollars per annum. 


SALARIES. 
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ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 26 . The salary of the Chairman of the 
Board of Assessors shall be nine hundred and fifty 
dollars per annum ; and the salary of each of the other 
Assessors shall be seven hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum ; and the said Assessors shall make out and dis- 
tribute the tax bills. The Assessors shall devote their 
whole time, from March 1st to Oct. 15th, to the service 
of the city, and shall engage in no other business or 
calling during that time. They shall jointly make a 
valuation of the real estate in the city, and enter the 
same in a book to be kept for mutual reference, the 
same to be done before entering upon a subdivision of 
their duties of assessing in May. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Sec. 27. The salaries of the several members 
of the Fire Department for the year beginning Jan- 
uary first, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight 
shall be as herein mentioned, to be paid semi-annually, 
unless otherwise ordered. 

The salary of the Chief Engineer shall be at the 
rate of thirteen hundred dollars per annum, payable 
monthly, which shall be in full payment for all ser- 
vices which may be required of him by the City 
Council ; and he shall devote his whole time to the 
duties of his office. 
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The salary of the First Assistant Engineer shall 
be at the rate of one hundred and fifty dollars, and of 
other Assistant Engineers at the rate of one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars each per annum. 

The Secretary of the Board of Engineers, who shall 
be a member of the Board, shall receive twenty-five 
dollars additional, which shall be in full payment for 
all the services which may be required of him by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, the Chief Engineer, and the 
Board of Engineers. 

The Foremen and Clerks of the respective Hose, 
Hook and Ladder and Steam Fire Engine Companies, 
shall be paid at the rate of one hundred and ten 
dollars, each, per annum. 

The Stewards of Hose Companies shall be paid 
at f the rate of one hundred and forty dollars per 
annum. Said Stewards shall be members of the Com- 
panies for which they act, and said sums shall be in 
full payment for all their services as Stewards and 
Members of Companies. 

Drivers of Steamers and Hook and Ladder Car- 
riages, who shall perform all the duties of Stewards, 
shall be paid two dollars per day. 

Engineers of Steam Fire Engines shall be paid at 
the rate of three hundred dollars per annum.

Assistant Engineers of Steam Fire Engines shall 
be paid at the rate of one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars per annum. 

All other Members of Steam Fire Engine, Hose, 
and Hook and Ladder Companies, shall be paid at 
the rate of one hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 28. Whenever any person in the employ- 
ment of the city shall demand payment of his salary, 
or any part thereof, it shall be the duty of the Au- 
ditor and City Treasurer to deduct therefrom any and 
all sums of money due from such officer to the city.

It will be seen from the above report that there has 
been a gain in the circulation during the year of 8,620 
volumes. The whole number of volumes delivered was 
85,697. This would be an average of nearly two 
volumes apiece for all the inhabitants of our city, and an 
average of about three volumes a year for all who are old 
enough to read. This report does not include the amount 
of reading done in the library itself, of which no record 
is kept. Many valuable reference books are kept in the 
Library which are not circulated. 

There appears to be a constantly increasing taste as to 
the quality of the books read. It has been the intention 
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of the directors to exclude all books which would have 
any tendency to deprave the taste or corrupt the morals. 
It has been their aim to satisfy the tastes of the most 
cultured readers as well as the wishes of those who 
demand lighter reading. One who has been actively 
employed during the day at manual labor requires lighter 
reading, as a general rule, than one whose body has not 
been so much exhausted with physical labor. It is alto* 
get her fitting that this very large and constantly increas- 
ing class of readers should receive attention by the 
board, and more than TOO volumes have been added to 
the library during the past year which the most of this 
class of readers will appreciate. Many of these volumes 
are works of fiction, but there is not one which would 
not commend itself to readers of good taste. But there 
is another, always smaller, class of readers which 
demands a heavier class of literature, and the board have 
had due regard for this class of readers. 

Among the valuable books added to the library during 
the past year we may note the following in the depart- 
ment of transcendental philosophy : “ Problems of Life 
and Mind,” by Lewes ; “The Unseen World, and other 
Essay s,” by Fiske ; “ Lecture on Evolution and Biology,” 
by Huxley, the clearest exposition of his theory that we 
have in print; Cook's “Lectures on Biology;” that very 
thoughtful work on “ The Origin of the World,” by Daw- 
son, and Lecky’s “ History of European Morals.” 

The historical shelves have been enriched by the fol- 
lowing standard works : “ The Constitutional and Politi- 
cal History of the United States,” by Van Holst; Presi- 
dent Woolsey's “ Science of Politics,” two works which 
every statesman should read ; Bruce's “ History and 
Description of the Centennial Exhibition ;” “ Acts and 
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Principles of the Revolution in America,” by Niles ; 
“ History of French Literature,” by Van Laun, the best 
work on the subject; Yonge’s “Cameos from English 
History ;” Freeman’s “ History and Conquest of the 
Saracens.”, The remainder of his valuable historical publi- 
cations are ■ in the library ; “ The Rise and Fall of the 
Slave Power in America,” by Henry Wilson ; “ The His- 
tory of Cambridge, Mass.,” by Rev. L. R. Paige, D.D., a 
most valuable work upon which the author spent many 
years of earnest labor ; Greene’s “ History of Rhode 
Island Parkman’s “ Count Frontenac and New France.” 
Parkman is one of the best living historians. His series 
of histories are in the library, and are worthy of the most 
careful perusal. They are mostly devoted to the Franco- 
American and Canadian history ; the “ Epochs of Ancient 
History,” and the “ Epochs of Modern History,” so far 
as they have appeared; “The Histories of all Countries 
directly affected by the Eastern Question,” and Guizot’s 
“ History of France,” the best we have on France. 

In the department of biography there have been added 
the lives of “ Gen. Custer,” by Whittaker; “ His Royal 
Highness the Prince Consort,” by Martin ; “ The Portu- 
guese and Spanish Navigators,” by Vogel ; “The Women 
of the Century,” by Hanaford ; “ The Makers of Flor- 
ence, Dante, Giotto and Savonarola,” by Oliphant ; 
“ American Explorers,” by Higginson ; “ Bryan Waller 
Procter;” “ Thomas De Quincey,” by Page ;” “ Thoreau,” 
by Page ; “ Reminiscences and Anecdotes of Webster,” 
by Harvey ; “ Edgar Allan Poe,” by Gill ; “ John Quincy 
Adams,” in 12 vols. ; “ Edwin Forrest,” by Alger ; 
“ Friedrich Froebel,” by Marenholtz-Bulow ; “ Charlotte 
Bronte,” by Reid ; Charles Sumner,” by Pierce ; and the 
“ Autobiography of Harriet Martineau. This list might 
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be greatly extended, but we have selected the most 
worthy. 

A large number of valuable works on travel have been 
added, including : “ Dottings Round the Circle 

Schliemann’s two great works, which are now attracting 
so much attention, “ Troy and its Remains,” and 
“ Mycenae and its Remains “ From the Lakes of Kil- 
larney to the Golden Horn,” by Field ; “ The Land and 
the Life, Palestine,” by Gray ; “ Rambles and Studies in 
Greece,” by Mahaffy ; “ Six Weeks in Norway,” by 
Anderson ; “ In the Levant,” by Warner ; “ Central 
Africa,” by Long ; “ Life in South Africa,” by Lady 
Barker ; “ A Ride to Khiva,” by Burnaby ; “ Russia,” 
by Wallace ; “ The Plains of the Great West,” by 
Dodge ; “ Through Persia by Caravan,” by Arnold ; 
“ Upper Egypt,” by Klunzinger ; "The Prince of Wales’ 
Tour in India,” by Russell ; Baker’s “ Turkey New 
Lands within the Arctic Circle, Austrian Arctic Discover- 
ies a valuable work by Squier on Peru, “ Travel and 
Exploration in the Land of the Incas,” and “ Seeking the 
Golden Fleece,” by Stillman. 

Of theological works there have been added : “ Hours 
of Thought on Sacred Things,” by Martineau ; Johnson’s 
elaborate treatises on “The Religions of China and India 
“ Reconciliation of Science and Religion,” by Winchell ; 
“ The Papacy and the Civil Power,” by Thompson ; the 
first volume of Lange’s “ History of Materialism,” 
“ Lectures on Preaching,” by Rev. Phillips Brooks, and 
the “ History of the Catholic Church in America.” 

In natural history the library has been enriched by the 
addition of Packard’s “ Half Hours with Insects,” Minot’s 
“ Land-Birds and Game-Birds of New England,” 
Figuier’s fine work on the “ Mammalia,” and the com- 
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plete set of “ Forest and Stream/’ by Hallock. There 
has also been added a complete set of Barnard’s valuable 
“ Journal of Education.” 

The taste for fine art which was so greatly developed 
by the international exposition at Philadelphia, has been 
remembered by the board, and they have purchased 
Beckwith’s “ Majolica and Fayenee Fergusson’s match- 
less works on architecture ; Benjamin’s {£ Contemporary 
Art in Europe,” and Parton’s “ Caricature and other 
Art,” and many more of a similar nature. The board 
have also purchased many scientific works and many 
other good books which do not come under any of the 
above heads. As we have already said, the greater num- 
ber of books purchased is of a lighter character, but a 
due deference to the increasing demand for better litera- 
ture has found expression in the purchase of books here 
mentioned, and the list might be greatly increased. The 
thanks of the board, and of the reading public, are due 
to our efficient librarian for the great amount of judi- 
cious labor devoted to the selection and purchase of books. 
An examination of the titles and a thoughtful considera- 
tion of the character of the books enumerated in this 
report will convince one that the library is not guilty of 
the charge, sometimes made, that it contains light reading 
only. It is already a valuable library and is being 
stocked each year with fresh works of value. 

The board respectfully suggest to the city government 
the propriety of making the library a free library. The 
attention of different members of the board has not 
unfrequently been called to the fact that there are some 
persons who cannot afford to pay even an assessment of 
fifty cents, who would like to enjoy the privileges of the 
library. In large families there are cases where even 
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that sum, assessed upon each individual, amounts to more 
than can be afforded. It often happens that several per- 
sons in such a family would be glad to borrow books at 
the same time if more than one fee of fifty cents could 
be afforded. Ought the air we breathe, or the water we 
drink, to be freer than good wholesome literature designed 
to improve the mental and moral condition of our people ? 
This fee of fifty cents a year does, of course, biing to 
the library a very respectable revenue, and it seems to 
many that they who enjoy the benefits of the library 
should feel willing to contribute to its support, but it 
must be remembered that if this same sum were raised 
by the ordinary methods of taxation its influence would 
hardly be felt by the tax-payers, and much larger num- 
bers would doubtless avail themselves of the privileges 
of the library. Ought there to be a single citizen in 
our city who cannot use our library, if he wishes'? Is 
it right, in principle, that a fee should be an obstacle to 
the use of a municipal library ? Do the ends for which 
such fees are raised justify the means'? Nearly every 
municipal library in our land is a free library. Shall we 
be less generous than the great majority of our sister 
cities 1 

There is one other suggestion which the board respects 
fully submit to the judgment of the city government, and 
that is the propriety of raising the salary of our libra- 
rian. His salary is much lower than that of most 
librarians in our country, even of those in smaller cities, 
where there is less work to be done. He has had several 
years of valuable experience, and it would be very diffi- 
cult to fill his place with an equally competent person, 
were the position vacant. There is no doubt that there 
would be enough applications for the place, but few, if

any, who applied would be competent to fill it, however 
much their merits and fitness might be urged. Literary 
labors are invariably undervalued by the general public. 
Such labors often appear very easy and even simple to 
one who has never engaged in them, but a small portion 
of the reading public has any idea of the nature and 
amount of a librarian’s work. Mr. Justin Winsor, of the 
Boston Public Library, said, at the last annual confer- 
ence of American librarians : “ There are still cor- 

porators and civic councillors who conceive that the 
extent of a librarian’s duties is to pass books over a 
counter, and who fancy there is no special training neces- 
sary to administer a library. They say of us, we have 
nothing to do and are fully equal to it. The man of 
trade sees no objection to giving the manager of a cor- 
poration, with a capital of a million, a salary which, in 
his judgment, would adequately pay two or three librari- 
ans each with an equal amount of invested capital in 
his charge, because it yields an income of mental rather 
than of creature comforts.” The work of a librarian is 
already a science in itself. Few, comparatively, under- 
stand its nature. It is not a work which can be suddenly 
undertaken and carried on to advantage. The system- 
atic classification and arrangement- of books, of itself, 
requires great skill and considerable acquaintance with 
books, and a respectable knowledge of the different 
departments of science, and especially a knowledge of 
logic and of the laws of thought. To do this work well 
is a matter of much difficulty ; to prepare a good cata- 
logue requires the same qualifications. The judgment 
required in selecting books is also of much moment. 
The post of librarian is not so important in small libra- 
ries where so great care is not essential and where fe^ 
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bo »ks are added yearly, but, in a library as large as ours, 
with so many additions each year to classify and cata- 
logue, the position is both responsible and important. 
To find some one who would do the work cheaply should 
never be considered so important a question as who can 
do it properly. The board desire to raise the question, 
whether our librarian is adequately paid. The city of 
Lawrence, with scarcely more than half the population 
of our city, and with a much smaller library, pays 
^1, 500 per year to its librarian. As we have said, it is 
not a proper argument in opposition that men can be 
found who will do the work for the same price or less. 
The only question to be considered is, could any one be 
found to do the work as well, if our librarian should feel 
obliged to leave the library 1 Is he adequately paid for 
the services which he renders 7 Can it possibly be sup- 
posed that $1,500 a year would be any too much salary 
for such a responsible place ? 

The plan of not covering books used in circulation 
appears to have worked well, and it is thought that much 
time, labor and expense will be saved by it. The direc- 
tors observe that there is a great lack of care on the 
part of patrons in the use of books. It has cost over 
$280 to bind books during the past year. In July a sec- 
ond supplement to the catalogue appeared, including the 
books added from June, 1875, to June, 1877. An 
examination of this supplement will show that many 
valuable books were added in that time in all depart- 
ments of literature. 

The directors take pleasure in calling your attention to 
the valuable additions which have been made to the 
library during the past year ; to the handsome balance 
carried over to next year’s account, and to the faithful 
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and judicious manner in which the librarian has dis- 
charged his duties.

REPORT. 


OFFICE OF CITY PHYSICIAN ) 

AND SUPERINTENDENT OF BURIALS, 

Lowell, January, 1878 .) 

To the City Council of the City of LoivelL 

Gentlemen: The mortality of the year 1877 has been 
less than that of any year, with one exception, since 
1870. When it is considered that, during this period, 
the population has steadily increased from about 45,000 
to 54,000, while the mortality remains about the same, 
the residents of Lowell have much cause for congratula- 
tion. There have been 1,027 deaths during the year 
1877, a decrease of 120 from the preceding year. The 
State Board of Health have estimated that, according to 
the natural laws of increase, the population of the city 
of Lowell, July 1, 1877, was 53,678, on which basis 
the annual death-rate per 1,000, is 19.13. In 1876 the 
rate per 1,000 was 22.21. The normal death-rate, as 
estimated by the best statists, is 17 in 1,000, a standard 
to which Lowell seems to be rapidly approaching. I 
think it fair to say that this city shows as clean a bill of 
health as any of the large cities of the commonwealth. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases, that is such as arise 
from epidemic and contagious causes, and which are more 
or less controlled by proper sanitary regulations, were 
258, against 344 in 1876, a fact which may strengthen 
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the belief that Lowell is rapidly approaching to a normal 
sanitary condition. 

Among the diseases which have been most destructive 
to life, diphtheria stands in the front rank. It raged with 
great violence in the Fall of 1876 and the early months 
of 1877. During the Summer of 1877 there was a very 
marked decrease in its fatality, but its violence was 
again renewed in the Fall and Winter. During the year 
142 died from this cause, 16 less than in 1876. Of those 
who fell victims to this disease 130 were under ten year's 
of age, while one was over fifty. In some cities the 
same precautions have been adopted against the spread 
of this disease as are used against small-pox, such as 
compelling physicians and families to report all cases to 
the board of health, and making thorough disinfection 
of such premises, under the supervision of the proper 
authorities. It is a question which may very properly 
be considered by the new board of health whether any 
such measures may not with benefit be used in this city. 

Small-pox made its appearance during the year, the 
cases Being the first since its extinction in 1872. It was 
imported into this city under peculiar circumstances. 
On Sunday, May 27, Dr. F. C. Plunkett reported to me 
a probable case of the disease at No. 4 Jefferson street, 
in the third story of a tenement house. I found Mary 
Lynch, set. 13, daughter of Cornelius Lynch, prostrated 
by what is popularly known as black smalkpox. The 
family was at once isolated from all other persons in the 
tenement and arrangements were made to remove the 
sick one to the small-pox hospital on the following day, 
which arrangements were not carried out owing to her 
death that same night. The furniture and bedding, 
which were very scanty, were destroyed by fire on the 
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following night, and the house thoroughly disinfected. 
Although no cause could be assigned for the appearance 
of the disease in this family, I thought it probable that 
no other case would arise except what might spring from 
contact with the Lynch family. But to our surprise, the 
very next morning, Dr. L. W. Jenness reported the case 
of Frank J. Libby, a blind man, at the corner of Moody 
and Tilden streets, whose mother kept a fruit store, in 
whose employ he served. I found him in the second 
stage of the disease, lying in an upper room, the only 
window of which looked out upon Tilden court. The 
same day Dr. C. Henotte reported the case of David 
Kittery, 16 Cabot street. Both these cases were imme- 
diately removed to the hospital, and all infected materials 
destroyed, and the premises filled with the fumes of 
burning sulphur. The indications all pointed to some 
recent case of the disease, which had been concealed, in 
this locality^, and steps were taken to ferret it out. 
Having learned that a child had recently died in Tilden 
court, search was made in that direction. In one tene- 
ment a boy, aet. 15, and a woman, ret. 20, were found, 
whose faces presented the characteristic marks of a 
recent attack of small pox, and on whose bodies, by 
further examination, were found the genuine small-pox 
scabs. They could not speak a word of English, but suf- 
ficient information was obtained to direct us to another 
tenement across the court, where an infant was found 
sick with the varioloid, from whose mother, Sophie 
Blanchard, the following story was obtained : Her 
family had come from Canada a few weeks before, and, 
early in May, their child, Delia, mt. 3, was taken sick 
with pain in the bowels and with a sore throat. Dr. 
Henotte was summoned, who said the disease was croup, 
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and, on the 13th of May, the child died. It is due to 
Dr. Ilenotte to say that he saw the child only twice, at 
which times no eruption had made its appearance. A 
coffin was obtained from an undertaker and the father 
employed an express wagon to convey the corpse to the 
Catholic Cemetery. After several hours’ search the 
father was found, who, at first, stoutly denied that his 
child had died of small-pox, but, finally, after much per- 
suasion and some threats, made a confession of all the 
circumstances connected with the death of his child. 
He was convicted in the Police Court and fined twenty 
dollars by Judge Crosby. The source of the infection 
was now evident. The Libby family and the Blanchards 
used the same back yard in common ; Kittery had been 
employed at whitewashing the Blanchard tenement ; the 
Lynch girl was known to have played with other children 
near Tilden court. The only case remaining of those 
which sprung from the original infection, a case which 
Dr. L. Fox reported at No. 37 Austin street, on the 3d of 
June, was contracted, so far as is known, by visiting the 
Libby fruit store. The epidemic was confined to these 
five spots, and, although a half-dozen more cases were 
taken to the hospital, the patients were all members of 
one or other of these five families. In all there were 
fourteen cases, of which lour died, including the Blanch- 
ard girl, who died before the disease came to the notice 
of the public authorities. The epidemic was, apparently, 
spreading so rapidly that it was deemed advisable to 
have a resident medical officer at the hospital, and Wil- 
liam B. Jackson, an advanced medical student, was 
appointed, who proved himself well fitted to fill the 
position. At the very outset of the epidemic, ex police- 
man John II. Ring was detailed to act for the board of 
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health, aud for his vigilance and energy, in carrying out 
the orders of the board of health, much credit is due. 
Thus, what at first seemed likely to be a wide-spread 
epidemic, was very speedily crushed by the prompt inter- 
ference of the board of health, of which Mayor Stott 
was chairman ; putting at once into active operation the 
three great measures of removal, disinfection and vaccina- 
tion, a lesson that was thoroughly taught by the sad 
experience of the epidemic of 1872. 

Among the more prominent causes of death were con- 
sumption, 176 ; cholera infantum, 63 ; croup, 42 ; heart 
disease, 43 ; infantile, 58 ; pneumonia, 40, and old age, 47. 

There were 488 who died under five years of age, of 
whom 242 were under one year ; 117 between five and 
twenty ; 298 over fifty ; 168 over seventy, and 5 over 
ninety. 

The birth-places were, Lowell, 494 ; United States, 
outside of Lowell, 254 ; Ireland, 172 ; England, 36 ; 
Canada, 43 ; Scotland, 4 ; Nova Scotia, 3 ; New Bruns- 
wick, 5 ; Germany, 1 ; France, 1 ; Azore Islands, 1 ; 
unknown, 13. 

There were 541 interments in the Catholic Cemetery ; 
95 in the Lowell Cemetery ; 208 in the other yards of 
the city, and 108 were removed from Lowell.

It will be perceived that the native and foreign 
born parents are nearly equal inWard 4. In the other 
wards the foreign born parents are in the ascendant, in 
Wards 1 and 3 in the proportion of about two to one. 
More than half the Irish born parents are in Wards 1 
and 3; 261 of the 485 fathers, and 248 of the 468 
mothers. The Canadian born parents are mainly in 
Wards 4 and 5; or, 117 of the 185 fathers, and 114 of 
the 178 mothers. A majority of the English are in 
Wards 3 and 6; 55 of the 99 fathers, and 45 of the 80 
mothers. The most natives of Maine are in Ward 1 • 
or, 23 of the 90 fathers — over one-quarter, and 29 of 
the 92 mothers — nearly one-third — mainly on the 
corporations. New Hampshire makes the best show 
in Ward 5; 16 of the 52 fathers, and 17 of the 51 
mothers, about one-third in each case. Vermonters 
take to Ward 4, which reports 13 of the 41 fathers, 
and 9 of the 31 mothers — nearly one-third.

No attempt has been made to classify the trades of 
the fathers, as they always show about the same, the 
laborers coming first and operatives second. 

MARRIAGES. 

The number of intentions of marriage recorded 
and certificates issued in 1877 was 565, 32 more than 
in 1876. Number of marriages solemnized in Lowell, 
548, 34 more than in 1876; solemnized elsewhere and 
recorded here, 22, or 16 less than in 1876, making 570 
recorded here, 18 more than in the previous year.

Here we have a decrease in the number of native 
born persons married, and an increase in the marriages 
of the foreign born, while it has been shown in the 
birth statistics that there is an increase in the native 
born parents. The solution of the reasons which 
might be given for these seeming discrepancies is 
respectfully referred to an eminent local statistician, 
who has given the questions here involved much 
attention and study.

The ages of the oldest couple were 84 years and 
64 years, the groom being twenty years the senior. 
The youngest mates were a groom of 19 and a bride 
of 15.

A lad of 
19 was united to a lady of 35. Twenty-five grooms 
were under 21 years, and nineteen brides were under 
the age of 18, the youngest being the lass of 15 years 
above referred to. 


DEATHS. 

The number of deaths the past year was 1029, a 
decrease of 118 from 1876, and the smallest number 
in any year, with one exception, since 1870, there 
having been 1020 in 1875.

In 1876, 544 of the deaths, or 47 per cent., were in 
four months, from July to October inclusive. Last 
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year there were 366 deaths in the same time, or little 
less than 36 per cent., only little more than the average 
for the year. 

As the City Physician and Superintendent of 
Burials has alread} 7 given you all the facts that can be 
of interest in relation to deaths, and the} 7 have been 
given to the public through the press, and will soon be 
before you in pamphlet form, I will refrain from further 
comments. 


GENERAL SUMMARY. 

In the foregoing are reported 1333 births, 548 mar- 
riages, and 1029 deaths in Lowell during 1877, to 
which should be added 25 still-births, and two cases 
where dead bodies of infants were found. The num- 
ber of children born alive exceeds the number of 
deaths by 304, the largest natural increase in any one 
year for the past seventeen } 7 ears. This is certainly 
gratif} 7 ing, especiall} 7 when an examination of statistics 
shows that in six of the last thirt} 7 -three } 7 ears the 
deaths have exceeded the births in our cit} 7 , two of 
those } 7 ears coming within the present decade — 1870 
and 1871. 

The table commenced last } 7 ear, giving the num- 
ber of births, marriages and deaths since the incorpo- 
ration of the cit} 7 , is continued, though in the first 
eighteen years the numbers are estimated from the 
best obtainable data.

CHIEF’S OFFICE, GOVERNMENT BUILDING, ^ 
Lowell, April 1, 1878. f 

To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen. ■ 

Gentlkmen : As required by the ordinances of the 
city, herewith is submitted the annual report of the Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Department for the year ending 
March 31, 1878. 

Owing to the illness of Chief Engineer Hobson, which 
has confined him to his house for the past four or five 
months, and as the time for another report has arrived, 
the duty falls upon me to carry out the requirements of 
the city in this respect, which I will do to the best of my 
ability. 

The report consists of a register of the members, an 
inventory of the apparatus and other property in charge 
of each company, and an enumeration of all property 
belonging to the department ; also a list of signal boxes 
connected with the fire alarm telegraph ; the number of 
hydrants and reservoirs, with their location, together with 
a full statement of the fires and alarms which have 
occurred during the past year, the causes thereof, the 
loss and insurance, as near as could be ascertained, and 
such information and suggestions as are thought proper 
for your consideration.

FIRES AND ALARMS. 

The whole number of alarms given from signal boxes 
for the year ending March 31, 1878, is forty- one, being 
an increase over last year of two. Of the alarms given 
the services of the department were called into requish 
tion at twenty-eight of them. At several times during 
the year, by timely and judicious action on the part of 
members of the department, alarms have been prevented 
and useless excitement avoided-

The whole amount of loss, as .near as could be ascer- 
tained, is $68,623.40, upon which there has been paid 
insurance to the amount of $38,998.40, making loss 
above insurance, $29,626. 

Details of each fire will be found in a tabular state- 
ment elsewhere. 


APPARATUS. 

The apparatus consists of three steam fire engines of 
equal capacity, two of them being built by Hunneman of 
Boston, and one bj r the’ Union Machine Company of 
Fitchburg ; three four-wheeled horse hose carriages, one 
built by the Amoskeag Manufacturing Company of 
Manchester, N. H., one by E. B. Leverich & Co., New 
York, and the other by J. J. Wright & Co. of Lowell; 
one two-wheeled horse hose carriage, built by J. Jenkins 
of Lowell ; five hand hose carriages, two hook and ladder 
trucks, one protective wagon, built by Convers & Son of 
Lowell, eight hose sleighs, also two traverse-runner 
sleighs, three fuel wagons and one small wagon. The 
sleighs and wagons are used for exercising the horses, 
for telegraph repairs and other purposes. The committee 
on fire department have recently had brakes put on to 
the horse hose carriages, also exchanged one of steamer 
Two’s horses for one of steamer One’s. Since then, how- 
ever, they have exchanged steamer One’s for a new pair, 
the former horses not being reliable to take the apparatus 
to a fire. They have also contracted for a four-wheeled 
horse hose carriage, (Amoskeag), similar to steamer 
Three’s on Middle street, to be placed in steamer One’s 
house on Gorham street, and to be drawn by the steamer 
horses, keeping the steamer in reserve, the same as 
steamer Two has been run the past year, and transferring 
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the hand hose carriage, run by that company, to hose 
company number Seven on Cross street, the old carriage 
of hose Seven having been sold to Convers & Son. 

The Hook and Ladder truck, Salvage Wagon, also the 
horse hose cariages Nos. 3 and 4 respond to every alarm ; 
the remainder of the department respond on an average 
to less than half the signal boxes on a first alarm. 

DUTY PERFORMED BY THE SEVERAL COMPANIES. 

Company No. 1 called eleven times ; service five times. 
No. 2 called 21 times; service 12 times. No. 3 called 
forty-one times ; service fifteen times. No. 4 called 
forty times ; service ten times. No. 5 called eleven 
times; service seven times. No. 6 called twelve times; 
service six times. No. 7 called twenty times ; service 
seven times. No. 8 called 13 times; service four times. 
Steamer No. 1 responded 3 times ; steamer No. 2 in ser- 
vice 1 time; steamer No. 3 in service 4 times, and the 
Hook and Ladder company to a greater or less extent to 
every alarm. 


FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

All of the battery-jars have been changed for a larger 
size, thereby obtaining a more enduring battery. A 
communication line, connecting the Middle-street house 
with the other houses, would be serviceable, and the 
expense of its construction would not be much more than 
the cost of the material to do it with. As the telegraph 
requires constant watchfulness to know its condition and 
ensure accurate working, an increased expense in its care 
and maintenance would seem to be justified. An eclec- 
tric condition of the atmosphere, or a high wind, and 
other contingencies are liable to produce sudden derange-?

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merits, which require promptness and experience to 
overcome. There has been an increase of two boxes the 
past year, and it is inferred that several will be asked for 
this year. 

WATER. 

Extensions of water pipe have been made during the 
past year to the amount of 16,042 feet, and 20 hydrants 
have been added, making the whole number 629. Three 
new flush hydrants have replaced three of the old style 
post on Gorham street. Thirteen of the hydrants are of 
the post pattern ; six are located on the line to Middlesex 
Village, the last one is near S'. P. Hadley’s, and the 
remainder have been located in various parts of the city. 
The hydrants have been in good condition the past 
Winter. 


HOUSES. 

During the past year there has been erected a very 
substantial building on Branch street, furnishing accom- 
modations for a ward room, and the apparatus located in 
that part of the city, which consists of Torrent Steam 
Fire Engine No. 2 and hose carriage. It is pleasantly 
situated, large and commodious, containing ample room 
for a ladder truck and horses. It would be well, I think, 
to keep the spare truck, now on Middle street, at this 
house, as the truck now run is at any time liable to be 
detained by steam cars at the Northern depot. As 
instances of this kind have occasionally happened, it 
would be well to be prepared for such emergencies. 

The other houses are in generally good repair with 
the exception of the cellar in steamer One’s house, which 
is very wet, the land in that vicinity being springy, and 
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the water which leaches through the walls causes a con- 
tinuous amount of water to accumulate on the cellar 
bottom, which ought to be remedied in some way. I 
think, also, that the grounds outside need a little atten- 
tion in the way of grading, fencing, etc , as it looks 
unfinished as it now is. The roofs of the houses on 
Warren and Middle streets also need some attention in 
the way of repairs, as they now leak badty. As the 
shelves in the present battery room are all full, and two 
boxes, 45 and 71, have been added since any jars were 
put in, and as there is a call for other boxes, it will be 
actually necessary for more jars, for the accommodation 
of which the room now occupied must be enlarged, which 
can be done at a trifling expense. 

MANUAL FORCE. 

The membership is composed of one chief. and four 
assistant engineers, the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Arlin having been filled ; three steamer com- 
panies, having an average of twelve men each ; five 
hose companies, having in all 61 men; one hook and 
ladder company of 21 men, and a company of seven 
men connected with the salvage wagon, making in all 
one hundred and twenty-one men (121.) 

The chief and drivers, (seven in number,) are per- 
manently employed, and, in addition to fire duty, 
perform such other labor as may be required, the chief 
having charge of the street lights, and, under the direc- 
tion of the committee on lighting, locates all new posts 
and regulates the time that lamps shall be lighted. 

It affords me much pleasure to say that there exists a 
general good feeling among the members of the various 
companies, and that for promptness and efficiency a 
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favorable comparison may be made with other cities of 
the commonwealth. 

In conclusion I return thanks to the committee on fire 
department and all other officials with whom I have had 
intercourse and from whom I have received many favors; 
also to the department for its promptness and efficiency.

INSTRUCTIONS TO KEY-HOLDERS. 


1. Alarms must be given from the box nearest the location of 
o tlie fire. 

2. Upon the dissovery or positive information of a fire, you will 
unlock the box, pull down slide or hook once only, and let go. This 
gives the desired alarm all over the city, repeating itself four or five 
times. 

3. Each box contains a small bell, which, if heard before } T ou 
pull the hook, indicates that the alarm has been previously given 
from another box ; in such cases do not pull the hook until }~ou are 
sure the alarm has been completed. 

4. Never signal for a fire, seen at a distance; never 'touch the 
hook except to give an alarm of fire. Give an alarm for no cause 
other than an actual fire. Be sure and dose the door on leaving the 
box. 

5. Second alarms for the same fire will be given only by one 
of the engineers. 

6. Never let the key go out of } T our possession unless called for 
by the Chief Engineer. If you change your residence or place of 
business where the ke}^ is kept, return the ke} r to the same officer. 

GF* Iveys to boxes are in possession of responsible persons in the 
vicinity of the signal boxes, also in the hands of the police. Citizens 
are requested to inform themselves where ke} T s to the signal boxes 
are kept.

WATER BOARD’S REPORT. 


Office LOWELL WATER BOARD, \ 
January 18th, 1878. / 

To the City Council of the City of Lowell: 

On the 19th of January, 1877, the persons constitut- 
ing the Lowell Water Board, Horace R. Barker from the 
Board of Aldermen, John F. Kimball and James W. 
Bennett of the Common Council, and Earl A. Thissell 
and Cyrus H. Latham, elected from the citizens, met for 
the transaction of business ; and regular weekly meet- 
ings have since been held, at which all matters relating 
to this department have been carefully canvassed, and 
all who have had business with the Board have been 
attentively heard. 

Agreeably to the requirements of the city ordinances! 
the members of the Water Board met on the first Mon- 
day in May for their annual organization. There was 
present the entire Board, consisting of the above named 
(except E. A. Thissell, whose term of office expired at 
that time), and Albert A. Haggett, who had been elected 
from the citizens for the two years ensuing. C. H. 
Latham was chosen President, and James M. Battles 
Clerk. 

Our experience for the past year has shown that 
the interest of the citizens in their excellent water 
works does not abate, but rather the necessity for the 
general use of the city water by all is more imperative 
than ever. 
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WATER BOARD’S REPORT. 


The Water Board has endeavored to administer the 
important affairs entrusted to them with fidelity, having 
in mind their responsibility to the municipality on the 
one hand, and the proper and just claims of the citizens 
on the other. 

ITEMS OF OPERATION FOR THE YEAR. 

The total consumption of water for the year was 
595,447,070 gallons against 543,466,890 gallons for the 
year 1876, and the daily average consumption for the 
year 1,631,360 gallons against 1,488,950 gallons for the 
year 1876. 

The quantity of coal consumed for pumping water, 
heating engine building, etc., was 5 37if§§ net tons 
against 512M0I tons for the year 1876. It will be seen 
that 554 gallons of water has been raised 165 feet high 
for every pound of coal consumed for the year. 

The total number of services put in to this date is 
4,423, a gain of 328 for the year ; and the total number 
of water-takers is 10,154, supplying, it is estimated, 43,- 
400 persons, or about four-fifths of the population of the 
city. 

There has been laid during the year 3x00 miles of 
street mains against 4 t 7 o°o miles laid in 1876. The total 
amount of street mains now laid is 54 to g o miles. 

The total net charges for water rates for the year, 
after making all abatements and exclusive of charges for 
service pipes, has been $96,103.81 against $91,613.49 for 
the year 1876, and except that the charge for metered 
water was reduced last April from thirty to twenty cents 
per thousand gallons, the income would very nearly reach 
one hundred thousand dollars, the estimated income 
made at the commencement of the year. 

For detailed and critical statements of the condition 
and operation of this department, we refer to the accom- 
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panying reports of George E. Evans, City Engineer, and 
S. P. Griffin, Superintendent of the Water Works, in 
both of which much valuable information is presented. 

Early in the year a petition came to this Board, bv 
reference from the City Council, from residents of Mid- 
dlesex Village for the extension of the water pipes to 
that section of the citv : and after a careful investigation 
of the subject, it was voted to extend the pipe, as peti- 
tioned for, a distance of 4456 feet, upon condition that a 
guarantee be given the citv that the income from water 
rates, or otherwise, as interest on the outlay, should for 
a period of five years amount, annually, to at least six 
per cent. Agreeably thereto a contract was executed 
to the city by responsible parties. 

The general policy pursued by the Board, respecting 
extensions of water mains in the less compact portions of 
the city for the accommodation of citizens, has been to 
lay the pipe one hundred and twenty-five feet to a single 
taker, and longer lines in the same ratio ; and barring 
cases where public necessity requires the extension of 
pipes, we have required a reasonable assurance that out- 
lays therefor should yield in water rates six per cent, per 
annum thereon. 


CONTRACTS. 

February 19th, a contract was made with R. D. 
Wood & Co., of Philadelphia, for four hundred tons 
of iron water pipe at $32.00 per gross ton for straight 
pipe and 2^ cents per pound for. special castings, delivered 
in this city. 

April 2nd. a contract was made with William E. 
Livingston for three hundred and fifty tons of Old Com- 
pany’s Lehigh coal at $5.30 per ton on the cars in 
Lowell. 

In August, 1S76. the wife of Charles E. Heald was 

O 7 

injured by a stone from a blast from the pipe trench on 
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Mount Hope Street. Efforts were made at the time to 
settle for the damage, but without success. Subsequently 
the injury assumed a more serious aspect than first ap- 
peared, and in March last Mr. Heald presented a claim 
for $5,000, which was promptly rejected by the Board; 
but after a long negotiation, and by the advice of the 
City Solicitor, the case was adjusted by the payment of 
$1000, the city receiving a full discharge. 

We are not aware of the existence of any valid 
claims against the city in this department, except for 
current bills. 

FILTER INLET. 

By use of the filter inlet constructed during the 
latter part of the year 1876, the quantity of filtered water 
available has been largely increased, although for reasons 
explained in the Superintendent’s report its full capacity 
has not been utilized except for a small portion, of the 
year ; but it is confidently expected that, with the im- 
provements already made, the same difficulties will not 
again occur, to a like extent, at least. 

We have already found that by use of this work, 
very much less sediment accumulates in the pumping- 
well. and, as a matter of course, in the pipes also, and we 
expect still greater results. 

During the year 1876, before the filter inlet was 
constructed, the river gate to the conduit was required 
to be open almost constantly while the pumping engine 
was in operation, to afford a full supply, it having been 
closed but thirty-eight days and open two hundred and 
fifty-two days, while the average daily consumption of 
water for the year was 1,488,950 gallons. 

During the year 1877 the river gate was closed one 
hundred and seventy-five days and but slightly open one 
hundred and thirty-eight days, while the average daily 
consumption for the year was 1,631,360 gallons. 
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After the cleansing of the inlet in September, the 
whole supply of the city for nearly three months was 
from the filter inlet and gallery only, while 1,730,100 
gallons was the average daily amount pumped during 
the time. 

The yield of the filter gallery alone, including the 
water product of the conduit tunnel (which is a consid- 
erable percentage of the sum), amounts according to 
careful tests made in the year 1875, to somewhat less 
than 950,000 gallons daily average. 

From the above data it appears that the water 
product of the filter inlet when in proper order is quite 
large and is fully equal to the yield of the filter beds of 
European cities where nearly similar works are in use, and 
from which experience has shown that the average yield of 
water from such works is about three-and-a-half gallons of 
water per hour for each square foot of surface, at which 
rate this work should yield nearly 600,000 gallons in 
twenty hours, which would be the full average daily 
limit of time of its effective operation. With frequent 
cleansing the yield will exceed this amount. 

With the experience gained, it occurs to us that if 
another filter inlet should be constructed, so that the 
whole supply of water for the city be filtered, the work 
should be located on the land side of the gallery, con- 
tiguous thereto, and near the mouth of Clay Pit Brook, 
where is a natural basin well adapted for such purpose. 
Here the river could be shut off at all times, except in ex- 
traordinary floods, and the filter cleansed at any time. 

THE PUMPING WORKS 

Are in excellent condition, and no repairs have been 
required upon either the Morris or Worthington engine, 
except what has been done by the engineer in charge. 
Both engines have more than sustained the high reputa- 
tion heretofore accorded to them. 
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WATER AS A MOTOR. 

There having been several calls for the use of water 
as a motor for operating light machinery, and particu- 
larly for operating the bellows of church organs — uses 
not permitted by the acquired water rights of the city — a 
communication was in March last addressed to James B. 
Francis, Esq., Agent of the Proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals, requesting that the managers of the several cor- 
porations owning the water-power of the Merrimack 
River entertain an application for the concession to the 
city of the right of use of water as a motor for operating 
light machinery and church organs. The subject was 
promptly considered by a committee of the treasurers of 
the corporations, and while they declined upon any 
terms to grant the use of water for general purposes, be- 
ing doubtful to what it might lead, they very generously 
granted, without compensation, under a permanent con- 
veyance, the right of use of water as a motor for oper- 
ating organs in churches and public halls owned by the 
city. This contract was subsequently ratified by the 
City Council. 

HIGH SERVICE. 

A considerable time since, a petition was presented 
to a former City Council by citizens in Centralville and 
Belvidere, whose residences are at too high an altitude 
to be supplied with water from the present reservoir, 
praying that a high service water supply be provided. 
This petition was referred to this Board, and has 
been maturely considered, and by our direction the City 
Engineer has made estimates of the cost of such works 
and obtained other data bearing upon the subject, which 
will be found in his report herewith. 

The reservoir system, which would be the most 
complete of the two plans presented, would cost $90,000, 
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while the reservoir stand-pipe plan would cost $ 69,000 . 
This latter plan, if the stand-pipes were large so as to 
hold one or two days’ supply for the high service, would 
doubtless meet the wants of the high service district for 
a long time. 

The area of territory within the city limits, exclusive 
of Fort Hill, not susceptible, on account of altitude, of 
being adequately supplied from the present works, is 
about ninety acres, and there are fifty-eight dwellings 
not adequately supplied with water for domestic pur- 
poses, or with protection from fire. 

The estimated income in water rates from a high 
service system from dwellings now erected is about 
$900. 

We assume that the furnishing of a high service 
water supply is only a question of time, and the need is 
one which sooner or later must be met. We, however, 
have deemed it wisest to give the facts bearing upon this 
question to the City Council, that your honorable body 
may judge of the whole matter. 

STATEMENT. 

The following statement exhibits the receipts and 
expenditures for the year and the net cost of the Water 
Works, including the interest on the Water Loan and all 
expenses in excess of receipts for water rates to Decem- 
ber 31, 1877. It also shows the total net cost of the 
works and expenses thereon from taxation :

The importance of the extension of the water pipes 
to the City Farm has often been referred by the Mayors 
and committees of the City Council as a most desirable 
consummation, both for domestic purposes and as a pro- 
tection against fire. 

The main pipe as extended through Chelmsford 
Street has been laid of large diameter with special refer- 
ence to its being ample for a copious supply of water at 
that point. 

The distance from the present terminus on Chelms- 
ford Street to a point on said street opposite the City 
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Farm is eighteen hundred feet and a further distance to 
the city buildings of six hundred feet, and the cost of its 
extension thereto would be about $4,650. Should its 
extension be desired by the City Council, we suggest 
that a special appropriation be made therefor. 

The Board has arranged for, and has now in course 
of preparation, full and authenticated copies of all acts 
and ordinances relating to the construction of the Water 
Works, together with all land and water rights and 
other important data bearing upon the subject, which 
are to be bound in permanent form, which will be of 
much value to the city’s interest when completed. 

Annexed is a balance sheet from the City Treasurer, 
showing the charges and receipts compared for water 
rates, service pipes and sundries from January 1st, 1877, 
to December 31st, 1877. 

Mr. James P. Roberts, engineer in charge of the 
pumping works, has fully Sustained his excellent reputa- 
tion as a very capable man for his position, and he is 
untiring in his attention to his charge and in his efforts 
to obtain the very best results possible, in which he is 
eminently successful. 

The Clerk of the Board, Mr. James M. Battles, who 
also acts as Water Registrar, has discharged his difficult 
and responsible duties with great faithfulness and ac* 
ceptance. 

Mr. Griffin, Superintendent, has attended to his 
duties with assiduity and painstaking and to our entire 
satisfaction.

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ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


Office of CITY ENGINEER, 
Lowell, January 1, 1878. 


To the Lowell Water Board : 

Gentlemen : — The undersigned respectfully submits 
the following report of the work done by the two engines 
at the Pumping Station, calculated from records kept by 
the Engineer, Mr. James P. Roberts, an average of the 
records taken at the reservoir, and an approximate esti- 
mate of the cost of a high -service system of water 
supply. In calculating the “ duty” of the engines noth- 
ing has been added for friction of water in pump, caused 
by bends or angles between the pump-well and pressure- 
gauge ; nor has any allowance been made for steam used 
in heating the building, the radiators being supplied 
from the boilers making it impossible to obtain any 
correct record of the coal used for this purpose. 

The engines have required but few repairs the past 
year, all the repairs necessary having been made by the 
Engineer and his assistants.

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HIGH-SERVICE SYSTEM SUPPLY. 

At the request of the President of your Honorable 
Board, I have made preliminary surveys and an approx- 
imate estimate of the cost of a high-service system of 
water supply. 

It is assumed that the present reservoir can supply 
all houses below elevation one hundred and seventy-five, 
which is six and one-half feet below high-water mark ; 
although the houses between one hundred and seventy- 
five and one hundred and fifty-five are not now satisfac- 
torily supplied. The territories to be supplied are the 
high lands in Centralville and Belvidere, which are situa- 
ted about one and one-fourth miles apart, measured in a 
straight line. The Centralville district contains about 
sixty acres within the city limits, and about twenty-two 
acres in the town of Dracut. 

There are at present in this district twelve* houses 
above elevation one hundred and seventy-five ; there are 
also twenty houses east of Vernon Street and three 
others which would be supplied by the high-service, 
making in all thirty-five houses within the limits of the 
high-service system. The Belvidere district contains 
about thirty acres above elevation one hundred and sev- 
enty-five. There are at present eleven dwelling-houses 
above this elevation, two quite near it, and also ten others 
which are below elevation one hundred and seventy-five, 
which would be supplied by this system, making the total 
number of dwellings to be supplied by the high-service 
system fifty-eight. 

No survey of Fort FI ill has been made, as there are 
no buildings on it ; it is estimated that there are from 
fifteen to twenty acres above elevation one hundred and 
seventy-five ; the elevation of its summit is two hundred 
and twenty. Thus, there are about one hundred and 
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five acres within the city limits which can not be supplied 
by the present system. 

It is proposed to have an engine of one million 
gallons’ capacity in twenty-four hours, located in the 
present engine-house, thus using the old boilers and feed- 
pumps. The pumping main to be laid in Tenth Street, to 
the reservoir which would be located on the hi°:h land 
just east of Mt. Pleasant Street. The distributing main 
to be twelve inches in diameter, and to start from the 
pumping main at Tenth Street, passing through Bridge, 
East Merrimack, High, Oak and Nesmith Streets to 
Mansur Street, where it would connect with the eight- 
inch pipe now laid in Mansur Street. It might be well 
to connect the high and low systems of distribution at 
the corner of Bridge and East Merrimack Streets, to be 
used only in case of a large conflagration when the 
pressure in the low-service distribution pipes would be 
greatly reduced. A small tank, or stand-pipe, located on 
the summit of land in Belvidere, would be of great benefit 
to the district when it became necessary to make repairs 
on the distributing main or street pipes of the high-service 
system in Centralville. There will be required about 
thirty-seven hundred feet of six and eight-inch pipes, which 
will reach every house in these two districts, with the ex- 
ception of two. Until some definite plan has been fixed 
upon, and surveys and estimates of quantities more care- 
fully made, it is impossible to give more than an approxi- 
mate estimate of the cost of a high-service supply.

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The first cost of the high-service supply could be 
considerably reduced by substituting a stand-pipe, to be 
located within the reservoir grounds at the head of Sixth 
Street, for the proposed reservoir on Mt. Pleasant 
Street. 

By having a large tank located on the high land in 
Belvidere, this system would probably be satisfactory 
until the high -service district contains a much larger 
number of water-takers than at present. 

The stand-pipe should have sufficient diameter to 
contain water enough in connection with the tank for 
the night supply and for an ordinary fire, so that the 
pumps would not be required to work during the night. 

The engine would be located at the present engine 
house, the same as in the reservoir plan. 

The street pipes would be about the same in either 
system, except the pumping main, which would be located 
in Sixth Street, instead of Tenth Street. The following 
is only an approximate estimate of the cost of the high- 
service stand-pipe supply.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S OFFICE, 30 Merrimack St., 1 
Lowell, Mass., January 1, 1378. / 

To the Loivett Water Board: 

Gentlemen: — I respectfully present this, my Fifth 
Annual Report, giving a statement of the general con- 
dition of the works, and particularly what has been done 
during the past year. 

The work of laying mains was as usual suspended 
during the months of January, February and March, 
except on Fletcher Street. On this street, between Clark 
Street and Bowers Street, there was about four hundred 
feet of ledge that was being put to grade by the street 
department; as the connection of Fletcher and Pawtucket 
Street mains had never been made, owing to this portion 
of the street not being at grade, it was thought best to 
follow and put in the pipe as fast as the street was ready. 
This was done and saved digging up the street but once. 
Later in the season the remainder of the pipe from 
Bowers Street was put in, and the connection made with 
Pawtucket Street, giving the much-needed circulation. 

The most important extension made this year was 
the eight-inch pipe, laid to Middlesex Village. This line 
was extended from a point near the house of Francis 
Jewett, on Middlesex Street, and run to the house of 
Mrs. Edwards, a distance of four thousand four hundred 
and fifty feet. 
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THE FILTER GALLERY 

Has been carefully examined and was found to be in good 
condition. 

FILTER INLET. 

During the freshets of last spring the water came 
up over the banks and slopes of the inlet and carried in 
a large amount of silt and sand, which covered the filter 
bed to the depth of sixteen to eighteen inches ; the con- 
sequence was, the inlet did not give the yield of water it 
would have done had this event not occurred. 

It was not until September that the water was low T 
enough in the river to allow the going in on to the bed 
to remove the deposit, and during the time from the 
spring after the freshets, until September, when the inlet 
was cleaned out, the river gate had to be open on an 
average of twenty-five turns, which would give an open- 
ing in the thirty-inch gate of about two and two-thirds 
inches, and delivering about half a million gallons per 
day of ten hours, or at the rate of fifty thousand gallons 
per hour, this being necessary to keep the reservoir at 
the proper height to supply takers on the high points in 
Belvidere and Centralville. 

After the cleaning of the filter bed, in September, 
the river gate was closed and was not again opened until 
December, making eighty-three days in succession that 
the whole supply was obtained from the gallery and the 
inlet. This fall a dam has been put in between the inlet 
bed and the river to shut out the water, in order that the 
bed can be cleaned out when necessary. The water was 
thus shut out on the 21st and 22nd of December, and 
the bed was again cleaned, since which time the yield 
has been nearly enough for the supply. 

The banks and slopes of the inlet have also been 
carried up higher, and the freshets will not again be liable 
to overflow them. 
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The amount of silt removed on the 21st and 22nd 
of December, when the bed was last cleaned, was on the 
average about one inch in thickness ; after this was done 
there was taken off about one and one-half inches of the 
sand, which was replaced by fresh sand to the depth of 
two inches. 

It would seem from the experience now had with 
this part of the work, that it will be necessary to clean the 
bed at least once in three to five weeks, and with the 
present consumption, nearly enough water can be ob- 
tained without drawing direct from the river, which is 
much desired. 

GALLERY GATE-HOUSE. 

At the entrance of the filter gallery into the gate- 
house there has been put in another sluice gate, which 
was needed to quicken the supply at the engine-house. 

CONDUIT. 

The conduit line has been examind and needed 
repairs made, which were slight. 

ENGINE-HOUSE. 

At the engine-house the outlay for repairs has been 
small. Last spring a row of maple trees was set out 
around the inside of the fence of the grounds, which 
will in time add to the beauty of the surroundings. 

PUMPING ENGINES. 

As heretofore the Morris Engine has done the most 
of the work during the year past with nothing more than 
the ordinary expense. I refer to the report of the 
Engineer for details and expense of running. 

THE FORCE MAIN AND RESERVOIR 

Are in good condition, and no extra expense has been 
laid out upon either of them. 
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DISTRIBUTING MAIN. 

A new brick gate box has been built over the thirty- 
inch gate on First Street, on the distributing main, this 
being the only expense incurred this year on this line. 

ITEMS OF WORK DONE. 

At the point on Dutton Street, where the eight- 
inch cement pipe crosses from Cushing Street, to pass 
over to Middlesex Street, the pipe was lowered to ac- 
commodate the Gas Light Co. in laying their new main ; 
they paying the expense. 

HYDRANTS MOVED. 

Two hydrants have been moved, one on Gorham 
Street and one on Bridge Street, on account of changes 
in street lines. 

WATERING TROUGHS. 

There has been put in one stone trough at Middle- 
sex Village, and the one in Centralville has been repaired 
and set lower. I would recommend that the iron foun- 
tain, near the junction of Gorham and Middlesex Streets, 
be changed, and a stone trough be put in. This I deem 
important, on account of the short supply of water for 
the large number who use it there. 

BLOW-OFFS. 

Two blow-offs have been put in, one on the eight- 
inch line at the brook, near the junction of Paw- 
tucket and Middlesex Streets, and one was put in on 
Dutton Street sixteen-inch line. 

In this connection I will state that the six-inch line 
on Dutton Street was changed the past year, and a 
sixteen-inch pipe was put in on Dutton Street, from 
Market Street to a point opposite the Lowell Machine 
Shop Office, this change being made for better protec- 
tion from fire for the Lowell Machine Shop. 
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LEAKS. 

There have been only four leaks in mains during 
the year, two being on Bridge Street, one on Union, and 
one on Central Street at Crosby Street. All were in 
joints. 

BRIDGES. 

At the several bridges where the mains cross above 
the water, examination has been made. 

The timbers at the canal bridge on Merrimack 
Street, near the Prescott Mills, should be repaired next 
season. All others are in a safe condition for the 
present. 

I would recommend that, in all cases where canal or 
river* crossings have to be made, they all pass under 
the bed of the stream. There will then be no liability 
of freezing, and the lines can always be open, and, with 
gates on each side, they can be easily managed. 

FIRE SERVICES. 

One has been put in at the city yard, and one at the 
Belvidere Woolen Company’s Mills, on Howe Street. 

* . WATER-TAKERS. 

The total number of water-takers, December 31, 

1877, is 10,154. The whole number of persons upon 
which the water rates are computed is 43,405, not in- 
cluding those in places of public resort. 

The water has been shut off from the premises of 
46 takers for non-payment of water rates. The num- 
ber let on upon payment is 37. The whole number of 
services remaining shut off for non-payment is 14. 

The total number of services laid to January 1, 

1878, is 4,423; of these 328 have been put in during 
the past year. 
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SERVICE PIPE LAID. 

The amount of service pipe laid during the year is 
12,164 feet of three-quarters inch diameter, 2,365 feet of 
one inch diameter, 720 feet of one-and-one-half inches 
diameter, and 87A feet of two inches diameter, making a 
total of 15,336/2 feet, or 2/0 miles. Add the amount 
previously laid, 168,221 feet, the whole amount is 
183,557/2 feet, or 34 /t> 7 o miles. 

MAIN PIPE LAID. 

The amount of cast iron pipe laid during the year is 
16,042 feet, or 310 <r miles; add to this the amount pre- 
viously laid, and the amount is 289,657 feet, or 54 td 6 o miles. 

The usual schedule showing the sizes is annexed. 

In addition to the above mentioned main pipe, 
there has been laid 3,564 feet of three-quarters and one 
inch pipe, in localities where larger sizes were considered 
not necessary.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of 
Lowell. 

Gentlemen: By a provision of chapter 26th, 

section 1st of the Ordinances of the City of Lowell, 
the City Marshal is required in the month of December 
in each year to report to the City Council the condition 
and organization of the police department, as well as 
to report a synopsis of the doings and work of the 
department, for the municipal year commencing on 
January 1st and ending on the 30th of November 
following. 

In obedience to such requirement, I have the honor 
as well as pleasure, to make the following report: 

The entire force of the department, as at present 
organized, consists of fifty-one men, exclusive of the 
Marshal, and they are divided into a day and a night 
squad. 

DAY FORCE. 

The day force comprises fourteen men, who report 
at the Marshal’s office at eight o’clock a. m., and 
remain upon duty until seven o’clock p. m. 
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NIGHT FORCE. 

The night force comprises thirty-seven men, 
including supernumeraries, who are required to report 
at the police station-house at six o’clock and forty-five 
minutes in the afternoon, and to remain upon duty 
from November first until May first till five of the 
clock the following morning, allowing each of them, 
however, one hour during the night for refreshments. 

GENERAL DUTIES OF THE DAY FORCE. 

The general duties of the day force under the 
direction of the Marshal or his deputy, consists of 
patroling the streets, looking after licensed liquor 
dealers as well as those unlicensed, and also licensed 
hackney coaches, job wagons, fish and fruit dealers, 
auction rooms, junk and pawn shops, second-hand 
clothing dealers, etc., to keep under surveillance all 
suspected or suspicious persons, to observe the arrivals 
and departures at hotels and railroad stations. The 
special duties of the same force are, to serve warrants 
and mittimuses, attend the sessions of the courts, to 
pursue fugitives from justice, to recover stolen and 
lost property, and to execute all special orders given 
them by the Marshal or his deputy. 

DUTIES OF THE NIGHT FORCE. 

The general duties of the night force are, under the 
direction of the Marshal, and in his absence under the 
direction of his deputy or the captain of the night 
force, to patrol their respective beats as often as once 
in each hour while upon duty. They are also required 
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to note all removals from or into the limits of their 
respective beats, to acquire such knowledge of the 
inhabitants thereof as will enable them to recognize 
them, to take note of and report to the Marshal all 
street and sidewalk obstructions, removing them when 
practicable, to see that the public travel is not 
obstructed, that coal-holes are covered and left secure, 
that street lamps are lighted and extinguished at 
proper times, that they are properly cleaned and give 
sufficient light, to call the attention of abutters to the 
state of their sidewalks, when by snow or ice or other 
cause they are rendered dangerous, to take note of all 
breaches of the laws and ordinances, and report the 
same; they are to watch the conduct of all persons of 
known bad character, in such a manner that it will be 
evident to them that they are watched , fixing in their 
minds such impressions as will enable them to recog- 
nize persons whom they frequently meet in the streets at 
night, and to the utmost of their power prevent the com- 
mission of assaults, breaches of the peace and all other 
crimes about to be committed; they are to examine 
upon their several beats all doors, gates, windows of 
dwellings, and stores, to see that they are properly 
secured; to watch vacant houses to prevent depreda- 
tions therein, and to do any other work in the line of 
their duty required of them by their superior officers 
that conserve the public interest. 

DETAIE OF THE FORCE. 

During the last year and since my last annual 
report, the men of the force have been detailed as 
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follows, and consist of the following names and are 
called the day force : Jacob G. Favor, Deputy Mar- 
shal and Constable, at the Marshal’s office. Harrison 
H. Fuller and Alfred Day, warrant and detective 
officers, at the Marshal’s office. Simon B. Harris, 
Edward Stockman and John F. McCaffrey, also at the 
Marshal’s office, but detailed specially to look after the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, to serve search and seizure 
warrants, and to serve other precepts and execute 
other orders under the general direction of the Marshal 
or his deputy. Daniel Ilayes, Albert E. Libby, Ben- 
jamin G. Mooney, William M. Lee, Thomas J. 
Sanborn, James E. Webster, Levi H. Witham, and 
William P. Farrington, are the day patrol force, cover- 
ing the whole city limits as often as practicable, and 
they are specially detailed to work within the precincts 
or beats which are outlined as follows: 

Precinct No i, covered by William P. Farrington, 
includes that portion of the city called Belvidere, or 
Ward Six. 

Precinct No. 2 includes all of that part of the city 
called Centralville, being a part of Ward Two, and is 
covered by Daniel Hayes. 

Precinct No. 3, covered by Albert E. Libby, in- 
cludes the portion of Ward Two south of Merrimack 
river. 

Precinct No. 4, covered by Benjamin G. Mooney 
includes all that portion of the city called Ward One, 
from the Merrimack street canal west to the Suffolk 
street canal, and south and east by the last named 
canal to the Pawtucket or western canal, including 
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the Boston and Lowell railroad depot on Dutton 
street. 

Precinct No. 5, covered by William M. Lee, 
includes that part of Ward One north and west of the 
Suffolk canal to Merrimack river, and south by Paw- 
tucket street, including Pawtucketville, to the crossing 
of the Boston, Nashua and Lowell railroad, thence 
east on said road covering Broadway and Western 
Avenue to the canal on Dutton street. 

Precinct No. 6, covered by Thomas J. Sanborn, 
includes that portion of the city called Ward Four, and 
is thus outlined: from and including Middlesex Village, 
east by Merrimack river and Pawtucket and Appleton 
and Hamilton canals to Central street, on a line with 
Gorham street, west side, thence south on Gorham 
street to the city line south of the fair grounds, thence 
west to the Chelmsford line to Middlesex Village. 

Precinct No. 7, covered by Levi H. Witham, 
includes that part of the city called Ward Three, and 
a portion of Ward Six, thus outlined the northern 
boundary being Mill street, Elm and Highland to 
Thorndike street, thence south to the fair grounds and 
Chelmsford line, thence east to Concord river, includ- 
ing the Cemetery, and the territory south to the Lowell 
and Lawrence railroad bridge, thence north by the 
cemetery and the west bank of the Concord river, to 
Mill street at the intersection of Lawrence street. 

Precinct No. 8, covered by James E. Webster, 
includes a part of Ward Six and Wards Three and 
Four, and is thus outlined: commencing at the canal 
bridge on Central street, thence through Central and 
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Warren streets to Lawrence street, south on Lawrence 
street to Mill street, thence through Mill and Elm to 
intersection of Highland and South streets, thence 
north on South street across Middlesex to Jackson 
street, thence east on Jackson to Central street and the 
point of beginning, including all the territory within 
said outlines, including also the Lawrence and Ando- 
ver railroad depot. 


NIGHT FORCE. 

The night force proper numbers thirty-one men, 
twenty-eight of whom are upon patrol duty, covering 
twenty-seven beats; and the other three are, first, a 
captain, whose head-quarters are at the station-house, 
and second, two keepers of the station, one of whom 
is constantly upon duty. 

CAPTAIN OF THE WATCH. 

The captain, under the general direction of the 
Marshal, has entire charge of the men while they are 
upon duty, including the supernumerary officers. At 
six of the clock and thirty minutes in the afternoon 
daily the regular night men and supernumerary officers 
assemble at the station. At a quarter to seven the roll 
is called by the captain. The detail from those who 
are present is made for the night. The regular beats 
are filled by the regular officers who are present. The 
beats of absentees are filled by the supernumeraries. 
The absentees are charged with their time and the 
supers are credited. The regular beats being filled 
either by regulars or supers, other orders for the ser- 
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vices of the men are then filled, either from the regular 
or supernumerary force, as occasion requires, such as 
attendance at parties, schools, political meetings, 
amusements at the public halls, temperance, scientific 
or religious meetings at the public halls, etc. At seven 
o’clock the men repair each to the several beats 
assigned to them, and patrol until ten minutes before 
twelve, when one-half of them repair to the station for 
lunch, remaining there until half-past twelve, when 
they again repair to their several beats, and the other 
moiety at ten minutes before one are at the station for 
lunch, and at thirty minutes past one again repair to 
their several beats. During the absence from their 
beats of the first moiety, the remaining moiety cover 
their beats, or the two beats so far as practicable, and 
this obtains without difficulty in the most thickly set- 
tled portions of the city, and where the beats are com- 
paratively small. When details are made for special 
service, the persons requiring such service usually des- 
ignate which officer they prefer, and so far as may be 
and when the exigencies of regular service will admit 
of it, their requests are complied with, otherwise such 
officer as can be conveniently spared is detailed, and 
his place is filled by a supernumerary. The captain of 
the watch is required to see each officer upon his beat 
at least once during the night, and it is entirely at his 
discretion what time that shall be. In the more 
densely populated portions of the city, and where there 
are large amounts of property, he is expected and 
required to see his officers often. 
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KEEPERS OF THE STATION. 

The two keepers of the station, one of whom, as 
has been previously suggested, is constantly at the 
station, alternate with each other; the one commencing 
his work at one o’clock p. m., and remaining until one 
o’clock the following day, when he is relieved by the 
other. They are to keep every part of the station-house 
in a cleanly and wholesome condition, to receive all 
persons committed to the station by the several officers, 
enter upon the record the name, nation, age, color and 
condition of each person, as well as the offence for 
which he is arrested and committed, and by whom 
arrested, to take charge of all their effects and enter 
them upon the records, to designate the cell if they are 
arrested as prisoners, and the room if ‘they are lodgers, 
in which they for the night shall be confined, to watch 
them during the night to see that they do no violence 
upon themselves or others, to furnish them with such 
victuals and drink as are provided at the station; and in 
passing I must take occasion to remark that although 
the officers filling these positions are not exposed to 
the elements outside or the assaults of the vicious who 
may be arrested, still the place is no sinecure, for not 
only are there almost always more or less prisoners 
incarcerated who constantly require his attendance (for 
most prisoners are very capricious), but not unfre- 
qently large amounts of money or valuable effects are 
found upon prisoners, for which while in his possession 
he is to a certain extent held responsible, and therefore 
the position seeks the man in the force rather than the 
man the position. 
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NIGHT BEATS. 

As has been previously suggested there are twenty- 
seven night beats, which are covered by twenty-eight 
men, there being one beat where the exigencies of the 
service performed thereon require two men. The 
location, number and outline of the several beats will 
be described and defined further along in my report. 

WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

The work performed by the members of the depart- 
ment commenced on the first day of December last, 
that being the commencement of the municipal year. 
From that time to the present date there has not been 
a moment of time that some members of the depart- 
ment were not upon duty and at work. Therefore it is 
a fact that it is a business that has no end. It is under 
the general direction of one man who is supposed to 
be able to furnish brains and skill sufficient to have the 
work performed respectably well. He is not unfre- 
quently called upon (as was said by the late Chief 
Justice Shaw) to settle more law in five minutes than 
the attorney whom he (said Justice) was addressing 
would be obliged to do during his natural life. How 
well the present incumbent, and the writer of this 
report, has performed his duty for the last municipal 
year, and during the three preceding years, must be 
judged by this and his previous reports, so far as they 
represent the result of his labor. The actual labor 
performed by himself, as well as by his assistants, 
cannot be fully reported, for the reason that there are 
hours and days of it upon some cases which result in 
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nothing but labor, and therefore are never reported 
except in an informal way to parties interested, but 
that portion of the labor which has become a matter of 
record upon the books of the department is as follows, 
and covers the term of the municipal year.

STOLEN PROPERTY REPORTED.

LODGERS AND TRAMPS. 


The number of lodgers and tramps that are prowl- 
ing through the country is truly alarming, and it is 
becoming, indeed it is already a serious question what 
we are to do with them. Hundreds of them are what 
are regarded in police parlance as " roundsmen; 55 that 
is to say, they make it a business to travel from city to 
city, and towns throughout the New England and other 
states, until they have made the rounds, which having 
accomplished, they start out again and generally with 
new names. Some of them, to be sure, are snatched 
up by the officers of the law and are dealt with 
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according to the provisions thereof, but the bulk of 
them continue their perambulations from year to year, 
living upon the public and scorning the idea of being 
engaged in any useful employment, or doing even 
sufficient labor to procure them a meal of victuals or 
lodging for a night; their whole policy, interest, or 
desire seeming to be to live upon the public without 
labor, either by begging or stealing. Many of them 
are very vicious and therefore dangerous to be at 
large, which statement is verified by the fact that the 
papers from all parts of the country are teeming with 
accounts of their depredations. The true policy would 
seem to be that there should be more stringent legisla- 
tion in reference to this class of criminals, and I would 
most earnestty suggest that our representatives to the 
general court be instructed, or requested, to take 
measures to that end. The whole number of lodgers 
and tramps admitted to our station, during the muni- 
cipal year, was 2,669, making a fraction more than an 
average of seven per diem. Besides this number 
which are entertained at the station, numbers of them 
apply directly at the city poor-house for lodging, and 
for the reason that the bill of fare at the latter named 
place is more extensive than at the former. 

SEARCH AND SEIZURE OFFICERS. 

As has been previously stated, three of the officers 
connected with the department have been detailed the 
past year to look after the liquor interest — that is to 
say, to see that persons who hold licenses issued by the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen to traffic in the sale of 
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intoxicating liquors were doing their business agreeably 
to the statutes in such case provided, as well as to 
prosecute those whom they find doing business unlaw- 
fully or without license. When I suggest that these 
officers have had, under the direction of the Marshal or 
his deputy, to look after two hundred and thirty-nine 
licensed places, as well as to ferret out those who were 
selling clandestinely, and when I state the fact that 
they have, besides attending to the above named 
duties, served search and seizure warrants, besides 
attending to divers other matters of criminal business 
wherein they have been detailed, some conclusion can 
be arrived at as to the amount of labor they have per- 
formed. Their duties, like the Marshaks, and in fact I 
may say this of pretty much all the officers connected 
with the department, never begin and never end; that 
is, they are liable to be called upon every night and 
day of the three hundred and sixty-five in the year to 
perform some duty. I cannot, therefore, bestow too 
much praise upon the men connected with this arm of 
the service, for the able, energetic and efficient manner 
in which they have performed their duties. As I have 
before stated, there were two hundred and thirty-nine 
liquor licenses of all classes granted the present muni- 
cipal year. Of that number ten have been revoked for 
cause, and the balance, so far as the officers can 
discover, are believed to be doing their business 
according to law. If I may be allowed the suggestion, 
I am clearly of the opinion that a very considerable 
number of licenses were granted more than the public 
convenience or necessity required. And I am also 
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clearly of the opinion that should the incoming city 
government deem it expedient to grant licenses for the 
traffic of intoxicating liquor, they should confine it 
to bona fide inn-holders, common victuallers, apothe- 
caries, the reputable leading grocers, wholesale dealers, 
distillers and rectifiers. No person who keeps a 
bar-room purely for the sale of liquors should, in my 
judgment, be licensed. More especially should no one 
whose place of business is connected by any inter- 
communication with a dwelling-house. 

The names of the officers detailed for the search 
and seizure business are Simon B. Harris, John F. 
McCaffrey and Edward Stockman. How well and 
what amount of labor has been performed by these 
officers, during the municipal year, may be gathered 
when I state that they have served four hundred and 
twenty-five search-warrants and seventy-two seizure- 
warrants. They have also made twenty-one hundred 
and ninety visits to places of business of persons who 
hold licenses, for the purpose of seeing that they 
conduct their business according to law. The whole 
amount of fees earned, and fines and costs imposed by 
the service of the above warrants was, fees, six 
hundred and seven dollars and thirty-five cents; and 
fines and costs imposed, three thousand and eight 
hundred dollars. 

OTHER WARRANT OFFICERS. 

As has been previously stated, there are two 
warrant officers detailed from the day force, and are 
connected with my office. These two officers are 
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Messrs. Harrison H. Fuller and Alfred Day. They 
have both been connected with the department for a 
series of }?ears, and I am happy to say that they are 
able, skilful and trusty officers. Besides doing an 
immense amount of labor in detecting crime and 
working up cases to a final issue, as also being present 
at all fires, they have served twelve hundred and 
ninety-five warrants and mittimuses, and the amount 
of fees earned upon said warrants and mittimuses is 
three thousand, eight hundred and twenty-four dollars 
and twent}' T -seven cents. 

OTHER SPECIAL DUTY. 

The search and seizure officers, the warrant officers, 
and the night and day patrol, have been detailed upon 
different occasions as their services were required, and 
the amount of money earned by them and paid by 
me to the Treasurer of the city, during the municipal 
year is, as per my receipts from said Treasurer, fif- 
teen hundred and ninety-six dollars and ninety-four 
cents. 


OTHER MONEYS DUE THE CITY. 

For the amount of money paid or due the city from 
the Clerk of the Police Court, incidental to the labor 
performed by the officers of my department, and which 
amounts in the aggregate to some thousands of dollars, 
I respectfully refer you to him for information.

HEALTH. 

The sanitary condition of the city, thanks to the 
improved condition of drainage, which has been prose- 
cuted and is still progressing and extending, should be 
a source of congratulation to our citizens. No general 
epidemic has made its appearance. A single case of 
small-pox occurred during the year, and the executive 
officer of the Board of Health attacked this case, with 
all its surroundings, so vigorously, that the disease had 
no opportunity to spread itself. 

The Board of Health, as a board, have been 
called upon to exercise the functions of their office 
but very unfrequently during the year, the excellent 
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Chairman of the Board, and his executive officer, pre- 
fering to attend to all matters requiring the attention 
of the Board, rather than to put them to the trouble and 
inconvenience of meeting. This, of course, has 
imposed additional labor upon the Marshal and his 
force, which, though onerous at times, has been cheer- 
fully done. Our city has now arrived at such 
dimensions in territory, and the pursuits of her people 
are so diversified, some of their pursuits creating large 
amounts of refuse matter, that, in my judgment, the 
time has arrived when there should be a commission 
appointed having full powers in the matter of the 
health of the city, thus relieving the City Marshal, who 
is the executive officer of the Board of Health as at 
present constituted, from any responsibility in the mat- 
ter, and for the reason that from year to year the duties 
that he is called upon to perform have so enlarged and 
increased, that if he gives them proper attention, their 
ample performance will require all his time and 
energy. The last legislature passed an act authoriz- 
ing cities and towns to create boards of health, and 
our Ciy Council having adopted that act, the council 
elected for the next municipal year will undoubtedly 
create such a commission with ample powers. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having, gentlemen of the City Council, given you 
such information appertaining to the police department 
of our city as, I trust, will be satisfactory and accepta- 
ble to you, it only remains for me to return you — 
individually and collectively, as well as to the gentle-

business, as also all the officers connected with my 
department — my sincere thanks for the uniform kind- 
ness and courtesy shown me in our official intercourse 
during the past year.

CITY SOLICITOR’S OFFICER

To the City Council. 

Gentlemen : In compliance with the requirements of 
the ordinances I have the honor to submit a report of the 
business of this office during the past year. 

At its commencement, when I entered upon my third 
year’s service as Solicitor, the following actions, in which 
the City was interested, were pending in the Superior 
Court : 

Thomas Hogan v. City of Lowell . 

William Manning v. City of Lowell. 

William E. Whitehead v. City of LoivelL 

Sarah Halloioell v. City of Lowell .

I append a brief statement of the facts in regard to 
each of the foregoing cases and the proceedings which 
have been had in relation thereto : 

1. HOGAN v. LOWELL. 

This was an action brought to recover damages for 
personal injuries received by the plaintiff in falling down 
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an embankment by the side of Broadway. It appeared 
in evidence that the plaintiff, who was an employe at the 
mills of the Lowell Hosiery Company, while walking home 
at night when the sidewalk was covered with ice, slipped 
and was precipitated down this embankment, and was 
seriously injured. The City had neglected to protect the 
public by placing a railing at this place, as required by 
law, and the only question for the jury to pass upon was 
the amount of damages to which the plaintiff was 
entitled. They found a verdict for nine hundred &nd 
thirty dollars, which did not seem unreasonable upon the 
facts proved. 


2. MANNING v. LOWELL. 

This was a suit to recover damages for injuries caused 
to plaintiff’s estate on Broadway by the action of the 
City, as alleged, in cutting off and obstructing an ancient 
drain, and thereby flooding with water and seriously 
injuring his property. In the same suit the plaintiff also 
claimed that the City, by constructing a sewer through 
Broadway, drained the water from his well, and that it 
permitted, to his great detriment, the surface water upon 
School street, into which drains from dwelling-houses 
situate thereon had been emptied, to flow over his land. 
The case was tried at the September term of the 
Superior Court, and the presiding justice, upon questions 
of law raised on behalf of the City, decided that the 
plaintiff* could not maintain his action upon either of his 
claims. Exceptions were taken by the plaintiff* to the 
rulings of the court, but they were not allowed in season 
for argument thereon at the law term of the Supreme 
Judicial Court in January last. 
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3. WHITEHEAD v. LOWELL. 

4. HALLOWELL v. LOWELL. 

These actions were tried together. The first was for 
injuries to property, and the second for injuries to the 
person, received by reason of an alleged defect in 
Mclntire street. It was proved that it was a private 
street, but entered upon and united with Mar.-hall street, 
which was a public one; that a large quantity of snow 
and ice, between four and five feet in height, was per- 
mitted to remain in the centre of the travelled way, and 
that the sleigh of the plaintiff, Whitehead, while he was 
driving though the street, was overturned by this obstruc- 
tion and broken, and that the plaintiff, Hallowed, was 
thrown out and injured. 

While the City is not obliged to repair private ways, 
which are dedicated to the public use, the law makes the 
municipal corporation equally liable to persons injured 
by defects therein as if they were public streets, unless 
the Mayor and Aldermen either close them up or give 
notice that they are unsafe. In these cases it appeared 
that Mclntire street was not closed nor was there any 
notice posted of its condition. 

There are very many ways of this class in Lowell, and as 
the law applicable thereto seemed to be somewhat unset- 
tled, it was deemed very desirable to obtain the opinion 
of the Supreme Court in these cases. When the plain- 
tiff’s’ evidence was in, it was claimed on behalf of the 
City that the defendants were not liable in either action. 
The court so ruled. Plaintiff’s counsel took exceptions 
and they were argued before the full bench of the 
Supreme Court in January, and the cases now await 
their decision.

5. PATRICK MURPHY v. LOWELL. I 

6. * MARGARET MURPHY v. LOWELL. ) 

These actions, which were tried together, were for 
damages for injuries to person and property, occasioned 
by carelessness of the workmen, employed by direction 
of the Mayor and Aldermen, while blasting a ledge in 
Suffolk street when excavating for the purpose of con- 
structing a sewer. 

The defendants claimed that as the authority to build 
sewers was given by law to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
acting as an independent board, and the City Council 
could not control them, neither they nor the persons they 
employed to do the work were the agents of the City, 
and, therefore, the City could not be held liable for their 
negligence. 

The court so determined. Plaintiffs excepted and the 
cases were argued before the Supreme Court in January. 
As the precise points presented have never yet been 
judicially determined by our highest tribunal, its decision 
is awaited with much interest. 

7. GRANGER v. LOWELL. 

This suit was for injuries to the person of the plain- 
tiff, received from a fall on Central, near William street. 
There appearing to be no defence it was settled for three 
hundred dollars. 


8. McGovern v. lowell. 

In this case, upon investigation, it appeared that plain- 
tiff* fell by reason of a defect on Appleton street, and was 
injured. The City was liable, and a settlement was 
effected for four hundred and fifty dollars.

1. SCOTT v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff claimed to have been injured by falling 
into an excavation in Pollard Avenue, which is a pri- 
vate way, running from Paige to John streets, entering 
upon and uniting with the latter, which is a public street. 

After the plaintiff had put in his evidence the defend- 
ants contended that he had failed to prove that the 
avenue had been opened and dedicated to the public use. 

The case, in some particulars, resembled the cases of 
Hallowell and Whitehead, before alluded to, but differing 
from them in this respect, that if any evidence tending 
to show a dedication had been introduced, the City was 
prepared to prove by the deeds of every abuttor on the 
avenue that it was a private way, reserved, in the original 
conveyances from the Proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals on Merrimack River, especially for the benefit of 
the grantees, their heirs and assigns, and not for the use 
of the public. 

The court ruled upon the law in favor of the City, and 
judgment has been entered for the defendants. 

2. DONNELLY v. LOWELL. 

The plaintiff in this action had petitioned to the City 
Council for compensation for injuries sustained by

her by a fall upon Central street. The Committee on 
Claims, to whom the petition was referred, after exami- 
nation came to the conclusion that the City was not 
liable and the claim was disallowed. Thereupon a suit 
was commenced, but subsequently abandoned. 

An action was brought in the Superior Court against 
one of the police officers of the City for trespass in the 
service of a warrant from the Police Court,' which the 
Solicitor assisted in defending. The plaintiff claimed 
damages for injuries sustained by the conduct of the 
officer. It was admitted that there was a technical tres- 
pass but that the plaintiff or her property was injured 
was denied Nominal damages of one dollar were found 
for the plaintiff. 

The remaining actions, being all the cases against the 
City now pending, are upon the docket for trial before 
the Superior Court, which sits in Lowell in March. I 
do not deem it proper to refer to them more fully in this 
report. 

Beside the duty of defending the City in whatever 
proceedings may be brought against it, the Solicitor has 
attended the several meetings of the Committee on 
Claims, to which many petitions for damages are, during 
the year, referred, each requiring careful and extended 
examination. Such as disclose the existence of legal 
liability of the City are adjusted, and, in all others, the 
petitioners are given leave to withdraw, and they gener- 
ally acquiesce in the result. 

The important duties devolving upon this Committee 
have been, during my connection with this office, per- 
formed with great fidelity and much expensive litigation 
has been saved, and yet the amount expended annually 
in settlement has been very small. 
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The Legislature, in 1877, passed a law limiting to 
four thousand dollars the amount which can be recov- 
ered in an action against a city or town for injuries 
received from defects in public ways. This limitation 
and other provisions in the act referred to were undoubt- 
edly needed to protect these corporations from excessive 
and unreasonable verdicts. 

Quite a number of verbal and written opinions were, 
during the year, given to the City Council, its commit- 
tees, officers, and School Committee, and very many 
contracts, deeds and legal instruments, to which the City 
was a party, have been prepared, but a detailed state- 
ment thereof does not seem to be required. 

I am happy, in conclusion, to acknowledge my obliga- 
tions and express my thanks to the officers of the City 
for such assistance as I have had occasion to require of 
them in the discharge of my duties.

To the City Council : 

The undersigned, constituting the second Board of the 
Overseers of the Poor, under the revised charter, respectfully 
submit the following report for 1877. 

The most important trust committed to the charge of the 
Board is the general oversight of the almshouse and its 
inmates. There are some facts in the history and condition of 
this institution for the past year, that call for special notice. 
It is a gratifying fact that the same person making his 
sixteenth report has entered upon his seventeenth year of 
service as superintendent. It is generally conceded that the 
Lowell Almshouse is one of the best institutions of the kind 
in the state, and this reputation has been secured in a great 
measure by the prudent, economical and wise management of 
the Superintendent. 

The almshouse has constantly been crowded, commencing 
the year with one hundred and two inmates and closing with 
one hundred and forty-five, making, with the members of 
the reform school, the whole number supported one hun- 
dred and eighty-seven. The actual cost of support for each 
individual is reported by the Superintendent at $62.64 for the 
year. The expense of each inmate at the State Almshouse, 
Tewksbury, for the year 1877, was $104.52, or $2 per week, 
and the average expense at all of the almshouses in the state 
$2.44, while at the Lowell Almshouse it was only $1.21 per 
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week. There are no pauper or large institutions in the state 
where the cost of support is so low, and, only here and there 
a small country almshouse can be found supporting the poor 
at so moderate a rate. One seeret in this reduction of 
expense in living arises from tlie productiveness of the farm 
connected with the almshouse ; from the selection of crops 
profitable to raise, and the economy of labor. The value 
of the crops after harvesting, not including what had 
been consumed before, is reported at $4,092.39, considera- 
bly more than one-third of the whole expense of support for 
the year. This shows the importance of having productive 
land connected with all such institutions ; that this land should 
be advantageously cultivated, and then, that the labor of all 
such dependents should be turned to the best aceount. 

But the profit thus obtained by the labor is only a small 
advantage. No one thing i s so benefieial to the health and 
habits of such persons as work upon the laud, constant, 
regular and systematic ; besides, the effects of such exercise 
are found to have a most favorable influence upon the disci- 
pline and management of an institution. The utilizing of 
labor constitutes a very important element of success. 

THE INSANE. 

The Superintendent of the Almshouse reports forty insane 
January 1, 1878, and that there were thirty-five at the com- 
mencement of the year. It appears also from the records of 
our Secretary that seventeen insane persons have been sent 
during the year from Lowell to Worcester and Taunton 
hospitals, and that twenty-five are supported by the city, at 
the present time, in the State hospital. There is no question 
but that the ehronic insane are increasing every year, the sup- 
port of which is becoming very burdensome to cities and towns. 
The charge at all the State hospitals is $3.50 per week, with 
extra expense in case of extra care and outlay for clothing. 
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Two years ago, by enlarging the accommodations at the 
almshouse, eight chronic insane persons were removed from 
the Worcester Hospital to our own institution, and several 
more might have been removed this last year had there been 
room. It will be seen that the difference in expense is no 
small item. Should $1.75 per week be estimated as the cost 
of supporting an insane person at the almshouse, allowing 
extra expense for care and other things, the change from the 
hospital to the almshouse saves over $100 per annum, and in 
the case of the eight persons named, over $800. By the 
addition of this new brick building to the almshouse, it not 
only improves the accommodations of its inmates, but enlarges 
them, providing for a greater number. It is a question 
whether six or eight more of the incurable chronic insane, 
now supported at the * State hospitals, should not be removed 
to our almshouse. If they can be made as comfortable here, 
with as good or better prospects of improving, the change 
should surely be made. The experiment thus far made has 
proved eminently successful. By this change, these patients 
have more liberty, more homelike feeling in their associations, 
more exercise in the open air and sunlight, and other advan- 
tages that conduce to their comfort, health and mental 
improvement. 

It is a question of much interest, whether cities and towns 
will support in their own almshouses more and more, their 
incurable chronic insane ; if good accommodations can be 
provided, local support, on many accounts, is better. In our 
Lowell almshouse, the situation of this class of persons may 
be made very comfortable and their prospect of recovery 
improved, so that a large number should be provided for at 
home. The success of the experiment depends much upon 
the watchfulness and care of the Superintendent and his 
assistants. 
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WORKHOUSE A Kt> REFORM SCHOOL. 

The Workhouse and Reform School, though connected 
with the almshouse, are not strictly speaking, pauper institu- 
tions, but rather correctional and reformatory in their 
character. Their connection with the almshouse is simply a 
matter of convenience and economy. The members of the 
workhouse have the same accommodations as the inmates of 
the almshouse, but the pupils of the reform school occupy a 
building by themselves, and are kept entirely separate from 
the paupers. 

During the year 1877, one hundred and eleven persons 
were sentenced by the Police Court, mostly for drunkenness, 
to the workhouse for terms ranging from thirty days to six 
months. Fourteen of this number were left at the close of 
the year. 

The reform school averaged forty -nine for the year, and 
had sixty-seven sentenced there during the year ; twenty-nine 
for truancy ; fifteen for larceny ; seventeen for wandering 
about the streets ; six for stubbornness ; six for wilful 
trespass, and three for breaking and entering. The time of 
sentence varied from three to twenty-four months, with an 
average of little over nine. This reform school, established 
among the first in the state, is considered generally as one of 
the best in the state. Its influence in correcting the bad 
habits and improving the character of its members, as well as 
in restraining the young lads in the city from vice and crime, 
is most beneficial. The same may be said of the w r orkhouse. 

TIIE POOR OUTSIDE OF THE ALMSHOUSE. 

The duties of the Overseers of the Poor, confined to the 
almshouse, are small in some respects compared with their 
cares and responsibilities in reference to the poor outside of 
institutions, and who are constantly appealing for aid. 
All municipalities have settled down into the necessity

and duty of extending aid more or less to the deserving poor 
outside of the almshouse, but, as to the extent of this aid and 
the manner of furnishing it, practices differ. It is now gen- 
erally admitted, both on the claims of humanity and economy, 
that what may be property called a system of out-door 
relief ” must be adopted by all municipalities. There are 
cases frequently occurring of sickness, of infirmity, of want 
of employment and other misfortunes ; it may be the aged, or 
helpless children, when the}' must suffer and starve to death, 
without some aid. There are other cases where individuals 
and whole families, by sickness, want of work, or some other 
misfortune, are brought into circumstances of distress, it may 
be suddenly, and require a little temporary aid to bridge over 
present necessity ; otherwise they must go to the almshouse, 
become pauperized, lose self-respect and means of self-support. 
While humanity and economy demand in the administration 
of public charity that aid should thus be granted to the poor, 
it must be done with great care and discrimination, lest the 
poor themselves are demoralized and public charities are 
abused. This aid is generally furnished in fuel or provisions 
at the first cost, in very small quantities, and the recipients 
are given to understand that the}' must work their own way 
along with as little help as possible ; otherwise they must go 
to the almshouse — there is no alternative. A few hundred 
dollars wisely expended in this way will accomplish not only a 
vast amount of good, but save a large number from becoming 
permanent paupers. 

But to administer aid in this way judiciously and wisely, 
requires much time, labor and watchfulness ; the whole 
success depends upon the manner and discrimination with 
which it is done. The agent employed should have much 
sagacity, a thorough knowledge of human nature, and an 
experience improved in this kind of work. Then, records 
must be kept of the history and character of applicants, of 
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their origin and circumstances, and whether by law they have 
a settlement or not. It is of the highest importance that all 
items bearing on these points should be noted down and 
preserved for reference. In dealing with this class of 
applicants for aid, there is one point in the outset to decide 
which is of the utmost importance, viz : has the party a 
settlement in Lowell, or any legal claim for help? or has the 
party a settlement in some other place? And in case no 
settlement can be found, the claim for support belongs to the 
state. This question must be determined in the first stages of 
inquiry, in order to give notice to the state or other city or 
town where * the party has a settlement ; otherwise the 
expenditures made on the part of the city cannot be 
recovered. 

On account of the changes which legislation has made, 
from time to time, in the laws of settlement, it has become 
very difficult, especially in some cases, to determine just 
where the claimant has a settlement. If mistakes are made, 
bills amounting to hundreds of dollars may be lost. Investi- 
gations of this kind require not only time, but experience — a 
speciality of knowledge not easily obtained. For illustration, 
both in 1876 and 1877, between two and three thousand dol- 
lars were recovered from the state, cities and towns, by this 
law of settlement. Lowell, on account of its changing 
population, is more liable than some other places to be 
imposed upon by temporary residents, and therefore this law 
of settlement with us is a very important matter. 

SECRETARY. 

The revised charter provides that this Board may have a 
Secretary, who becomes the agent of the Overseers of the 
Poor in administering this " out-door relief.” With this duty 
in hand, it becomes a very important and responsible office. 
Careful minutes of all individuals and families applying for 
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help are preserved. The number of applicants for aid has 
increased the last, over the previous year. The cause of this 
increase is attributed principally to the hard times — the want 
of employment. Over four thousand persons applied for 
help ; eight hundred and fourteen families were aided, con- 
sisting of over three thousand individuals ; five hundred and 
forty-seven of these families had settlements in Lowell ; one 
hundred and fifty-five burial permits were given to under- 
takers ; four hundred and twenty-two orders on the city 
physician ; almost five thousand orders for fuel and groceries, 
amounting to $11,628, of which nearly $3,000 are repaid by 
the state, cities and towns. The whole cost of this out-door 
relief to -the city amounts, in 1877, to a little over $8,000. 
Considering the large number of individuals and families 
relieved, the charity must have done immense good, a vast 
amount of suffering relieved, and much permanent pauperism 
prevented. No citizen can make himself personally ac- 
quainted with this charity of out-door relief, without being 
convinced of its necessity. But much discrimination and 
wisdom must guide all its operations. 

Considering the importance and value of such services, 
that the duties of the office require all the time of one indi- 
vidual, and considering also that the city may easily lose 
hundreds, if .not thousands of dollars, for the want of compe- 
tency and fidelity in this officer, it is to be regretted that his 
salary (which was too small before) should have been 
reduced for the ensuing year. As the Overseers of the Poor 
have no power in the matter of salaries, they would suggest to 
the City Council that this officer should be compensated as 
well as other persons employed by the government for 
performing similar services. 

For further particulars in respect to out-door relief, and 
other doings of the Board of Overseers, reference is made to 
the report of the Secretary. For information respecting the 
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reform school and the almshouse, reference is made to the 
following reports of Mr. Lang and Mr. Phelps.

Secretary’s Report. 


Office of Overseers of the Poor, | 
Lowell, Dec. 81, 1877. ) 

To the Board of the Overseers of the Poor: 

Gextlemex : In submitting my second annual report, 
you are informed that the number of applicants for relief for 
the first half of the year, and the amount expended, were 
largely in excess of the previous year ; but for the past six 
months the calls were less frequent and urgent. There is a 
reasonable prospect that the expense for out-door relief for the 
next year may be largely reduced, if the present rigid system 
of investigating the condition of every applicant before aiding 
be persistently continued. 

Some of the details of the business done in their behalf 
may be shown by the following : 

There have been four thousand three hundred applications 
for relief during the past year, an increase of one thousand 
two hundred and fifty over 1876. Many of this number were 
duplicates. 

Eight hundred and fourteen families have been aided, 
consisting of two thousand eight hundred and forty-nine 
persons, an increase over 1876 of two hundred and eighteen 
families, and five hundred and five persons. 

The expense to the city for 1877 was eight thousand 
two hundred eighty-six dollars and nine cents, an increase of 
only eighty-seven dollars and eighty-four cents over the

previous year. The cost for each person, for 1876, was three 
dollars and forty-four cents; in 1877, two dollars and ninety 
cents, which averages less than one cent per day for each 
person aided. 

Sixty-one families have acknowledged settlements in 
other cities and towns. Two hundred seventy heads of 
families have no known settlement in the state. Four hun- 
dred eighty-three families have settlements in this city. Of 
the eight hundred fourteen families, two hundred ninety-six of 
these are widows, or those who have been deserted. 

The applications were from the following nationalities : 
Africans, 5 ; French, 88 ; Scotch, 19 ; English, 115 ; Amer- 


icans, 125; Irish, 2,397.

During the year I have visited nearly four hundred 
families and persons at their homes. 

It will be seen by the foregoing that the duties of the 
Secretary, and the work of the office, are increasing rather 
than diminishing. 

I have endeavored in the discharge of my duties to 
carefully investigate the circumstances of each applicant for 
relief, before aiding, to determine as far as possible how much 
and the kind of aid was needed, also to determine their legal 
status, thereby enabling me to charge the expense to the 
place where the law has provided for their support. 
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Before closing this report, permit me to tender to you 
my most grateful acknowlegement for the kind and friendly 
treatment I have received at your hands.

Superintendent's Report. 


Office of Superintendent of Institutions at City Farm, 
Lowell, December 31, 1877. 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor , City of Lowell: 

Gentlemen : In accordance with the requirements of the 
city ordinances and the rules of your Board, I herewith 
respectfully submit to you my second report, it also being my 
sixteenth annual report, at the close of my eighteenth consec- 
utive year as Superintendent of Institutions at City Farm, 
showing the condition of the lands and buildings of the farm, 
and the inmates of the various institutions under my charge, 
and of other matters relating to the office of Superintendent. 


FARM. 

The boundaries of the farm remain the same as at the time 
of my last report, no alterations having been made of them 
during the year past, they still enclosing about one hundred 
and twenty-five acres of land, and fully one-half of it is in a 
good state of cultivation. 

During the year past there has been a large amount of 
work done in reclaiming other portions of the land, by grading 
and laying of drains, etc. 

There has also been more of the usual amount of work 
done to keep the cultivated portions of tire farm in as good a 
state of cultivation as heretofore ; nearly all the grass land 
lias been top-dressed this fall with the best of fertilizers and 
manures, the very exceedingly open fall and winter has 
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been so favorable for the continuance of such work until the 
present time, that I expect the land will be in a better condi- 
tion than ever before the next spring for the bearing of large 
crops, especially of hay, if the season following is favorable. 

There have been five acres of land laid doAvn to rye and 
grass this fall. The amount of land cultivated in the raising 
of vegetables, and so forth, the year past, was about twenty- 
five acres. 

At different times during the year when there has been 
opportunity and the other work not pressing, I have had the 
road from the almshouse buildings to the pest-house and 
beyond graded, and the grading around the pest-house 
finished, and have also graded some around the sewer 
reservoir. I would recommend that there should be a road 
constructed across the Framingham Railroad, in the rear of the 
piggery, so that we can get on to a portion of meadow-land 
belonging to the farm with teams for various purposes ; it (the 
land) being separated or cut off from the rest of the farm 
when the railroad was built, the railroad company agreed 
with the city, when the damages were settled, that they would 
construct a crossing at that point, but have not as yet. 

Also there has been built two thousand and one hundred 
feet of fence, starting at a point near the piggery and running 
around in the rear of the almshouse and reformation build- 
ings to the road leading to the pest-house, continuing on the 
east side of said road to the pest-house, and around it to the 
buildings beyond. It was constructed at a cost of material 
alone of one hundred and thirty-two dollars and forty-five 
cents, the labor of building being done by the people here in 
the institutions. 


BUILDINGS. 

The new building that you have caused to be erected the 
past fall to be used by the male inmates of the almshouse and 
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workhouse — those that are not hospital patients — to thereby 
relieve the main building of its overcrowded condition, when 
it is ready for occupancy, is now nearly completed and will 
supply a want which has long been needed. It gives a chance 
for the female insane inmates to have apartments more by 
themselves, and room also for more of those that are now 
being supported by the city in the various state insane 
asylums to be moved here where they can be supported at a 
much less expense. The building stands in the men’s yard 
northwest of the boys’ reformation building, distant about 
fifteen feet. It has been erected so far at a cost, the present 
time, of two thousand six hundred and forty-six dollars 
and thirty-nine cents ($2,646.39), including the heating 
apparatus. 

Also this fall the old wooden gutters on the various 
buildings of the different institutions, have been taken 
down and new galvanized iron ones substituted in their place, 
new connections being made with their conductors and the 
cisterns, so that we are now able to save a much larger amount 
of water from the roofs than ever before. The cost of this 
improvement was four hundred and six dollars and sixtv-eight 
cents ($406.68). The usual amount of general repairs have 
been done on the buildings inside and out to keep them in 
good condition, at an expense of six hundred and eighty-seven 
dollars ($687.00), an amount which includes all the repairs 
done on the wagons, carts, etc., of the place. 

I do not like to keep every year calling your attention 
to the fact — but yet I feel that it is my duty to — that we 
should have a more abundant supply of water available, espe- 
cial ly in case of fire. With, as at the present time, our very 
large family of aged and decrepit inmates and young chil- 
dren, if perchance a conflagration should break out in the 
buildings, I am fearful we should meet with a serious loss of 
life before aid could reach us, water from River Meadow 
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Brook being almost unattainable on account of the railroad, 
and the nearest approach of the city’s water works being 
distant one-half of a mile, and our cisterns being drawn upon 
almost constantly for daily use and consumption, would hardly 
ever be in a condition to furnish an adequate supply for 
immediate want, especially in dry weather. 


CROPS. 

The crops the past year were on an average good, taking 
everything into consideration. The hay crop was nearly one- 
third greater than the year previous, and according to the 
preparations that have been previously spoken of in this 
report, I think that the prospects are favorable for a much 
larger increase of production the year coming, should the 
winter prove favorable for the roots of the grass. In the fall 
cinders from the engines of the railroad set on fire and burnt 
over some three acres of our best grass land, 'which we hope 
has not destroyed the roots of the grass. 

The strawberries yielded well, producing more than an 
average crop, but the price obtained for them in the market 
was exceedingly low. I have retained for another season 
the old beds, enriched the soil and cultivated them well 
during the fall, and have also set a new bed containing about 
one acre, so that I think if the roots are not winter-killed this 
winter we shall probably have an abundant crop of them 
another year. 

The potatoes did not yield a successful crop. By the use 
of Paris green, and looking over the vines occasionally to 
pick off the potato bugs, we saved the earlier varieties, but a 
destructive blight struck the later ones, which reduced the 
quantity that we expected to have raised, and it looks doubtful 
now whether we raised a sufficient quantity for the consump- 
tion by the inmates until another season. 
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The apple crop was very light, being almost a failure. 
The pear crop was large, and so were most of the fruit and 
vegetable crops that were cultivated. 

The value of the produce raised on the farm, that was 
harvested, was four thousand, six hundred and ninety-two dol- 
lars and thirty-nine cents ($4,692.39). This amount does 
not include any that was used in the family before harvest 
time. 

The amount received from the sales of produce raised on the 
farm during the year was two thousand, four hundred and 
eighty-eight dollars and twenty-seven cents ($2,488.27). 


HELP. 

The same amount of help has been employed on the place 
this year as last, no changes having been made — namely: 
four men on the farm and two female assistants in the house, — 
and all have given good satisfaction in their close attention 
to their duties. 


FARMING TOOLS. 

The farming tools are the same as at the time of my last 
report, with the exception of the purchase of a new mowing 
machine and other small tools for the purpose of replacing 
useless ones, and numerous necessary repairs have been made 
on the remainder. 

The carts, wagons and sleds, etc., are the same also, no new 
purchases having been made during the year. The wagons 
have all been repaired during* the year, and some new cart 
bodies have been built, the building of which has been done 
here on the place. 


STOCK. 

The stock on hand January 1, 1877, consisted of six 
horses, six cows and sixteen pigs. During the year there has 
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been bought one cow, sixteen hogs killed and fifteen pigs 
raised, leaving the number on hand December 31, 1877, six 
horses, seven cows and fifteen pigs. 

I would here state that we have one horse that has been in 
constant use in the teams ever since 1862, and is now getting 
past work, and he will probably have to be replaced soon, 
as well as one other that is not suitable for work. 

SMALL-POX HOSPITAL. 

On the 29th of May last this hospital was again opened 
for the receiving of patients sick with small-pox, and in a few 
days it contained seven of them in number. In less than two 
weeks two of these died, when the Board of Health took them 
and the hospital in charge, and my care of them ceased. 

When the disease was abated in the city and there was no 
further use for the hospital, it was restored to its former con- 
dition and is now ready for use whenever occasion demands it. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

The number of inmates in the almshouse January 1, 1877, 
was one hundred and two, fifty-eight males and forty-four 
females ; the number admitted during the year was one hun- 
dred and sixty-two, one hundred males and sixty-two females ; 
making the whole number for the year two hundred and 
sixty-four, one hundred and fifty-eight males and one hundred 
and six females. Of this number one hundred and nineteen 
were discharged, seventy-four males and forty-five females, 
leaving the number remaining* December 31, 1877, one hun- 
dred and forty-five, eighty-four males and sixty-one females. 

The average number of paupers supported for the year was 
one hundred and fifteen. 

The number of insane in the almshouse January 1, 1877, 
was thirty-five, thirteen males and twenty-two females. 
There were admitted during the year seventeen, four males 
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and thirteen females, making the whole number for the year 
fifty-two, seventeen males and thirty-five females. Of 
this number there were twelve discharged, four males and 
eight females; leaving the number remaining December 31, 
1877, to be forty, thirteen males and twenty-seven females. 
Of the number of insane discharged, three died, one male and 
two females. The statistics of the insane are included in those 
of the almshouse also. 

Of the number of inmates of the almshouse discharged 
twelve died during the year, five of consumption, one each of 
chronic diarrhoea, dropsy and paralysis, and two each of old 
age and insanity. 

And in connection with this subject I would say that I 
hereby extend my thanks to Dr. Hermon J. Smith, for the 
prompt and efficient manner in which he has always performed 
his duties in his connection with these institutions during the 
past year. 

There has been one birth in the almshouse during the 
year. 

The ages of those admitted are as follows : Under one 
year of age, ten ; from one to five years of age, sixteen ; from 
five to ten, eighteen ; from ten to twenty, fifteen ; from 
twenty to thirty, twenty-three ; from thirty to forty, eighteen ; 
from forty to fifty, twenty-nine ; from fifty to sixty, 
nineteen ; from sixty to seventy, ten ; from seventy to 
eighty, four — the youngest one five months and the oldest 
one seventy-three years. The oldest person in the almshouse 
is ninety-eight years old. The average age of those admitted 
is thirty-one. 

Of the number admitted ninety were born in this country, 
fifty-two in Ireland, seven in England, seven in Canada, and 
three in Scotland. 
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WORKHOUSE. 

This is an institution established at the city farm, 
in connection with the almshouse, for the reception of 
that unfortunate class that are convicted of minor 
crimes before our municipal court, such as drunkenness, 
vagrancy, etc., so that the city can have the benefit of their 
labor, which they would not have if they were sent to the 
.House of Correction at Cambridge, where the city would 
have to pay their board and lose their labor. But yet, we 
receive a large number that are incapacitated for labor. 

The number of inmates January 1, 1877, was ten, five 
males and five females. The number committed during the 
year was one hundred and eleven, thirty-nine males and 
seventy-two females, making the whole number for the year 
one hundred and twenty-one, forty-four males and seventy- 
seven females. Of this number there were one hundred and 
seven discharged, thirty-nine males and sixty-eight females, 
leaving the number remaining December 31, 1877, to be 
fourteen, five males and nine females. 

The average number of inmates supported for the year 
was twenty-three. 

Of the number committed during the year five males and 
twenty-four females were committed for drunkenness, seven- 
teen males and seventeen females for drunkenness, second 
offence, thirteen males and twenty-one females for being 
common drunkards, two males and one female for assault and 
battery, two females for larceny, one male and five females 
for vagrancy, two females for fornication, one male for 
refusing to report a case of small-pox, and one female for 
being a common nuisance. The longest sentence six months, 
shortest thirty days. The average length of sentence of those 
committed two months and twenty-three days. The average 
length of sentences served by those discharged two months 
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and thirteen days. There were live committed between the 
ages of seventeen and twenty, forty-one between twenty and 
thirty, thirty-two from thirty to forty, sixteen from forty to 
fifty, fourteen from fifty to sixty, four from sixty to seventy. 
The oldest person was sixty-eight and the youngest one 
seventeen. The average age was thirty-four. 

Of those committed thirty-eight were born in this eo untry, 
sixty-five in Ireland, six in England, and one in Canada. 

HOUSE OF EMPLOYMENT AND REFORMATION FOR JUVENILE 

OFFENDERS. 

This institution, also eonneeted with the almshouse, still 
continues to produee the most gratifying results. 

Mr. William A. Lang still continues in charge as teacher 
and chaplain, positions to whieh he has amply proved himself 
to be the right man in the right plaee. 

The same arrangements continue to exist between the eity 
of Lowell and the eities of Chelsea and Somerville, and the 
towns of Woburn, Winchester and Stoneham, in regard to 
their sending their truants to this place, and arrangements 
were likewise made this year with the town of Waltham. 

No ehange has been made in the method of conducting the 
sehool during the past year, the inmates being required to 
attend sehool five hours per clay, and use the following text- 
books in their studies : Guyot’s Intermediate and Primary 
Geography and First Lessons in Geography, Anderson’s His- 
tory of the United States, Eaton’s and Greenleaf’s Common 
Sehool Arithmetic, Colburn’s Intellectual and Walton’s Pri- 
mary Arithmetic, Hillard’s series and Franklin Fifth Leader, 
and Dunton’s series of Writing Books. 

For employment they are oeeupied in the weeding and 
gathering of the garden fruits and vegetables during the 
summer and fall months, and in the winter and spring 
devoting the most of their time to the sehool. 
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The methods of punishment that have been used the past 
few years are considered to be the most effectual, that is, for 
all simple offences, the removing of the choice portion of each 
meal for a certain length of time, and for the graver offences 
by being shut up in solitary confinement. The following 
shows the list of punishments by confinement :

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The number of inmates in this institution January 1, 1877, 
was forty-seven, thirty-five males and three females from 
Lowell, three males from Chelsea, four from Somerville, two 
from Woburn. 

During the year there were seventy-six males admitted ; 
sixty-seven from Lowell, four from Chelsea, one from Somer- 
ville, two from Woburn, one from Stoneham and one from 
Waltham, making the whole number for the year one 
hundred and twenty-three ; one hundred and two males and 
three females belonging to Lowell, seven males to Chelsea, 
five to Somerville, four to Woburn, one to Stoneham, and one 
to Waltham. 
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During the year there were seventy-six discharged : sixty- 
one males and three females from Lowell, five males from 
Chelsea, four from Somerville, two from Woburn, one from 
Stoneham ; leaving the number remaining December 31, 1877, 
forty-seven : forty-one males from Lowell, two from Chelsea, 
one from Somerville, two from Woburn and one from Waltham. 

Of the number discharged during the year, thirty-five 
were pardoned ; twenty-seven from Lowell, three from 
Chelsea, four from Somerville, and one from Woburn. 

The average number of inmates supported for the year 
was forty-nine. 

The ages of tho.se committed are as follows : two eight 
years old, seven were nine, six were ten, eight were eleven, 
twelve were twelve, ten were thirteen, thirteen were fourteen, 
eleven were fifteen, six were sixteen and one was seventeen. 
The average age was twelve years and eight months. 

Of those committed during the year, twenty-seven were 
committed for being habitual truants, two for truancy, fifteen 
for larceny, seventeen for wandering about the streets, six for 
stubbornness, six for wilful trespass, and three for breaking 
and entering. The average sentence of those committed, nine 
months and ten days ; the average time served by those dis- 
charged, eight months and twenty-two days ; longest sentence, 
two years ; shortest one, three months. 

Fifty-two of those committed were born in this country, 
four in England, eleven in Ireland and nine in Canada. 

Religious services are held in the chapel every sabbath 
afternoon, services commencing at two o’clock, and conducted 
by the chaplain, and all in the various institutions that are 
able are required to attend divine service. 

EXPENDITURES. 

The average number of inmates supported in the almshouse 
being one hundred and fifteen, in the workhouse twenty-three, 
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in the house of employment for juvenile offenders forty-nine, 
makes the whole number supported at the institutions at the 
city farm, one hundred and eighty-seven. 

The amount of bills paid for expenses at the institutions at 
the city farm was twenty-one thousand, seven hundred and 
sixty-four dollars and thirty-eight cents ($21,764.31). From 
this amount I take out four thousand, five hundred and ninety- 
six dollars and twenty-five cents ($4,596.25) the value of two 
thousand and thirty orders for provisions furnished the outside 
poor in the city (given by Mr. F. Holton, the Secretary of the 
Board of Overseers of the Poor), and two hundred dollars 
($200.00) for the cost of delivering the same. Also two 
thousand, six hundred and thirty-one dollars and thirty-four 
cents ($2,631.34) the expense so far accruing against the con- 
struction and finishing of the new building, and two thousand, 
six hundred and twenty-three dollars and twenty-seven cents 
($2,623.27) received from sale of produce from, the farm and 
other sources, leaves the net cost of the actual support of 
inmates to be eleven thousand, seven hundred and thirteen 
dollars and fifty-two cents ($11,713.52). Dividing this 
amount by the average number supported, we find the actual 
cost of each per year to be sixty-two dollars and sixty-four 
cents ($62.64), or about one dollar and twenty-one cents 
($1.21) per week. This amount includes the salaries of the 
officers and help employed, general repairs, &c., as well as 
the cost of furnishing supper and breakfast to thirteen hun- 
dred and twenty-five tramps that have been lodged in the 
almshouse during the year. 

In conclusion allow me to thank you for the kind attention 
that you have always shown me during the year past in 
furnishing all that was needed for the comfort and well-being 
of the unfortunate class under my charge. Respectfully 
submitted.

The average number of pupils under my care during the 
year was fifty-three ; whole number instructed during the year, 
one hundred and thirty-seven. 

Did not know their alphabet, two ; knew their alphabet 
only, five. 

Two classes in multiplication three times each week. 
Children in the school not under sentence, nineteen ; 
males, thirteen ; females, six. 

Children in the school under sentence, forty-seven. 

I have devoted considerable time during the year in 
teaching our children social hymns, such as are sung by all 
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Christian worshippers. Those pupils who have shown a love 
and talent for drawing have been given time to improve. 

In my report for 1876, I gave my experience of twenty 
years with juvenile offenders in a reformatory institution, in 
relation to the influence of older and harder criminals, such as 
thieves, street vagrants, housebreakers, and drunkards, upon 
younger and less vicious boys. Another year’s service in the 
same business only strengthens me in my convictions. I am 
now more thoroughly persuaded than ever before that no 
street vagrant, thief, or housebreaker should ever be allowed 
for a moment to associate with truant or stubborn boys in a 
reform school. 

If the State of Massachusetts would allow me to speak I 
would say, what you most need is an intermediate school, with 
prison discipline, where your advanced juvenile offenders can 
be properly handled and made to know that the way of the 
transgressor is hard. 

The general deportment, proficiency in school, and 
interest manifested by all the children have been very satis- 
factory * I have endeavored by kindness, and I hope in a 
Christian spirit, to lead them from the paths of sin and vice to 
a higher, holier, and purer walk in life. "Paul may plant, 
Apollos water, but God alone can give the increase.” 

With feelings of gratitude to the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift, and to the Board of Directors my heartfelt thanks 
for their continued confidence in me, this report is respectfully 
submitted.

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STREETS LAID OUT, ACCEPTED, ETC. 

The following streets have been laid out, accepted, 
&c., during the past year : 

Gorham street, from Davis’ Corner to the Boston and Lowell rail- 
road bridge, has had its lines defined, so as to be of uniform width 
throughout, stone bounds have been set, but the work of widening 
has not yet been completed. 

Conant street, from Methuen street to the road leading to the 
Dracnt Poor Farm, has been laid out and accepted as a public street, 
stone bonnds have been set, and the street graded to a proper width. 

Seventh street, from Read street to Varnum street, has been laid 
out and accepted, but the street being in good condition, little 
grading was required. 

Howard street, from Hale street, sontherl}”, has been widened 
to fort3 r feet, and graded out to that width. 

Chelmsford street, from Thorndike street to near Lincoln Square, 
has had its lines defined and stone bounds have been set, but the 
work of removing the present fences, &c., to correspond with the 
lines, as now defined, has not yet been performed. 

Bowers street, from Mount Vernon street to School street, has 
been laid out and accepted. The work of building the street is 
being done this Winter, as the grading is mostly in ledge, which can 
be got out now nearly as well as in warmer weather. 

Grand street, from Westford street to Chelmsford street, has been 
laid out and accepted, and the work of grading it for public travel 
has been completed. 

Grand street, from Chelmsford street to Hale street, has also been 
laid out and accepted, but the resolution passed so late in the season 
that nothing has been done on this portion of the street in the wa} r 
of grading. 

Westford street, from Gates street, westerly, to Smith street, has 
had the grade lowered, making it uecessaiy to cut through the ledge 
between Gates and Nichols streets about one foot in depth, in order 
to bring the street to the new grade. 

Porter street, from Princeton street to Middlesex street, has been 
laid out and accepted, stone bounds set and the street has been put 
to grade to the required width. 

Floyd street, from Central street to Kinsman street, has been laid 
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out and accepted, bounds have been set and the fences moved back 
to the lines of the street ; the grading has been completed and the 
street put in proper condition, with the exception of the removal of 
the L of the Bedlow house, which now stands partially in the street. 
This will have to be removed in the Spring. 

Grove street has been extended from Loring street to Wilder 
street. As cold weather had set in when the resolution passed, the 
work of building the street has not been commenced. 

Whipple street has been laid out and accepted, from Central street 
to Watson street. It has been filled out to its required width 
and fenced. 

Seventh Avenue, Fourth Avenue and Mount Grove street have 
been laid out and accepted, but no grading has been done on either 
of these streets. 

Ford street has been laid out and accepted, from James street to 
Pawtucket street. It is in very good condition and does not require 
much grading. 

Pine street has been widened, from Westford street to Liberty 
street, the bounds have been set, but the street has not yet been 
built to its full width. 

Bobbins street has been laid out and accepted, from Westford 
street to Pine street, and the bounds have been set. This street 
does not require much grading. 

Powell street has been laid out and accepted, from Parker street 
to Chelmsford street. It has not yet been put to grade. 

London street has been laid out and accepted, but has not yet 
been graded. 

West Sixth street has been laid out and accepted, from Coburn 
street to AVest street, but is not yet graded. 

Madison street has been laid out and accepted, and is pro'perl v 
graded. 

Hanover street has been laid out and accepted, between Merrimack 
street and Market street, and is partially built ; the sidewalk ordered 
to be laid was not concreted on account of the lateness of the season. 

The work of grading Fletcher street at the ledge near the North 
Common, which was begun late last 3 r ear, has been completed. The 
street has been put to grade, from Bowers to AYest Clark street, 
yearly the whole distance in ledge. The cut was about seven feet, 
and the ledge was taken out to one foot below grade, and the street 
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nicely graded up with gravel obtained from the Bowers-street exten- 
sion. 

West Third street, from Bridge street to Coburn street, has been 
properly graded, a large culvert constructed over the brook near 
Coburn street, a bank wall built up and the street filled in to grade. 

Smith street, between Branch and Westford streets, has been put 
to grade, most of the grading being in ledge.

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Plain street, from River Meadow Brook to Chelmsford street, lias 
been graded with Poor Farm gravel. 

Lawrence street, from Tyler street to Wamesit street, graded with 
Poor Farm gravel. 

Salem street, from Adams street to Dane street, graded with 
gravel from Bowers-street extension. 

School street, from Pawtucket street to Pawtucket Bridge, graded 
with gravel from Bowers-street extension.

PAVING. 

No paving has been done the past year. I would rec- 
ommend that the following-named streets be paved this 
year : 

Gorham street, from Union street to Davis’ Corner, 
with granite blocks. 
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Central street should he repaved, from Market street to 
the Locks and Canals bridge. The condition of this 
portion of the street is now absolutely dangerous, making 
the city liable to claims for damages any day. 

East Merrimack street (southerly side), should be 
repaved. More than one-half of the paving is composed 
of large, ugly cobbles, which should be replaced with 
paving similar to that laid on the northerly side of the 
street two years ago. 

Bridge street, from Ninth to Eleventh street, should be 
paved with small granite blocks. The horse railroad is 
in the centre of the street, which leaves the street nar- 
row at some points and very difficult to keep in order. 
Bridge street is now paved with wood to Ninth street. 
1 think it would be economy to pave this portion of the 
street (Ninth to Eleventh street), with small granite 
blocks.

BRIDGES. 

The bridge over River Meadow Brook on Howard 
street, east of Hale street, has been rebuilt to correspond 
with the increased width of Howard street; the stone 
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abutments have been extended and the bridge entirely 
rebuilt, with the exception of the two outside chords, 
which were braced, and a new truss was also placed in the 
centre of the bridge. 

Lincoln street bridge has been repaired by driving new 
piles and caps on the northerly end. 

Central Bridge has been swayed down stream by the 
force of the wind. We are now straightening it up, 
under the direction of Mr. Wood, an eminent bridge 
builder, from Concord, N. H. I am informed by him 
that the bridge is good for twenty-five years. 

Lawrence street bridge, over Concord river, will have 
to be entirely rebuilt this season. 

Dutton street bridge will also have to be mostly rebuilt.

Work on the sewers was commenced early in the 
Spring and has been continued throughout the season. 
The most important sewer laid this year is the one 
known as the “ Jackson Street Main Sewer.” Work on 
this sewer was begun early in April and has gone on 
without interruption until the present time. This is one 
of the largest sewers in the whole system, being the out- 
let for draining a large portion of Ward Four. The 
work of building it was commenced in 1874, that portion 
from the Hamilton Co’s storehouse, across Central street, 
being laid that year. In 1875 the outlet to the Concord 
river was laid through the Middlesex Co’s yard and War- 
ren, and Hurd streets, and connected with the sewer 
which was laid the previous year. Last year the sewer 
was continued in Jackson street to Eliott street, where 
work was begun in the Spring of this year. From King 
street the course of the sewer is through the freight yard 
of the Boston and Lowell railroad corporation, and, 
being in places nearly parallel with the tracks, the work 
was made somewhat difficult and expensive, on account 
of the constant shifting of freight cars and the passing 
of passenger trains. There being no room on the banks 
for the earth and rock which were taken out it was 
necessary to wheel it some distance and then move it 
back again after the brick work had been laid. 

The city is under great obligations to Messrs. Hosford 
and Paige of the Boston and Lowell road for the accom- 
modation they gave us while doing this work. It was 
impossible to avoid discommoding the company to some 
extent, but we were allowed all the privileges in their 
power to grant and keep the trains running. 

From the railroad yard the ^ewer crosses Thorndike street, 
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runs through Brewery court and under the tracks of the 
Nashua and Lowell railroad into Middlesex street ; thence 
in Middlesex street to Branch street. For a short distance 
in Middlesex street, and near and in Branch street, an 
old sewer had to be removed and the sewage pumped 
during the work, which is somewhat more expensive 
than where no old sewer exists. The average cut was 
about 13 feet, The amount of ledge taken out was 
about 1,200 cubic yards.

The balance was for repairs in general. I would rec- 
ommend that the School-house on Charles street be 
raised up and moved back from the street so as to give a 
cellar of sufficient depth for ventilation and give room 
for coal and fuel. It is so low now a person cannot 
stand up straight, and the cellar is only under one-half of 
the building, and very damp. I would also recommend 
that the School-house in Pawtucketville be raised and a 
cellar put under the same. There is no cellar under the 
building, only a trench wall, for the preservation and for 
coal, and it would make the house more comfortable in 
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the Winter and take less fuel to heat it. It will be 
necessary to paint quite a number of the School-houses 
this season. It will be necessary to relay quite a number 
of floors that are badly worn this season, and shingle or 
slate some of the houses. It will be necessary to build a 
School-house in Ward Five, near School street, for the 
better accommodation of the school on School street. 
The School Committee are hiring a roojn in a private 
dwelling now for the accommodation of that school, and 
next Summer the room will not accommodate the schol- 
ars who live in the neighborhood and attend that school.
